Summary  of  this  Issue. 

The  more  notable  items  only  are  dealt  with. 


National  Insurance  Bill. 

We  report  Parliamentary  happenings,  interviews,  meetings, 
and^  various  other  matters  connected  with  the  Bill  in  the 
section  pp.  51-4. 

Eleven  clauses  of  the  Bill  have  passed  the  Committee  stage 
— the  eleventh  at  5.17  on  Thursday  morning  (p.  51). 

An  amendment  to  Clause  14  has  now  been  put  forward  on 
behalf  of  apothecaries'  assistants  and  those  who  have  dis- 
pensed for  doctors  during  seven  years  (p.  51). 

Sir  Donald  MacAlistei-,  President  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  in  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  sug- 
gests inter  alia  an  amendment  to  ensure  that  local  Health 
Committees  should  arrange  for  the  supply  of  medicines  by 
qualified  pliarmacists  (p.  52). 

The  time  is  now  exceedingly  critical  for  chemists.  So  far 
they  have  made  all  sorts  of  suggestions  about  the  terms  on 
which  they  should  supply  medicines.  But  now  there  is  some 
doubt  as  to  their  getting  that  supply  at  all.  Hence  we  urge 
upon  all  local  Chemists'  Associations,  and  groups  of  chemists 
in  constitutencies  where  there  are  none,  to  write  to  their 
M.P.s  the  letter  which  we  have  drafted  (p.  48),  getting  it 
signed  by  chemists  and  posting  it  to  M.P.s  not  later  than 
Monday,  July  24. 

The  letter  brings  under  the  notice  of  M.P.s  the  important 
point  that  the  statutory  authority  in  regard  to  the  practice 
of  medicine  (the  General  Medical  Council)  suggests  that  the 
supply  of  medicines  should  be  by  qualified  pharmacists. 
Chemists  should  bring  this  fact  home  to  Parliament,  for  they 
will  need  every  bit  of  influence  at  the  beginning  of  next  weei 
to  get  recognition  under  the  Bill.

Mr.  R.  F.  Graesser,  of  Ruabon,  manufacturer  of  carbolic 
acid,  died  suddenly  last  Saturday  (p.  41). 

Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  communicates  a  paper,  with  formula, 
on  the  preparation  of  aromatic  extract  of  cascara  sagrada 
(p.  45). 

The  pass-lists  of  the  London  Major  and  Minor  Pharma- 
ceutical examinations  are  printed  on  p.  43,  and  the  Irish 
lists  on  p.  36. 

A  summary  of  an  interesting  paper  on  conical  cornea 
recently  read  by  Mr.  Charles  Wray  before  the  Ophthal- 
mological  Society  is  printed  on  p.  56. 

An  interesting  case  is  reported  from  the  High  Court,  in 
which  a  dentist  sought  unsuccessfully  to  enforce  a  restrictive 
agreement  on  an  old  apprentice  (p.  39). 

Two  cases  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  re- 
ported, in  which  the  ofi'ence  was  the  use  of  magnesium  car- 
bonate in  preparing  Gregory's  powder  (p.  39). 

The  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  had  a  fairly 
good  year.  We  report  the  annual  meeting,  including  Mr. 
Elgie's  presidential  address  and  his  re-election  to  the  office 
(p.  58). 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  will  meet  in 
Portsmouth  next  week.  Members  of  the  Local  Committee  will 
await  trains,  and  will  wear  a  badge,  of  which  we  give  a 
sketch  on  p.  44,  with  other  notes  about  the  meeting,  includ- 
ing the  Executive's  report  on  the  abortive  negotiations  with 
the  British  Medical  Association. 

Trade  and  Market  Matterg. 

The  price  of  opium  is  now  at  a  dangerously^  high  level, 
and  buyers  are  acting  cautiously.    See  the  editorial  on  p.  49. 

Trading  continues  on  quiet  lines,  with  several  interesting 
features.  Opium  has  fully  recovered  from  last  week's  easier 
feeling;  cascara,  senega,  almond  oil  (B.P.),  acetic  acid,  and 
potashes  have  advanced.

Oxidation  and  Reduction  in  Chemical 
Analysis. — IV. 

DUY-WAY  testing. — A  number  of  the  operations  carried 
out   in  dry-way   testing   are   designed    to  produce 
oxidising  or  reducing  effects. 

1.  Oxidation  by  atmospheric  oxygen. — Atmospheric  oxy- 
gen at  a  high  temperature  is  one  of  the  most  important 
agencies  concerned  in  dry-way  tests. 

n.  Borax  beads. — When  borax  beads  are  heated  in  the 
oxidising  Bunsen  flame  with  a  view  to  obtaining  character- 
istic colour-effects,  the  oxidation,  if  any  takes  place,  is  due 
to  the  action  of  atmospheric  oxygen,  at  the  high  tempera- 
ture of  the  flame,  upon  the  substance  dissolved  in  the  bead. 
The  most  powerfully  oxidising  effects  are  obtained  by  hold- 
ing the  bead  in  the  flame  at  a  level  slightly  below  the 
top  of  the  inner  cone,  where  the  temperature  is  highest, 
and  close  to  the  outside  of  the  flame  where  it  is  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  of  an  abundant  supply  of  oxy- 
gen from  the  surrounding  air.  When  oxidation  takes 
place,  it  usually  consists  in  the  conversion  of  the  meta- 
borat©  corresponding  to  the  lower  basic  oxide  of  the  metal 
concerned,  into  that  corresponding  to  the  higher  basic 
oxide. 

h.  Blowpipe  and  charcoal  block. — The  oxidising  agency 
here,  again,  is  atmospheric  oxygen  at  the  very  high  tempera- 
ture of  the  tip  of  the  outer  (oxidising)  blowpipe  flame. 
The  effect  is  the  formation  of  an  oxide  of  the  metal  con- 
cerned if  the  metal  is  capable  of  direct  oxidation. 

''.  Film  tests. —  In  these  tests  the  oxide  films  are  pro- 
duced by  interaction  with  oxygen  during  the  passage 
through  the  outer  (oxidising)  mantle  of  the  Bunsen  flame 
of  the  vapours  of  metals  which  have  been  formed  by  the 
reduction  of  compounds  of  these  metals  in  the  inner  (re- 
ducing) flame  (see  3,  r,  in  article  V.). 

2.  Oxidation  by  potassium  nitrate. — Potassium  nitrate 
is  almost  the  only  oxidising  agent  employed  in  dry-way 
testing.  It  is  used  in  conjunction  with  sodium  carbonate 
in  bead  tests  for  manganese  and  chromium.  In  order  that 
a  manganous  and  a  chromic  compound  may  be  converted 
into  a  manganate  and  a  chromate  respectively,  it  is  im- 
perative that  a  basic  substance  (to  provide  the  metallic 
radical  of  the  manganate  or  chromate)  and  a  source  of 
oxygen  (to  effect  the  necessary  oxidation)  should  be  avail- 
able. In  the  so-called  sodium-carbonate  bead  tests  the 
sodium  carbonate  provides  the  metallic  radical,  while  the 
oxygen  is  almost  invariably  supplied  by  potassium  nitrate, 
KNO3,  a  salt  which  readily  j^arts  with  one-third  of  its 
oxygen  to  oxidisable  substances  at  a  moderate  tempera- 
ture and  becomes  reduced  to  potassium  nitrite,  KNO.,. 
The  following  equations  represent  the  conversion  of  man- 
ganese dioxide  and  of  chromic  oxide  into  sodium  man- 
ganate and  sodium  chromate  respectively  : 

MnO,  +  Na,C03-l-[0]=Na,MnO,-f  CO,; 
C  r ,  O  3  +  2  N  a ,  C  0  3  -f  3[0]  =   N  a„  Or  0,  -f  2C  0, . 

The  changes  represented  by  these  equations  could  be  car- 
ried out,  in  tile  absence  of  potassium  nitrate,  by  the  pro- 
longed heating  of  the  sodium-carbonate  beads  in  the  oxi- 
dising mantle  of  the  Bunsen  flame,  but  the  a.ctions  pro- 
ceed too  slowly  for  practical  purposes.  The  student  should, 
nevertheless,  note  this  fact. 


Pill  Peopeietoe's  Bond. — On  Thursday,  in  the  King's 
Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  London,  Mr. 
iH.  A.  Driver  HoUoway  was  the  defendant  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  London  General  Onniibus  Co.  to  recover  117^.  due  on 
a  bond  in  which  Mr.  Holloway  consented  to  become  surety 
for  a  Mr.  Walter  Alfred  Lee.  The  action  was  heard  by 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  a  special  jury.  After  hearing  Mr. 
iHolloway's  evidence  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  he  would 
hold  that  the  defendant  signed  the  bond  innocently  and 
without  knowledge  of  Lee's  irregularities  before  the  time 
he  signed  it.  The  result  was  that  counsel  decided  to  argue 
at  a  later  date  whether,  on  the  authorities,  the  plaintiffs 
could,  in  the  circumstances,  recover  the  amount  claimed.

Brevities. 

Chesterfield  chemists  have  decided  to  close  at  8  p.m.  on 
each  weekday  except  Saturdays. 

Messrs.  F.  M.  Eimmington  &  Son,  chemists.  Bridge 
Street,  Bradford,  were  awarded  a  first  prize  in  a  trades 
display  at  Bradford  on  July  13,  for  an  exhibit  of  table- 
waters. 

The  employes  of  Hervey,  Peek  &  Hervey,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Ordsall  Lane,  Salford,  have  presented  a  silver 
rose-bowl  to  Mr.  Philip  Hervey,  a  member  of  the  firm,  on 
his  marriage. 

Messrs.  Metcalfe  &  Son,  chemists,  Whitefriar  Gate, 
Hull,  have  been  appointed  by  Royal  warrant  dated 
March  1,  1911,  chemists  in  Hull  to  King  George.  This  is 
the  third  Royal  appointment  granted  to  the  firm. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Blackadar,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  re- 
signed his  seat  on  the  Portsmouth  Borough  Council.  The 
auditors  had  reported  a  technical  breach  of  Section  12  (c) 
of  the  Municipal  CorjDorations  Act  against  the  councillor. 

Premises  adjoining  the  'Somers  Road  branch  of  the 
Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Southsea,  and  let  by  them 
to  a  cabinet-maker,  were  entirely  gutted  by  fire  on  July  13. 
Some  water  found  its  way  into  the  back  of  the  company's 
shop,  but  the  damage  there  was  not  serious. 

The  Shifnal  Guardians  were  informed  on  July  11  that 
since  the  Board  decided  some  years  ago  to  keep  a  stock  of 
drugs,  instead  of  them  being  supplied  by  the  doctor, 
the  whisky  bill,  which  had  been  considerable,  had  gone 
down  to  comparatively  nothing. 

Mr.  F.  D.  Phillips,  pharmacist,  of  Market  Street  and 
Castle  Square,  Haverfordwest,  has  again  been  successful 
in  securing  the  silver  cup  and  first  prize  for  best  style,  etc., 
in  climbing  Newgate  Hill,  Pembrokeshire,  on  his  35-h.p. 
1911  Triumph  motor-cycle,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pem- 
brokeshire Automobile  Club. 

At  Fareham  on  July  17,  apjjlication  was  made  for  the 
transfer  of  the  licence  for  the  sale  of  medicated  wines 
from  Mr.  W.  0.  Smith,  chemist,  32  West  Street,  Fareham, 
to  Mr.  Ferdinand  Green  Foster,  pharmacist.  Neither  Mr. 
Smith  nor  JNIr.  Foster  appeared,  they  being  represented  by 
their  respective  managers.  The  Bench  pointed  out  that 
they  could  not  proceed  with  the  application  unless  at  least 
Mr.  Fo,ster  was  present,  and  they  refused  to  sanction  the 
transfer. 

The  eighth  quinquennial  International  Homoeopathic 
Congress  was  opened  at  the  Connaught  Rooms,  Great  Queen 
Street,  London,  W.C,  on  July  17,  and  Mr.  George  Burford 
was  elected  President.  The  resignation  of  Dr.  John  H. 
Clarke  (Permanent  Secretary)  was  accepted,  and  Dr.  J.  P. 
Sutherland  (U.S. A")  was  unanimously  elected  as  his  suc- 
cessor. The  delegates  accepted  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Kranz 
Busch  to  hold  the  next  congress  (1916)  in  Berlin.  The 
President's  address  was  delivered  on  July  18. 

Six  children,  aged  two  to  ten  years,  were  admitted  into 
the  Birmingham  General  Hospital  suffering  from  bella- 
donna-poisoning. It  appears  that  one  of  them,  named  Gertie 
Brinklow,  found  a  small  tin  containing  a  dark  thick  fluid 
(  '?  glycerin  of  belladonna.)  on  a  window-sill.  She  assumed 
it  was  treacle,  and  on  finding  it  sweet  to  the  palate,  she 
took  the  tin  home,  where  the  other  children  partook  of 
it  spread  on  bread.  The  children  were  treated  at  the 
hospital,  and  were  practically  recovered  next  morning. 

A  convention  of  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  National 
Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  included  200  travellers, 
was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  company,  225  Tottenham 
Court  Road,  London,  W.,  on  July  13,  14  and  15.  Mr. 
John  H.  Patterson,  chainnan  and  general  manager  of  the 
American  company,  presided.  The  meetings  were  devoted 
to  discussions  on  business  methods.  On  the  evening  of 
July  15  a  dinner  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Cecil.  Mr.  Patter- 
son was  in  the  chair,  the  other  speakers  being  Mr.  F.  B. 
Patterson,  Mr.  F.  A.  Wagner  (auditor),  Mr.  H.  C.  Ban- 
well  (manager),  and  IMr.  F.  L.  Hooper  (secretary).  A 
presentation  was  made  to  Mr.  John  H.  Patterson. 
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Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Soutliwark  analyst  reports  that  sixteen  drug-samples 
were  examined  during  last  quarter.    All  were  genuine. 

The  Windsor  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  J.  H. 
Johnston,  M.Sc,  F.I.O.,  Arundel  Street,  Strand,  London, 
W.C.,  as  analyst  for  the  borough,  at  a  fee  of  10/.  per 
annum  to  cover  40  samples,  and  5s.  per  sample  beyond. 

The  Hertfordshire  analyst,  Mr.  A.  E.  Ekine,  Ph.C, 
F.I.C.,  in  his  last  quarterly  report,  states  that  the  follow- 
ing genuine  samples  were  examined  :  Camphorated  oil  2, 
eucalyptus  oil  1,  cream  of  tartar  1,  arrowroot  1,  lime- 
water  1,  olive  oil  1,  and  compound  rhubarb  pills  1.

Cardiff. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Health  and  Port  Sanitary 
Committee  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association,  stating  that  as 
each  of  the  holders  of  poison-licences  had  been  fined  under 
the  Act  and  regulations,  the  Association  protested 
against  their  renewal,  and  also  against  assistants  being 
licensed.  The  Committee  determined  to  take  notice  of 
any  further  offences  and  revoke  or  suspend  the  licences,  as 
they  may  then  determine.  Communications  were  also 
read  from  Herbert  Walker,  Kingsway,  asking  that  the 
licence  which  was  made  out  in  the  name  of  "  W.  E. 
Walker  "  be  made  out  in  his  name.  A  similar  letter  had 
been  received  fi-om  Mr.  F.  A.  Hibbert,  10  and  11  Castle 
Street,  Cardiff  (the  1909  application  being  signed  by  "  John 
Hibbert  &  Sons").  Both  Mr.  Walker  and  Mr.  Hibbert 
had  appeared  before  the  Committee  when  the  matter  had 
been  argued.  The  Committee  decided  to  renew  the  licences 
for  a  year  from  June  14,  at  a  fee  of  Is.  6d.  each.  It  was 
also  resolved  that  no  applications  for  assistants'  licences  be 
considered  until  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  in  possession 
of  the  new  order  of  the  Council. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

An  excellent  friend  to  pharmacy  has  just  died,  Mr. 
Furneaux  Jordan,  F.R.C.S.,  for  many  years  an  esteemed 
medical  practitioner  in  the  Midlands. 

By  the  falling  of  a  large  hoarding  several  men  engaged 
at  Messrs.  Peyton  &  Sons'  chemical  works  were  more  or 
less  seriously  injured  and  had  to  undergo  hospital  treat- 
ment. 


The  Chairmanship  of  the  Oldbury  Magistrates  has  been 
accepted  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Albright,  of" the  firm  of  Albright  & 
Wilson,  Ltd.,  and  not  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  J.  W.  Wilson, 
M.P.,  also  of  the  same  firm,  as  reported  in  our  i.'iRue  of 
July  8. 

The  Moseley  Gymkhana  in  aid  of  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital at  Moseley  was  held  last  Saturday,  when  an  excellent 
photograph  of  the  gathering  was  taken  by  Mr.  T.  W. 
Lowth&r,  which  appeared  in  the  "  South  Birmingham 
News." 

Under  the  Greater  Birmingham  scheme  the  present 
inspectors  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  to 
be  attached  to  the  Council  House,  and  the  city  analyst 
is  to  have  another  assistant  analyst,  whose  salary  will 
begin  at  lOOZ.  per  annum. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
is  to  be  held  in  Birmingham  next  week,  and  as  it  is  of 
great  importance  and  interest  to  pharmacists,  it  is  feared 
that  not  many  will  be  able  to  turn  up  at  the  Portsmouth 
Conference  from  the  Midlands. 

At  the  chemists'  meeting  at  the  Grand  Hotel  last  week 
it  was  suggested  that  "pharmacist"  implies  legal  quali- 
fication. But  does  it?  Are  there  not  pharmacists  in 
America,  etc.,  and  would  they  be  allowed,  if  they  came 
here,  to  act  as  dispensers  under  the  Insurance  Bill  ? 

Cricket.

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Surrey  Assizes  on  July  19,  Eliza  Cornwell  (14), 
servant  girl,  pleaded  guilty  to  having  administered  poison 
£0  as  to  endanger  the  life  of  her  mistress  Mrs.  Gladys 
Baker,  of  Avondale  Road,  Croydon.  She  was  sent  to  a 
home  for  two  years. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  July  18,  Edward 
Fitzgerald  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  falsifying  books 
with  intent  to  defraud  his  employers,  Marshalls,  Ltd., 
Colebrooke  Row,  Islington,  London,  N.  The  total  de- 
falcations amounted  to  some  1,400/.  It  wa«  stated  that 
accused  was  tempted  to  live  beyond  his  means  through  his 
aunt  renting  to  him  at  a  nominal  charge  a  large  house 
with  four  acres  of  land  attached.  Sentence  was  postponed 
until  next  sessions. 

At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Alioe  Butcher 
(32),  Caunce  Street,  Blackpool,  on  July  17,  it  was  stated 
that  a  post-mortem  examination  showed  that  acute  kidney- 
disease  was  the  cause  of  death.  A  bottle  of  medicine  and 
two  boxes  of  tablets,  said  to  be  supplied  by  a  woman 
(whose  name  was  mentioned),  were  said  by  Dr.  "Thompson 
to  contain  lead  and  to  be  largely  used  in  Lancashire.  The 
Coroner  adjourned  the  inquest  until  August  22,  in  order 
that  the  medicines  be  analysed. 

At  Gosport  Police  Court  on  July  18,  Thomas  Buller,  an 
elderly  man,  was  fined  7s.  6d.,  including  costs,  for  obtain- 
ing money  by  false  pretences  from  Mr.  Ernest  H.  Smith, 
chemist,  47  High  Street,  Gosport.  The  prisoner  on  July  13 
asked  Mr.  Smith  the  price  of  a  truss.  He  said  he  wanted 
the  price  put  on  the  prosecutor's  billhead  so  that  he  could 
show  the  vicar,  who  was  buying  it  for  him.  The  next 
that  prosecutor  heard  was  that  the  prisoner  was  collecting 
money  on  the  billhead,  and  he  communicated  with  the 
police. 

At  Stockport  on  July  13,  Pritchard's,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Cheadle,  were  fined  5s.  and  costs  for  using  a  van  not  bearing 
the  name  and  address  of  the  firm.  It  appeared  tha,t  the 
van  bore  the  words,  "  Pritchard's,  Ltd.,  safe  and  reliable 
teething-powders  give  ease  and  comfort  during  teething. 
This  was  regarded  by  the  police  as  an  advertisement.  For 
the  defence  it  was  explained  that  the  firm  had  not  the 
address  painted  on  the  van  because  it  travelled  all  over 
the  country,  and  they  did  not  want  customers  to  write 
direct  to  them,  but  to  their  agents.

Prisoner  wrote  a  cheque  on  the 
Clydesdale  Bank  for  5/.  and  got  cash  for  it,  and  it  was 
afterwards  ascertained  there  was  no  money  in  the  bank 
to  meet  the  cheque.  A  previous  conviction  was  proved, 
and  the  Judge  passed  a  sentence  of  three  months'  hard 
labour,  adding  that  it  covered  an  offence  for  which  the 
prisoner  was  wanted  in  Londonderry.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


The  Death  is  announced  of  Dr.  Leon  Marchand,  ex- 
Professor  of  Cryptogamy  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of. 
Pharmacy. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  July  meeting 
MM.  Moureu  and  Patein  were  appointed  delegates  to  the 
section  of  pharmacy,  organised  in  connection  with  the 
meeting  of  the  French  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science.  The  President  complimented  M.  Leger,  Han- 
bury  medallist,  amid  the  loud  cheers  of  all  assembled, 
and  greeted  M.  Michel,  a  newly  elected  member. 

Hanbury  Medallist. — M.  Leger,  who  is  to  receive  the 
Hanbury  medal  in  October,  is  head  pharmacist  of  the  St. 
Louis  Hospital  and  a  familiar  figure  to  all  Parisian  and 
many  British  pharmacists.  The  Beaujon  Hospital,  where 
he  was  for  many  years  (1885-1911)  head  pharmacist,  is  in 
the  "  English  "  quarter  of  Paris,  not  fa.r  from  the  Champs 
Elysees.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy  since  1884,  and  one  of  the  most  regular  attend- 
ants at  its'  monthly  meetings.  He  thus  occupied  the  presiden- 
tial chair  when  the  society  celebrated  its  centenary  in  1903. 
M.  Leger  was  present  at  the  International  Congress  of 
Applied  Chemistry  in  London  in  1909,  presenting  a  paper 
on  "Simple  Oils  Interesting  to  Pharmacists."  He  has 
published  a  volume  on  cinchona  alkaloids,  etc.,  and  re- 
ceived the  Buignet  medal  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  for 
his  researches  on  hordenine.    He  was  born  at  Paris  in  1849. 

Drug-peddling  in  the  Eighteenth  Century. — A  legal 
document  in  the  Melun  Record  Office  gives  the  list  of  the 
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{.goods  possessed  by  Pierre  Rene,  drug-pedlar,  who  was 
•found  dead  at  an  inn  in  1759.  His  "asinine  beast,  grey 
-skinned,  and  furnished  with  saddle  and  bridle,"  was  in  the 

•  stables,  and  his  stock-in-trade  in  his  room.  The  list  is 
dnteresting  as  showing  the  class  of  goods  in  which  these 
iitinerant  vendors  principally  dealt  : 

Theriaca,  ba.silicon,  hyacinth,  oil  of  laurel,  turpentine, 
'tartar,  althaea,  populeum,  catholicon,  vitriol,  senna,  jalap, 
rhubarb,    -scammony,   sulphur,   corrosive   sublimate,  aloes, 

■  dragon's  blood,  etc. 

"These  unlicensed  pedlars  strolled  round  the  country  not 
only  to  farmers  and  labourers,  but  to  surgeons  and  vets. 
They  were  particularly  detested  by  the  apothecairies,  and 
in  many  provinces  edicts  existed  providing  for  heavy  fines 
{up  to  401.)  for  those  who  bought  from  them. 

"Old-Fashioned  Remedies." — M.  Felix  Duquesnel, 
author  of  the  "  Two  Thousand  and  One  Nights  "  and  other 
•charming  works  of  imagination,  contributes  a  couple  of 

•  columns  to  the  "  Petit  Journal  "  on  old-fashioned  remedies. 
His  tales  of  the  heroic  days  of  pharmacy  when  Louis  XIII. 
was  purged  259  times  per  annum  and  Richelieu  swallowed 
'decoctions  of  road-sweepings,  will  present  little  novelty  to 
the  readers  of  Mr.  Wootton's  and  similarly  interesting 
ibooks  ;  but  M.  Duquesnel,  like  all  good  writers,  gives  a 
'personal  note  to  his  article.  He  tells  us  that  in  the  North 
•of  France,  faith  in  the  efficacy  of  the  pigeon-cure  for 
ityphoid  "  is  still  strong  and  will  be  with  difficulty  shaken." 
'Three  luckless  birds  are  ripped  open  and  their  warm  and 
^bleeding  bodies  applied  on  the  feet  and  stomach  as  cata- 
plasms. "I  have  known  people,"  says  M.  Duquesnel, 
"  who  firmly  believed  in  this,  and  yet  were  by  no  means 
simple."  He  also  alludes  to  the  fact  that  "  St.  Hubert's 
omelette  "  is  still  considered  in  many  country  places  to  be 
"preferable  to  the  Pasteur  injections  for  persons  bitten  by 
imad  dogs. 

Poisonous  Insecticides. — The  use  of  arsenical  dressings 
dn  French  vineyards  has  been  strongly  denounced  by 
M.  Cazeneuve,  Senator,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Prime 
Minister.  The  matter  was  again  brought  up  by  the 
■eminent  professor  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine.  Several  fatal  cases  had  occurred.  One  man 
•died  in  three  days,  but  the  action  of  the  poison  (as  M. 
Pouchet,  ex-member  of  the  French  Codex  Revision  Com- 
mittee, remarked)  is  usually  slower,  though  not  less  sure. 
'Tons  of  arsenate  of  lead  are  used  in  the  vineyards,  an^d 
in  some  cases,  said  M.  Bouchardat,  the  vinegrowers  not 
•only  powdered  the  leaves  but  the  very  grapes.  M.  Caze- 
■neuve  pointed  out  that  arsenic  is  as  inefficient  against  the 

■  cochylis  (the  dreaded  vineyard  parasite)  as  it  is  dangerous, 
and  is  "  forbidden  in  Germany  and  other  civilised  coun- 
tries."   M.    Gaston  Bonnier  read,  at  the    Academy  of 

'Sciences,  a  paper  by  M.  Varenne,  who  states  that  a  mix- 
ture of  poppy  oil  one  part  with  benzine  four  parts  is  an 

■  efficient  deterrent  for  cochylis,  and  inexpensive.  The 
discussion  on  arsenical  compounds  was  resumed  at  the 
■meeting  of  the  Academy  last  week,  an^d  the  following 
'resolution  was  finally,  though  not  quite  unanimously, 
■passed  : 

"  In  view  of  duly  proved  accidents,  and  to  avoid  their 
(responsibility,  the  Academy  of  Medicine  thinks  it  its  duty  to 
remind  the  authorities  of  the  resolutions  it  had  previously 
adopted :  (1)  Ai'sienica'l  saJts  for  agricultural  use  should 
only  be  delivered  on  the  recommendation  of  professors  of 
agriculture  and  on  permission  given  by  proper  authorities. 
Those  having  lead  as  a  base  should  be  prohibited.  (2)  They 
should  be  coloured  and  scented ;  (3)  kept  under  lock  and 
key ;  (4)  always  supplied  under  real  and  not  fancy  names ; 
(5)  prohibited  on  market  gardening,  and  as  soon  as  fruit 
•season  begins;  (6)  and  only  used  on  the  indication,  and 
under  the  effective  direction  and  supervision,  of  the  depart- 
mental Professors  of  Agriculture." 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


No  Smoking  in  "Warsaw  Pharmacies.  —  To  those 
.acquainted  with  the  Russian's  passion  for  smoking  cigar- 
ettes at  all  times  it  will  come  as  a  surprise  to  hear  that 
•the  health  inspector  of  "Warsaw  has  issued  a  decree  for- 
bj.dding  pharmacists  to  smoke  in  any,  place  in  which 
finedicines  are  prepared.    If  an  assistant  fails  to  comply 


with  this  order,  he  is  to  be  dismissed.  Notices  are  to  be 
displayed  in  phannacies  forbidding  the  public  to  smoke 
while  on  the  premises. 

Municipal  Competition  in  Bulgarian  Pharmacy. — Two 
years  ago  the  Bulgaria  pharmacy  laws  were  altered  to 
allow  municipalities  and  other  communal  corporations  the 
right  to  open  phamiacies.  Although  these  businesses  were 
intended  solely  to  supply  the  requisite  medicines  for  the 
poor  of  the  town  or  village,  they  soon  began  to  compete 
with  the  regular  pharmacies,  and  the  apprehensions  enter- 
tained by  the  profession  have  since  been  fully  realised. 
The  first  result  of  this  form  of  competition  has  been  the 
failure  of  the  pharmacist  (his  name  is  Karparone)  owning 
a  business  in  Kawakli,  who  has  been  forced  to  close  his 
pharmacy.  Curiously  enough,  he  is  about  to  undertake  the 
management  of  the  municipal  pham^acy  in  Philippopel. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


A  Record  Seizure  of  cocaine  and  morphine  of  the  value 
of  Rs.  30,000  was  made  on  the  Glen  Ogle  at  Rangoon 
on  June  26. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  R.  Dalton,  Ph^C,  has  taken 
over  the  business  of  Messrs.  Beynon  &  Co.,  chemists.  East 
Street,  Poona,  and  it  will  be  continued  under  the  style  of 
E.  Dalton  &  Co. 

"Warning  to  Quinine-tailet  Makers. — A  Calcutta 
correspondent  writes  that  16,500  bottles,  each  containing  at 
least  300  2-grain  quinine  tablets,  had  been  offered  in  a 
local  saleroom,  and  the  best  bi^d  was  3^rf.  per  bottle. 
The  lot  was  in  the  hands  of  a  bank,  and  this  fact  indicates 
caution  on  part  of  sellers  at  home  in  accepting  orders. 
India  is  at  present  overstocked  with  quinine  and  quinine 
ta.blets. 

Poisons  in  India. — In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  of 
the  Chemical  Examiner,  Madras,  it  is  stated  that,  rmder 
the  stringent  provisions  of  the  Poisons  Act  of  1904,  "as 
the  rules  have  become  more  effective,  the  operations  of  the 
poisoner  have  thereby  become  more  restricted."  A  notable 
feature  of  the  report  is  the  decrease  recorded  in  the 
number  of  cases  detected  of  arsenical,  mercurial,  and 
aconite  poisoning. 

Quinine  Distribution. — A  resolution  on  the  transfer 
of  the  work  of  distributing  quinine  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Cinchona  Cultivation  in  Bengal  to  the  gaol 
department  is  published  in  the  "  Calcutta  Gazette."  Under 
the  existing  procedure,  which  has  obtained  since  1887, 
quinine  manufactured  at  the  Government  cinchona  planta- 
tions is  consigned  in  the  first  place  to  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Cinchona  Cultivation  in  Bengal,  at  the 
Royal  Botanic  Garden,  Calcutta,  whence  it  is  distributed 
to  all  purchasers  indenting  for  supplies.  It  has  been 
decided  to  transfer,  as  from  October  1,  1911,  the  duty 
of  distribut'ing  the  drug  to  the  Juvenile  Gaol,  Alipore, 
and  quinine  will  thenceforward  be  despatched  from  the 
plantation  to  the  Juvenile  Gaol,  whence  it  can  be  obtained 
on  inc'cnt  by  those  requiring  it. 

Personal. — Dr.  John  Charlton  Brooks,  whose  sudden  • 
death  was  recorded  in  our  issue  of  June  10  (index  folio  858), 
was  the  fifth  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Brooks,  of  the 
Indian  Subordinate  Medical  Service,  who,  on  retiring  in 
1858,  opened  a  dispensary  in  Elphinstone  Street,  Camp. 
Dr.  Brooks  was  one  of  a  family  of  ten   sons  and  four  ; 
daughters.    He  passed  the  Bombay  Entrance  examination  ■ 
in  1878  and  was  sent  to  the  Grant  Medical  College,  Bom- 
bay.   On  passing  out  creditably  from  his  college  he  re- 
turned to  Karachi  to  join  his  father  in  business.    On  the 
latter's  death  in  1885  he  took  over  the  business,  which  he 
brought  to  a  high  pitch  of  prosperity,  enabling  him  to 
educate  and  make  provision  for  the  younger  portion  of  the 
family.    He  was  a  devoted  worker    for  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  provided  the  building  for  the  Soldiers'  Insti-  • 
tute  in  connection  with  this  Church.    Dr.  Brooks,  like  his 
father  before  him,  was  among  the  oldest  C.  ct  D.  sub- 
scribers in  India.

Tbe  Wumber  of  Pharmacists  is  steadily  decreasing  in 
Germany,  as  is  evident  from  the  university  statistics  of  the 
past  years.  In  1906  there  were  in  all  1.767  students  of  phar- 
macy, in  1910  1,147,  while  during  the  present  year  the  num- 
ber has  fallen  to  916.  The  number  of  medical  students  is  on 
the  increase,  the  figures  for  the  same  years  being  6,683, 
10,682,  and  11,927  respectively. 

illsace-Iiorraine  Chamber  of  Pharmacy — A  Bill 
■which  comes  into  force  in  April  1913,  providing  for  the 
formation  of  a  Chamber  of  Pliarmacy,  has  been  approved 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  CounciJ  of  Alsace-Lorraine.  The 
Chamber's  sphere  of  activity  will  embrace  professional  in- 
terests and  the  supply  of  medicines,  and  acting  as  advisor 
to  the  Government  on  pharmaceutical  matters.  The  duty  of 
providing  for  necessitous  pharmacists  will  fall  to  the  charge 
of  the  Chamber,  which  will  be  given  honorary  judiciary 
powers  in  regard  to  professional  offences,  etc.  The  punish- 
ments which  the  Chamber  will  have  the  authority  to  inflict 
after  due  warning  are  loss  of  the  pharmaceutical  franchise 
and  fines,  varying  in  value  up  to  m.3,000  (150/.)  in  the  case 
of  pharmacy  proprietors,  and  up  to  m.500  (25/.)  in  the  case 
of  assistants.  Members  of  the  ClTamber  are  elected  from 
among  the  pharmacists  of  the  province.

Dr.  Julius  W.  Balrd,  of  Massachusetts  College  of  Phar- 
macy, is  dead.  Dr.  Baird  was  fifty-two  years  old,  and  had 
been  Professor  of  Analytic  and  Organic  Chemistry  at  the 
College  since  1886  and  Dean  since  1895.  Previously  he  had 
been  successively  on  the  scientific  staffs  of  Michigan  and 
Lehigh  Universities. 

Saccharin  Prohibition.— The  Federal  authorities  have 
temporarily  suspended  the  order  prohibiting  the  use  of 
saccharin  in  food.  Until  January  next  its  use  may  be  con- 
tinued providing  the  presence  of  saccharin  is  plainly  declared 
on  the  label.  The  reason  given  for  this  is  that  time  is 
required  for  examining  the  question  and,  if  necessary,  to 
review  the  opinion  rendered  by  the  Referee  Board. 

Coronation  Iiuncheon.— The  New  York  evening  papers 
of  June  23  gave  reports  of  a  luncheon  held  in  the  Lawyers' 
Club  by  the  Pilgrims  that  day,  when  Mr.  W.  Butler  Duncan 
was  in  the  chair.  Among  those  present  was  Mr.  Samuel 
W.  Fairchild,  who  also  attended  a  special  Thanksgiving  Ser- 
vice in  Trinity  Church  in  the  afternoon,  when  some  of  Sir 
Frederick  Bridge's  Coronation  music  was  played.  A  Corona- 
tion dinner  was  held  in  the  evening  at  the  Hotel  Plaza,  Mr. 
'William  Gardiner,  the  British  Vice-Consul,  presiding  over 
a  company  of  about  two  hundred. 

A  Post-graauate  Course.— The  food  and  drug  authorities 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  are  planning  to  conduct  m  August 
a  ten-days'  course  for  the  benefit  of  the  pharmacists  of  the 
State.  Some  of  the  technicalities  of  the  recent  food  and 
drug  laws  have  puzzled  pharmacists,  and  in  the  labelling 
of  products  chemists  have  shown  themselves  at  fault.  The 
Kentucky  authorities  now  propose  that  their  lecturers  shall 
go  over  the  whole  field  and  make  things  perfectly  clear. 
Chemists  from  some  of  the  manufacturing  laboratories  and 
prominent  pharmacists  will  be  among  the  lecturers.  Par- 
ticular attention  will  be  given  to  the  problems  connected  with 
the  preparation,  storage,  and  handling  of  various  pharma- 
ceutical products. 

Restricting:  Dispensing-.— Reference  was  made  in  the 
C.  c&  D.  (April  15  and  22)  to  the  ci-usade  made  by  the  "  New 
York  World  "  against  the  New  York  druggists.  As  a  climax 
to  its  efforts  that  journal  is  now  endeavouring  to  secure  the 
enactment  of  a  law  which  would  prove  very  embarrassing 
to  both  physicians  and  pharmacists.  It  would  compel  every 
prescription  to  bear  the  name  and  professional  address  of  the 
physician,  and  it  would  prevent  the  chemist  from  dispensing 
this  prescription  unless  be  knew  or  satisfied  himself  that  the 
ph.ysician  was  actually  in  practice  at  the  address  given,  and 
unless  he  knew  furthermore  that  the  physician  was  duly 
licensed  as  such.  Then,  too,  the  prescription  itself  would  have 
to  be  copied  on  the  label  of  the  bottle,  a  thing  which  no 
physician  would  tolerate  for  an  instant.  Already  the  doctors 
of  New  York  State  are  up  in  arms  against  this  measure  and 
are  determined  to  fight  it  to  the  last  ditch.  They  do  not 
want  their  natients  to  know  what  they  are  taking  in  the  first 
place,  and  in  the  second  place  they  do  not  want  tho  frequent 
repetition  of  prescriptions  made  so  easy. 


Pharmacy  in  Hungary. 


The  Hungarian  CuTriealutn. —  A  reform  of  the  Hun- 
garian pharmacist's  curriculum  is  now  in  the  air,  and  irt- 
order  to  obtain  firstJiand  information  of  the  views  of  those- 
competent  to  utter  an  opinion  on  this  weighty  subject  the- 
Hungarian  Minister  of  Education,  Count  Janos  Zichy,  re- 
cently invited  a  number  of  professors  of  the  universitieS,- 
representatives  of  the  different  pharmaceutical  corporations,, 
as  well  as  of  the  assistants'  organisation,  to  attend  a  con- 
ference. The  points  to. be  discussed  dealt  with  higher  pre- 
liminary education  requirements,  the  present  apprenticeship" 
system,  changes  in  the  university  course,  and  time  to  be  spent 
as  assistant  after  obtaining  the  State  diploma  before  being: 
allowed  to  own  a  business.  As  regards  the  first  question,  it- 
is  interesting  to  note  tliat  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  Dean, 
of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Kolozsvar,  all' 
were  in  favour  of  an  increased  standard  of  preliminary  edu- 
cation. The  Dean,  however,  rejected  this  proposal  on  the- 
grounds  that  practical  considerations  should  outweigh  the- 
ideal  in  this  case ;  the  aim  should  be,  he  said,  to  give  the- 
pharmacist  a  thorough  practical  training  and  not  overburden 
him  with  theoretical  knowledge.  The  apprenticeship  ques- 
tion gave  rise  to  an  interesting  debate.  Only  one  member- 
present  expressed  the  opinion  that  apprenticeship  is  now  an. 
obsolete  institution,  which  worked  well  in  formeir  days  when, 
pharmaqists  still  made  their  own  preparations  and  worked! 
in  the  laboratory.  ' . 

The    We-w    Curriculum.— The  Minister  of  Education 
has  since   the   meeting  published  the   draft  of  the  new- 
curriculum.    It  contains  some  interesting  points,  foremost, 
among  which  are  the  provisions  for  obtaining  the  degree- 
of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy.  Before  taking  an  apprentice  a  phar- 
macist must  obtain  the  Minister's  permission,  and  the  right  , 
may  be  withdrawn  if  it  is  proved  that  the  pharmacist  has  not- 
sufficiently  supervised  the  apprentice's  instruction.  Further,, 
not  more  apprentices  than  assistants  may  be  kept  in  any- 
pharmacy,  and  in  the  absence  of  an  assistant  only  one- 
apprentice  will  be  allowed.    Provisions  in  regard  to  the- 
medical  examination  of  the  ajjprentice,  his  school  educationi 
and  character,  are  included,  and  during  the  tvvo  years  of  ap- 
prenticeship his  duties  are  regulated  and  an  effort  made  tO' 
ensure  that  he  is  properly  instructed  by  his  employer.  Ap- 
prenticeship is  closed  by  an  examination,  which  will  take- 
place  at  Budapest  and  Kolozsvar,  the  two  Hungarian  univer-- 
sity  towns.    The  subjects  of  the  examination  will  be  phar- 
maceutical nomenclature,  dispensing,  pharmaceutical  legis- 
lation, and  ■  book-keeping.    It  will  be  oral  and  practical. 
Fee,  21.  5s.    The  successful  candidate  will  then  have  tO' 
spend  three  years  as  assistant  in  Hungarian  pharmacies,, 
two  years  of  which  may  be  done  before  or  after  university- 
study.    The  course  of  study  at  the  university  lasts  two  years,, 
the  first  being  in   the  philosophical  or   natural  sciences- 
faculty,  and  the  second  in  the  medical  faculty.    The  first: 
year's  subjects  will  be  physics,  zoology,  mineralogy,  experi- 
mental chemistry,  practical  physics,  experimental  chemistry,, 
botany,  practical  chemistry,  and  practical  botany.    In  the- 
second  year,  analytical  chemistry,  pharmacognosy,  hygiene- 
and  analysis  of  foodstuffs,  pharmaceutical  technique,  prac- 
tical  chemical   analysis,    practical   analysis   of  foodstuffs,, 
organic  chemistry,  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  and  pharma- 
ceutical legislation.    An  oral  examination  will  be  held  at: 
the  end  of  each  year's  course.    At  the  end  of  the  university- 
course  the  first  finishing  examination  will  be  held.    It  will  be- 
practical  and  theoretical  in  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum. 
If  successful  in  not  more  than  two  trials  of  this  examination.' 
the  candidate  is  required  to  undergo  the  concluding  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  his  assistantship.    This  consists  of  half 
an  hour's  oral  examination  in  practical  phai'macy,  and  if 
successful  the  candidate  receives  the  diploma  of  Master  of 
Pharmacy.    The  total  charge  for  all  university  examinations- 
will  amount  to  8^.  7.?.    To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Pharmacy  a  Master  of  Pharmacy  will  be  required  to  continue- 
his  university  study  for  two  years  more,  and  during  this- 
time  he  will  have  to  prepare  a  thesis  dealing  with  phar- 
maceutical chemistry,  hygiene,  bacteriology,  or  the  analysis 
of  foodstuffs.    One  hundred  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must: 
be  presented  to  the  dean  of  the  faculty.    If  it  is  accepted  he- 
will  be  allowed  to  present  himself  for  the  oral  examination  on, 
his  thesis  and  two  other  subjects.    The  fee  for  the  degree  will 
be  8?.  15.S.    The  inclusion  of  zoology  in  tho  curriculum  and  th&- 
importance  accorded  to  the  analysis  of  foodstuffs  are_  of 
interest;  the  latter  points  the  way  to  a  remunerative  side- 
line open  to  the  Hungarian  pharmacist,  while  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  the  degree  of  doctor  will  do  much  towards- 
raising  the  dignity  of  the  profession,  which  even  in  "  pro- 
tected "  countries  has  of  late  years  suffered  considerably  iai 
consequence  of  various  features  common  to  all  countries.

Higli  Court  Cases. 

'Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Vibrator  Massage-machines. 
The  action  brought  by  Mr.  John  E.  Garrett  against  Mr. 
•Gerald  Joseph  Macaura  was  settled  before  Mr.  Justice 
-Joyce  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  19.  When  the 
-case  was  previously  before  the  Court  on  June  28  (reported 
-in  the  C.  <L-  D.,  July  1)  it  was  stated  that  the  plaintiff, 
who  carries  on  business  at  96  Southwark  Street  as  the 
i-manuf acturer  and  vendor  of  a  hand-driven  instrument  for 
.mechanical  massage  known  as  the  Veedee  Vibrator,  com- 
.plained  that  the  defendant,  who  is  the  proprietor  of  an 
Instrument  called  the  Pulsocon,  had  infringed  his  copyright 
in  a  circular  entitled  "  Only  Perfect  Blood  Circulator,  the 
Veedee,  and  Nerve  Toner."  The  allegation  was  denied  by 
■the  defendant.  Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  now  stated  that  the 
parties  had  come  to  an  agreement  on  the  footing  that  the 
proceedings  should  be  stayed  and  each  side  pay  its  own 
•  costs. 

Action  on  Restrictive  Covenant. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  18  and  19,  ^Ir.  Justice 
.Parker  had  before  him  an  action  by  Mr.  John  Alfred 

■  Shelton,  surgeon-dentist  and  mechanical  dentist,  of  Pinch- 
beck Street,  Spalding,  and  various  towns  in  Lincoln  and 
Cambridge,  against  Mr.  Joseph  Eades,  mechanical  dentist, 
-of  King's  Lynn,  Norfolk.  Plaintiff  sought  an  injunction 
restraining  the  clefendant  from  carrymg  on  the  business  of 
mechanical  dentist  either  in  partnership  or  as  master,  assis- 
tant, or  otherwise,  within  a  radius  of  twenty  miles  fronr 
High  Bridge,  Spalding,  in  alleged  breach  of  a  restrictive 

■  covenant  in  an  apprenticeship  deed.  Mr.  Romer,  K.C., 
and  Mr.  Luxmore  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  ;  and  Mr. 
'Grant,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Owen  Thompson  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Romer  explained  that  defendant  became  a  pupil  of 
rthe  plaintiff  when  the  former  was  fourteen  years  of  age, 
rthe  deed  of  apprenticeship,  which  was  for  five  years, 
being   executed    by    plaintiff    and   the    father   of  the 

■  defendant  in  September  1902.  Defendant  left  plain- 
tiff's service  with  the  consent  of  the  latter  a  month 
'■hefore  the  apprenticeship  expired,  and  in  the  following 
.year  he  set  up  business  at  King's  Lynn,  which  was 
■outside  the  radius.  Defendant's  mother  lived  at 
Spalding  (his  father  had  died),  and  he  was  in  the 
'habit  of  spending  his  week-ends  there.  It  was  complained 
■that  he  saw  patients  at  his  mother's  house,  took  impressions 
of  their  mouths  there,  made  the  plates  at  King's  Lynn 
:and  fitted  them  at  his  mother's  house. 

Plaintiff  gave  evidence  in  support  of  Mr.  Romer's  state- 
•ment,  and  Mr.  Romer,  in  reply  to  his  Lordship,  said  it 
would  appear  from  the  evidence  of  the  plaintiff  ihat  a  man 
was  not  a  mechanical  dentist  unless  he  made  the  teeth,  and 
'he  did  not  think  he  could  prove  t'nat  the  defendant  made 
■the  teeth  within  the  prohibited  area.  Whereupon  his  Lord- 
■ship  remarked  that  he  did  not  see  how  on  the  plaintiff's 

■  evidence  he  could  hold  that  the  defendant  was  carrying  on 
'the  business  of  a  meclianical  dentist  ni  the  prohibited  area. 

Accordingly  he  dismissed  the  action,  with  costs. 

Fused  Silica  Appahattjs. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  17,  Mr.  Justice 

"Swinfen  Eady  commenced  the  trial  of  an  action  by  the 

'Thermal  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  Neptune  Road,  Wallsend-on- 

'Tyne,  against  Silicaware,  Ltd.,  of  Upper  Thames  Street, 
London,  claiming  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  infringing  letters  patent  for  improvements  in  working 

'■fused  silica.    "Mr.  A.  G.  Walter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  B. 
Shaw  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Boutfield,  K.C., 
and  Mr.  Colefax  for  the  defendants. 
After  the  plaintiffs'  case  had  been  opened  by  Mr.  Walter 

■evidence  for  them  was  given  by  Mr.  Dugald  Clarke,  C.E., 
who  was  in  the  witness-box  on  Monday  and  Tuesday.  He 
■was  followed  by  Dr.  .J.  F.  Bottomley,  one  of  the  inventors 

■of  the  letters  patent  and  manager  of  the  plaintiff  company, 
and  by  Dr.  Gumming  Michie,  engaged  in  experimental 
work  in  the  plaintiffs'  laboratory.    Mr.  Bousfield  then 

•opened  the  defendants'  case,  calling  as  witness-cs  Mr.  Otto 


Hallmann,  secretary  of  the  defendant  company,  and  Mr. 
Schuen.    The  hearing  is  still  proceeding. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Gregory's  Powder. 
At  North  London  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Hedderwick 
on  July  14,  T.  Rawlings  and  Frank  'Perrett,  trading  as 
Williams  &  Peters,  chemists,  Fortees  Road,  Kentish  Town, 
were  summoned  under  Section  5  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling 
at  5  Campdale  Road,  Tufnell  Park,  Gregory's  powder 
which  was  certified  by  Dr.  Frank  L.  Teed,  the  public 
analyst,  to  contain  67  p'Sr  cent,  of  magnesium  carbonate. 
Mr.  A.  M.  Bramall  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Islington 
Borough  Council,  who  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Kirby  (Neve, 
Beck  &  Kirby)  was  for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Bramall  explained  that  magnesium  carbonate  costs 
lOf/.  per  lb.,  and  magnesia  recjuired  by  the  B.P.  2s.  per  lb. 
He  understood  that  his  friend  intended  to  plead  guilty. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  that  was  so.  He  submitted,  however, 
that  the  offence  was  purely  technical.  According  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  the  dose  was  the  same  for  both  these 
salts,  so  that  they  were  for  practical  purposes  the  same 
thing. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  :  Then  why  admit  that  you  are  in  fault  ? 
j\Ir.  Kirby  said  he  did  so  for  this  reason  :  the  cpiestion 
had  already  been  fought  out  at  Clerkenwell  Police  Court, 
and  there,  after  a  long  hearing,  Mr.  Bros  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  so  long  as  Gregory's  powder  was  asked  for 
it  must  be  supplied  according  to  the  prescription  of  Dr. 
Gregory  as  published  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  Bros, 
however,  imposed  the  nominal  fine  of  l.s.  Mr.  Kirby  also 
called  attention  to  a  formula  for  "  Improved  Gregory's 
Powder "  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  car- 
bonate being  used  in  it,  and  this,  he  pointed  out,  has  the 
authority  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  ! 

Mr.  Hedderwick  :  It  might  be  said  that  a  man  was  not 
prejudiced  if  he  got  a  better  article  than  that  for  which 
he  asks. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  do  not  urge  the  point,  because  I  feel  if 
the  whole  of  the  arguments  were  put  before  you  again  you 
would  not  go  back  from  Mr.  Bros's  decision.  What  I  do 
say  is  that  this  is  a  v-?ry  technical  offence. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  :  What  concerns  me  most  is  that  this  is 
the  second  oft'ence. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  wish  to  make  it  quite  clear  that  my  clients 
have  not  been  summoned  before.    It  was  another  firm 
'  altogetlier. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  :  But  all  the  chemists'  jo'urnals  would 
print  the  case  in  blazing  type.  That  should  act  as  a  warn- 
ing to  your  clients. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  The  case  was  reported,  but  a  chemist  can 
hardly  be  expected  to  read  every  word  in  his  trade-paper. 
Here  is  this  week's  issue  of  one  of  the  chemists'  papers — 
it  is  quite  a  volume. 

Mr.  Bramall  said  that  Mr.  Bros  imposed  the  fine  of  Is. 
because  it  was  the  first  case  of  the  kind. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  fined  the  defendants  5^.  ,with  1/.  13s.  6f/. 
costs. 

Before  Mr.  d'Eyncourt  at  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on 
.July  19,  .John  Holding,  chemist,  169  Heniingford  Road, 
was  summoned  under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling 
Gregory's  powder  containing  29  per  cent,  of  magnesium 
carbonate.  Mr.  Roberts,  solicitor,  represented  the 
Islington  Borough  Council,  and  Mr.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve, 
Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Asso- 
ciation) appeared  for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Roloerts  having  explained  the  nature  of  the  offence, 
.John  Chandler  proved  the  purchase,  and  Inspector  Burrell 
proved  sending  the  sample  to  the  analyst,  and  produced 
his  report.  This  was  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  and 
ifr.  Roberts  submitted  the  B.P.  as  the  authority. 

The  Magistrate  remarked  that  the  only  case  of  which  he 
recollected  where  the  point  arose  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
B.P.  is  to  be  regarded  as  absolute,  was  one  where  liniment 
of  soap  was  in  question.  This  was  taken  to  the  High 
Court,  which  held  that  defendant  was  entitled  to  call 
evidence  on  the  point  as  to  whether  the  Pharmacopoeia  is 
absolute  or  not.  Following  this,  he  heard  twenty  witnesses 
on  one  side  and  twenty-five  on  the  other,  the  case  lasting 
several  days.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  pur- 
chaser was  prejudiced.  .  ... 
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Mr.  Roberts  thought  ^Ir.  Kirby  would  admit  that  the 
B.P.  is  authoritative  and  absolute. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  he  did  not  agree  with  Mr.  Roberts  as 
to  the  effect  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  It  had  been  held  in 
the  case  mentioned,  as  well  as  in  another,  that  the  Phar- 
macopoeia is  privia  facie  evidence  of  what  the  article 
ought  to  be,  but  it  is  not  absolute.  His  Honour  would 
not  be  called  upon  to  decide  whether  the  standard  in  this 
instance  was  absolute  for  Gregory  s  powder.  Mr.  Hold- 
ing's case  was  that  carbonate  was  used  in  error,  and  not 
with  the  intention  of  maintaining  that  the  carbonate 
might  be  lawfully  used  for  Gregory's  powder.  He  would 
call  the  evidence  of  a  doctor  to  show  that  in  point  of  fact 
the  public  are  not  getting  an  inferior  article  which  con- 
tained carbonate  of  magnesia,  although  oxide  was  the 
ingredient  mentioned  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  error  in 
question  was  committed  by  an  assistant.  In  view  of  Mr. 
Holding's  good  record  for  thirty-four  years,  he  asked  that 
there  should  be  no  conviction,  but  that  his  client  be  merely 
asked  to  pay  the  costs. 

Mr.  Holding  gave  evidence  in  support  of  this  statement, 
and  Mr.  Kirby  pointed  out  that  the  difference  of  price  of 
powder  containing  oxide  was  only  a  farthing  an  ounce,  and 
he  did  not  think  a  chemist  with  a  good  record  for  thir  y- 
four  years  would  risk  it  for  such  a  small  amount. 

The  Magistrate  remarked  that  chemists  made  profits  of 
50,  100,  and  150  per  cent,  on  those  small  amounts. 

Mr.  Holding  replied  that  33  per  cent,  was  nearer  the 
mark. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  You  don't  get  West  End  prices  in  Islington. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Stone  then  deposed  that  carbonate  of  mag- 
nesia is  more  universally  used  in  prescriptions  than  the 
oxide. 

The  Magistrate  said  that  in  this  case  there  did  not 
appear  to  be  a  very  great  prejudice  to  the  customer.  There 
was  no  doubt,  according  to  the  defence,  that  defendant 
intended  to  have  the  powder  made  according  to  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. He  imposed  a  purely  nominal  penalty  of  l.s., 
with  12.i-.  6(7.  costs.

In  1867 
he  commenced  business  at  Ruabon,  and.  founded  there  the 
chemical  works  bearing  his  name.  In  course  of  time 
he  developed  one  of  the  most  successful  businesses  in  North 
Wales.  He  became  one  of  the  leading  makers  of  carbolic 
acid,  his  speciality  being  the  pure  crystals  in  detached 
and  ice  form,  and  in  this  connection  he  was  well  known 
throughout  the  wholesale  drug-trade,  while  his  occasional 
visits  to  'Change  brought  him  into  personal  touch  with  his 
London  clients.  He  was  one  of  the  originators  thirty 
years  ago  of  the  Wrexham  Lager  Beer  Co.,  Ltd.,  another 
prosperous  concern,  of  which  he  was  governing  director 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  J. P.  for  Denbigh- 
shire, and  in  this  capacity  he  attended  the  Investiture  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales  at  Carnarvon,  and  subsequently  gave 
a  fete  in  honour  of  the  occasion  at  his  seat  at  Llangollen 
on  the  day  previous  to  his  death.

Sulphur  in  France.— The  British  Consul  at  Marseilles 
reports  that  the  Franco-American  competition  for  the  supply 
of  the  French  market  has  become  very  brisk.  The  great  re- 
finery started  by  the  Americans  at  Marseilles  at  first  im- 
ported Sicilian  sulphur.  This  was  gradually  dropped,  and 
now  they  are  refining  Louisiana  sulphur  on  a  large  scale. 
They  succeeded  in  securing  the  assimilation  of  Louisiana 
sulphur  to  Sicilian  sulphur,  if  under  98  per  cent,  of  purity. 
Marseilles  refiners  sent  a  mission  to  America,  and,  though 
considerably  hampered  in  their  proceedings  and  negotia-- 
tions,  succeeded  in  getting  control  of  extensive  sulphur  de- 
Dosits  where  the  sulphur  is  to  be  economically  extracted  in  a 
liquid  state  by  steam,  under  great  pressure,  and  refined  in 
America  for  import  to  Marseilles.  This  "  carrying  of  the 
war  into  the  enemy's  country"  has  given  the  Marseilles 
refiners  a  lead  in  supolying  the  enormous  demand  of  the 
French  vine-growers.  The  imports  of  coarse  sulphur  rose  to 
58,567  tons  in  1910  from  44,274  tons  during  1909;  refined  ' 
sulphur  from  110  to  627  tons.

British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 


Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  July  12  at  16  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.  There  were  present  :  Mr. 
W.  A.  H.  Naylor  (in  the  chair),  ^Ir.  J.  C.  Umney  (Trea- 
surer), and  jNIessr.s.  F.  W.  Gamble,  E.  F.  Harrison,  E.  INI. 
Holmes,  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  F.  Ransom,  E.  Wright,  Ed. 
White,  and  E.  Saville  Peck  and  H.  Finnemore  (Hon.  Gen. 
Sees.).  The  draft  of  the  annual  report  was  presented 
and  approved,  and  the  treasurer  made  a  statement  that 
the  finances  of  the  Conference  were  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

,\[r.  Peck  reported  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  As.sociation  and  the 
liritish  Pliarmaceutical  Conference.  On  ]\Iay  31  the  Con- 
ference members  of  the  Committee  sent  out  a  circular  to 
the  local  associations,  asking  for  support  upon  the  follow- 
ing points  : 

(1)  Having  Togard  to  the  public  safety,  dispensing  under  the 
Government  scheme  should  be  done  through  the  channels 
provided  by  tho  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  that  provision  should 
be  made  in  the  Bill  itself  for  tlio  carrying  out  of  the  Chan- 
cellor's expressed  intention  that  this  work  should  be  done 
by  jjharniacists. 

(2)  Tho  remvmeration  for  dispensing  and  supply  of  drugs 
be  arranged  with  (a)  tho  Insurance  Commissioners,  or  {&)  the 
local  Health  Committees,  on  a  tariff  system,  and  not  on 
a  capitation  basis. 

(3)  There,  be  a  free  choice  to  the  insured  persons  of  those 
pharmacists  who  are  willing  to  go  on  the  panel  to  supply 
medicine. 

(4)  Pharmacists  should  be  directly  represented  upon  the 
Advisory  Committee ,  and  the  local  Health  Committees. 

Replies  were  received  from  a  large  proportion  of  the 
local  associations  assuring  the  Conference  of  their  support, 
and  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  June  15  passed 
unanimously  resolutions  affirming  the  principles  involved 
in  these  points.  The  Council  of  the  British  iledical  Asso- 
ciation, which  met  on  July  5.  did  not,  however,  ratify  these 
resolutions,  but  passed  the  following  five  resolutions  : 

(1)  _  That  this  Council  affirms  the  principle  that  the  dis- 
pensing under  the  Government  scheme  should  be  done 
through  the  channels  provided  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and 
that  provision  should  be  made  in  the  National  Insurance 
Bill  itself  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  expressed  intention  of 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  that  this  work  should  be 
done  by  pharmacists  or  medical  practitioners. 

(2)  That  this  Council  further  favours  the  constitution  of 
lists  of  pharmacist.s  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  Health 
(  ■ommittees,  and  is  of  opinion  that  all  registered  pharma- 
cists should  be  entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  lists. 

(3)  That  this  Council  agrees  to  endeavour  to  secure  free 
choice  on  the  part  of  the  insured  of  pharmacists  from  the  lists. 

(4)  That  this  Council  considers  that  the  remuneration  for 
dispensing  and  supply  of  drugs  .should  be  arranged  with  the 
local  Ilealth  Committees  on  a  scale  system,  and  not  on  a 
capitation  basis. 

(5)  That  this  Council  considers  that  every  effort  should  bo 
made  to  secure  for  pharmaei.sts  in  Ireland  the  same  pro- 
fessional and  financial  privileges  and  rights  as  are  accorded 
to  them  in  Great  Britain. 

Regret  was  expressed  that  the  resolutions  passed  by 
the  Council  of  the  B.M.A.  were  not  identical  with  those 
adopted  by  the  Joint  Standing  Committee.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Poison-laying. 
Lord  Clonbrock  has  given  notice  that  at  the  Committee 
stage  in  the  House  of  Lords  of  the  Protection  of  Animals 
Bill  he  will  move  the  insertion  of  a  new  sub-section  giving 
power  to  occupiers  of  land  in  Ireland  to  lay  any  poisonous 
matter  thereon  provided  that  they  give  notice  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  and  to  the  nearest  police-station. 

The  Autumn  Session. 
The  opinion  that  an  autumn  session  may,  after  all, 
prove  to  be  inevitable,  appears  to  be  gaining  ground  in 
well-informed  Parliamentary  circles.  The  slow  progress 
which  is  being  made  with  the  National  Insurance  Bill, 
even  with  the  suspension  of  the  eleven  o'clock  rule — 
the  only  expedient  yet  adopted — leads  to  the  belief  that 
rather  than  sit  through  the  whole  of  August  and  the 
greater  part  of  September,  the  preferable  course  would 
be  to  adjourn  early  next  month  and  reassemble  in  the 
late  autumn,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  dealing  with  Mr. 
Lloyd  George's  scheme. 

Sales  for  Agricultural  Purposes  Bill. 
The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  has  taken 
further  evidence  in  regard  to  this  measure.  Lord  Clinton 
is  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  the  members 
include  the  Earl  of  Leven  and  Melville,  the  Earl  of  Chi- 
chester, Lord  Saye  and  Sele,  Lord  Clifford  of  Chudleigh, 
and  Lord  Saltoun.  Mr.  August  F.  A.  Zimmermann,  repre- 
senting Bastol,  Ltd.,  was  one  of  the  witnesses  after  Dr. 
Voelcker.  In  the  course  of  his  evidence  he  told  the  Com- 
mittee that  his  company  take  wood  and  by  catalytic  action 
convert  it  into  a  feeding-stuff  containing  25  per  cent,  of 
sugar  and  additional  carbohydrates.  In  reply  to  the  Chair- 
man Mr.  Zimmermann  stated  that  chemical  analysts  are 
Dot  feeding-experts,  and  cannot  by  chemical  experiments 
determine  the  digestibility  or  otherwise  of  carbohydrates 
described  as  soluble  or  insoluble.  He  thought  the  word 
"  indigestible  "  should  be  taken  out  of  the  Bill ;  the  public 
analyst  could  use  the  words  "soluble"  and  "insoluble." 
The  witness  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Voelcker  in  his  evidence 
had  stated  that  by  chemical  tests  he  did  not  know  what 
was  indigestible  or  not.  Witness  described  how  bastol  is 
rhade  from  the  catalytic  product,  rice-meal,  nut-meal,  and 
the  like,  pointing  out  that  a  public  analyst  had  added  to 
his  certificate  in  regard  to  it,  "  All  this  is  wood  pulp  mixed 
with  molasses,"  which  was  absolutely  wrong.  He  suggested 
that  there  should  be  a  court  of  reference  under  the  Act.  Mr. 
Alexander  Cross,  ex-M.P.  for  Camlachie,  was  also  examined 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  fertilisers.  He  pleaded  for  less 
iniquitous  methods  of  procedure  against  delinquents,  also 
dealt  with  the  sale  of  seeds,  such  as  Chilian  clover,  and 
he  was  questioned  by  the  Chairman  on  the  digestibility  or 
otherwise  of  foods.  The  Chairman  asked  him  if  he  would 
agree  to  the  expression,  "digestible  as  determined  by 
chemical  analysis,"  but  witness  considered  that  that  could 
not  be  done. 


Shops  Bill. 


THE  Shops  Bdl  was  again  before  Grand  Committee  on 
Tuesday,  July  18,  the  sitting  being  occupied  by  the 
consideration  of  various  new  clauses.  One  of  these  was  a 
proviso  that  nothing  in  the  Act  should  prevent  proceedings 
from  being  instituted  against  any  person  under  the  Sunday 
Observance  Act,  1677,  but  it  was  ruled  out  of  order,  and 
will  probably  be  brought  up  again  on  Report.  A  proposal 
to  empower  local  authorities  at  holiday  resorts  to  suspend 
or  modify  the  obligations  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  the 
hours  of  employment  and  overtime  of  assistants  was 
defeated  after  discussion  by  32  votes  to  19.  Mr. 
Churchill  submitted  a  new  clause  making  special  provision 
for  persons  employed  in  the  sale  of  refreshments.  A 
lengthy  debate  ensued  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones  being  among 
those  who  disapproved  of  the  clause  as  being  inadequate), 
after  which  the  clause  was  read  a  second  time  by  33  votes 
to  14. 


On  Thursday  the  Grand  Committee  added  a  new  licensing 
clause  to  the  Bill  after  a  considerable  number  of  amend- 
ments had  been  suggested.  One  of  the  most  important  of 
those  added  to  the  clause,  was  by  Mr.  Charles  RobertK, 
which  gives  assistants  one  whole  Sunday  as  a  holiday  in 
three. 

The  Grand  Committee  sat  late  to  complete  the  Bill,  which 
has  now  to  be  reported  to  the  whole  House. 

Mr.  R.  .J.  Seddon,  who  has  been  keenly  watching  the 
progress  of  the  Bill,  expressed  the  view  on  Tuesday  that 
the  Bill  will  pass  this  session.  An  immense  amount  of 
time  has  already  been  expended,  both  in  the  Home  Office 
and  also  in  Grand  Committee,  and  it  would  be  a  matter 
of  widespread  regret  if  all  this  labour  should  be  thrown 
away  through  the  exigencies  of  the  Parliamentary  situation. 


Aromatic  Extract  oi  Cascara 
Sagrada. 


By  R.  C.  Cowley,  F.C.S. 


I DO  not  greatly  favour  methods  of  making  galenical 
preparations  which  are  not  based  on  a  sound  know- 
ledge of  the  proximate  constituents  of  the  crude  drug. 
Without  this  knowledge  a  galenical  preparation  must  par- 
take of  the  character  which  some  Americans  speak  of  as 
a  "shot-gun"  formula.  Unfortunately  quite  a  number 
of  the  formula;  included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
and  others  belong  to  the  "  shot-gun  "  variety.  Preparations 
of  cascara  sagrada  are,  to  a  large  extent,  of  this  class.  That  ' 
cascara  sagrada  contains  glucosides  is  now  commonly  con- 
ceded, and  that  the  activity  of  cascara  sagrada  prepara- 
tions is  materially  increased  by  age  is  a  well-known  fact, 
and  one  that  is  commonly  utilised  by  those  who  aim  at 
preparing  active  preparations  of  the  drug. 

The  physiological  activity  of  glucoside-containing  drugs 
does  not  depend  always  on  the  glucosides  they  contain,  but 
on  the  products  of  hydrolysis  of  the  glucosides.  This  is  a 
possible  explanation  of  the  increased  activity  of  cascara 
sagrada  by  ageing  the  bark.  In  a  paper  read  before  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  by  White  and  Robinson, 
in  1902,  the  writers  found  that  an  aqueous  solution  from 
cascara  sagrada  was  acid.  This  is  true ;  furthermore  the 
acidity  is  increased  by  age.  This  leads  one  to  believe  that 
the  acidity  is  not  entirely  due  to  fermentative  changes 
during  the  process  of  drying.  It  does  not  always  follow 
that  enzymes  foreign  to  a  drug  will  produce  hydrolysis  in 
the  glucoside  present,  but  in  many  instances  it  has  been 
proved  that  decomposition  of  the  glucoside  will  take  place 
under  the  influence  of  a  foreign  enzyme.  In  the  case  of 
cascara  sagrada  I  found  that  by  digesting  the  powdered 
bark  with  water  and  a  small  proportion  of  emulsin,  then 
percolating  with  water  until  the  drug  was  exhausted,  the 
product  required  a  much  larger  proportion  of  half-normal 
ammonia  to  produce  neutralisation  than  when  a  similar 
quantity  of  the  same  drug  was  exhausted  by  water  alone. 
Correctly  or  incorrectly,  I  assumed  this  substantiated  my 
assiunption  that  a  fermentable  glucoside  is  present 
in  cascara  sagrada,  and  that  activity  of  the  drug 
is  at  least  in  part  due  to  the  products  of  its 
decomposition.  On  evaporating  the  solution  I  found 
White  and  Robinson's  statement,  that,  after  boiling,^ 
the  liquid  again  became  acid,  was  correct.  Further- 
more, when  alkalinity  was  maintained  during  evapora- 
tion, the  extract  was  free  from  the  bitterness  of 
cascara  sagrada,  and  it  still  maintained  its  activity.  Of 
course  the  use  of  an  enzyme  in  making  a  fluid  extract 
would  be  absurd.  To  decompose  the  glucoside,  I  boiled 
the  drug  with  the  acid  and  water  previous  to  percolation. 
The  method  I  finally  adopted  for  preparing  an  aromatic 
cascara  extract  is  as  follows  :

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Boil  the  caseara  sagrada  with  7^  pints  (750)  of  distilled  water 
and  the  diluted  sulphuric  acid  for  two  hours;  allow  the 
mixture  to  stand  for  twenty-four  hours,  then  pack  in  a  per- 
colator and  percolate  with  distilled  water  until  the  caseara 
bark  is  exhausted.  Neutralise  the  percolate  with  solution 
of  ammonia,  and  evaporate  on  a  water  bath  to  12  fluid  ounces 
(60),  maintaining'  slight  alkalinity  throughout  the  operation  by 
the  further  addition  of  solution  of  ammonia  fi'om  time  to 
time.  Dissolve  the  oils  and  gluside  in  the  alcohol,  and  the 
spirit  of  chloroform  and  the  liquid  extract  of  liquorice.  Mix 
this  with  the  concentrated  solution  of  caseara  bark,  and,  if 
necessary,  make  up  to  20  fluid  ounces  (100)  with  distilled 
water. 

The  product  is  very  elegant  and  possesses  undoubted 
activity.  In  a  fiaper  by  Dr.  Symes,  communicated  to  the 
British  Pliarmaceutical  Conference  in  1909.  the  author 
stated  that  he  used  chloroform  water  in  exhausting  the 
drug  for  the  purpo.se  of  avoiding  any  tendency  to  fermenta- 
tion. I  have  not  obeerved  any  tendency  to  fermenta- 
tion in  making  aqueous  extracts  of  caseara  sagrada  in 
Brisbane.  I  imagine  this  tendency  would  be  more  apparent 
in  a  semi-tropical  climate  than  in  England.  Possibly,  bow- 
ever,  the  presence  of  chloroform  may  have  had  an  action 
whicli  Dr.  Symes  did  not  anticipate.  During  the  past  year 
it  has  been  shown  that  chloroform  has  a  remarkable  action 
in  accelerating  the  decomposition  of  cyanogenetic  gluco- 
sides.  I  am  in  a  position  to  verify  this  statement.  It  may  be 
that  the  chloroform  increases  the  velocity  of  decomposition 
of  the  ghicoside  or  glucosides  of  caseara  bark. 

Should  the  activity  of  caseara,  as  I  suspect,  be  due  to 
the  products  of  decomposition  of  a  glucoside  or  glucosides, 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  decomposition  by  means 
of  diluted  sulphuric  acid  would  produce  as  active  a  prepara- 
tion from  a  fresh  bark  as  from  one  that  has  been  kept  for 
years.

A  Wew  Reaction  for  Strychnine.— Malaquin  reports 
the  following  lunv  reaction  for  the  detection  of  strychnine: 
1  c.c.  of  a  sohilion  containing  1  per  cent,  of  strychnine  is 
ti-eated  with  1  c.c.  of  strong  hvdrochloric  acid  arid  1  gram 
of  pure  zinc.  After  two  to  four  minutes  the  mixture  is 
heated  to  lx)iling.  After  cooling,  the  liquid  is  carefully 
poured  on  to  2  c.c.  of  strong  sulphuric  acid.  At  the  junction 
of  the  liquids  a  rose-red  colour  appears,  which  gradually 
spreads  to  the  whole  liquid.  Neither  boiling  nor  treatment 
with  sodium  sulphite  discharges  the  colour,  but  potassium 
thiocvanate.  ammonia,  and  bisulphite  of  soda  completelv 
decolorise  it.  The  reaction  will  detect  1  part  in  100,000  of 
liquid. 

Camphor  Chemlstrv.-Bredt,  in  a  communication  from 
the  laboratorv  of  the  Technical  School  of  Aachen  to  the 
"Chemiker  Zeitiing  "  (1911,  766),  gives  an  account  of  the 
synthetic  preparation  of  /J-camphor.  an  isomer  of  ordinary 
or  rt-camphor.  The  two  bodies  are  related  to  one  another, 
as  shown  in  the  following  formulae:

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Action 

of  the  British  Medical  Aseociation  with  regard  to 
the  Insurance  Bill  has  throughout  been  dictated  by  con- 
siderations of  self -interest  rather  than  by  public  spirit, 
and,  however  successful  it  may  prove,  the  profession  will 
gain  by  it  more  credit  for  astuteness  than  for  those  higher 
qualities  for  which  w^e  have  been  taught  to  look  in  men 
who  practise  the  healing  art.  It  may  be  that,  frima 
jade,  we  have  no  right  to  expect  greater  disinterestedness 
from  doctors  than  from  ordmary  mortals,  but  they  fre- 
quently claim  to  possess  it,  and  are  fond  of  e.xtolling  their 
devotion  to  duty  and  the  public  weal.  Surely,  it  is  in- 
consistent with  this  attitude  to  bind  themselves  beforehand 
not  to  co-operate  with  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  scheme  except 
on  terms  acceptable  to  themselves,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  declared  policy  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
To  the  outsider,  at  any  rate,  this  looks  like  sheer  trade 
unionism,  and  the  whole  opposition  of  the  doctors  to  the 
Bill  has  been  on  similar  lines.  They  regard  the  Bill 
simply  as  it  affects  their  own  pockets,  and  are  apparently 
dead  to  all  other  considerations.  No  wonder  ]\Ir.  Lansbury 
says, 

"  Hang  the  Doctors  !  " 

Others  besides  him  are  getting  "sick 
of  them"  in  this  connection.  Not  only  do  they  (as  far 
as  they  are  represented  by  or  in  the  British  Medical 
Association)  decUne  to  support  our  claim  to  consideration, 
which  is  quite  as  strong  as  their  own,  and  has  been  much 
more  reasonably  urged,  but  they  are  evidently  trying  to 
deprive  us  of  the  only  benefit  we  can  possibly  receive 
under  the  Bill  in  exchange  for  the  injury  it  will  do  us  in 
other  directions.  That  they  are  in  this  attempting  to 
defeat  one  of  the  main  purposes  Mr.  Lloyd  George  had  in 
view  in  drafting  it  makes  their  action  the  more  reprehen- 
sible, but  strengthens  our  hands  in  the  fight  for  our  proper 
place  in  the  scheme.  The  author  of  the  Bill  is  in  this 
matter  on  our  side  :  it  was  he  who  designed  to  separate 
dispensing  from  prescribing,  and  we  are  but  contending 
for  the  realisation  of  his  design.  That  we  are  doing  so 
in  a  manner  honourably  distinguished  from  that  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  should,  and  doubtless  will, 
be  accounted  another  point  in  our  favour.  Meantime,  the 
public  may  be  invited  to  consider  this  new  evidence  of  the 
greed  and  jealousy  of  a  so-called  liberal  profession. 

The  Cape  Colony  Tariff 

of  dispensing  charges  for  medicines 
supplied  to  friendly  societies  would,  you  think,  "  suit 
home  chemists  nicely."  I  should  rather  think  it  would, 
.and  don't  they  wish  they  may  get  it  !  One  great  omission 
in  the  discussions  of  the  insurance  proposals  is  the  failure 
on  the  part  of  chemists  to  attempt  any  estimate  of  what 
would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  situation.  Most  of  us 
have  simply  talked  "at  large,"  and  some  of  us  large  at 
that ;  but  this  won't  do.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has  made  it 
clear  that  he  has  a  definite  amount  to  give  away.  If  it 
is  not  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  claims  which  Parliament 
puts  upon  it,  it  may,  I  presume,  be  increased  ;  but  there 
are  limits  to  the  possibilities,  even  of  the  public  purse. 
Such  meagre  data  as  have  been  furnished  by  some  of  your 
contributors  indicate  that  a  charge  of  3fZ.  per  prescription 
work.s  out  at  a  -per  capita  allowance  of  sometliing  like  Is. 
per  friendly  society  member.  We  may  expect  the  new 
beneficiaries  to  consume  at  least  as  much  per  head  as  the 
present  members  of  friendly  societies,  and  if  each  pre- 
scription is  to  be  charged  Is.,  which  is  a  fair  average  of 
the  Cape  prices,  this  means  a  per  capita  figure  of  4s.  per 
annum,  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  whole  of  the  sum  avail- 
able under  the  Bill.  And  even  then  there  would  be 
"extras"  in  "  proprietary  medicines  or  expensive  ingre- 
dients." When,  therefore,  the  chemist  has  got  his 
"bite,"  there  will  be  precious  little  left  for  the  doctor; 
and  I  fear  that  if  we  are  to  do  the  work,  something  a  good 
deal  less  than  the  Cape  figures  will  have  to  be  accepted, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  on  this  basis  there  is  not  any- 
thing like  enough  money  to  go  round. 


Our  National  Pride 

has  often  been  grievously  wounded  when 
comparisons  have  been  made  between  our  educationai 
methods  and  those  of  Germany,  so  that  it  is  distinctly 
soothing  to  our  amour  propre  to  be  assured,  on  the 
authority  of  Mr.  Walter  Eeid,  that  the  facilities  for  acquir- 
ing chemical  knowledge  in  Great  Britain  are  quite  as  good 
as  those  obtaining  in  any  other  country.  This  assurance 
is  all  the  more  gratifying  when  we  are  further  told  that 
there  is  now  a  much  more  extensive  outlet  for  the  energies 
of  the  chemist  after  he  is  trained.  A  few  years  ago  this 
could  not  have  been  asserted  with  truth,  but  the  figures 
supplied  by  Mr.  Eeid  show  what  advances  chemical 
industry  has  made  in  comparison  with  other  industries  in 
the  employment  of  the  highly  skilled  and  expensive 
worker,  while  the  further  remarkable  statement  of  the 
average  output  per  head  of  those  employed  indicates  very 
clearly  indeed  that  the  present  enlightened  policy  is  a 
paying  one.  May  I  echo  Mr.  Reid's  suggestion  for  the 
provision  of  factory  libraries  ?  True,  our  public  libraries 
to-day  all  contain  a  sprinkling  of  technical  books,  but  these 
are  usually  hidden  away  in  a  huge  catalogue  where  fiction 
predominates,  and  a  select  technical  library  attached  to 
every  factory  or  warehouse  would  have  a  much  better 
chance  of  being  taken  advantage  of. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis 

must  now  be  definitely  regarded  as  a 
possible  cause  of  the  dreaded  human  variety  of  that  disease. 
When  the  late  Dr.  Koch  declared  that  there  is  no  connec- 
tion between  the  bovine  and  the  human  tubercle  bacilli, 
numerous  dissenting  voices  were  heard.  Such  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  from  an  authority  like  him  could  not,  how- 
ever, be  ignored,  and  the  Government  promptly  appointed 
a  committee  of  experts  to  report  on  the  subject.  The  final 
instalment  of  the  report  has  now  appeared,  and  it  has 
formed  the  subject  of  numerous  homilies  in  the  news- 
paper Press,  the  writers  of  which  are  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  of  the  gravity  of  the  document.  Now  that  the 
connection  between  bovine  and  human  tuberculosis  has  been 
conclusively  proved,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  ensure 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  Local  Government  Board  already  have  on 
the  stocks  a  Bill  with  this  object  in  view. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Interest 

of  the  latest  instalment  of  the 
Oxford  English  Dictionary  centres  in  the  "terebinth" 
group  of  words,  and  is  indeed  almost  exhausted  by  it ; 
perhaps  no  previous  double-section  has  afforded  fewer 
opportunities  than  this  for  comment  in  these  columns. 
With  the  exception  of  "terebinth"  itself,  the  only 
medical  plant-namesit  includes  are  "tetter-berry,"  formerly 
given  to  white  bryony  because  the  plant  was  thought  to 
produce  and  to  cure  tetter,  and  "tetter-wort."  a  name  for 
Chelidonium  majus,  due  to  the  fact  that  this  plant,  too,  was 
thought  to  cure  tetter ;  in  America  the  latter  name  is 
given  to  the  red  puccoon  (Sanguinaria  canademis). 
"Terra"  appears  in  several  obsolete  combinations,  a« 
"terra  foliata  (tartari)  "  =  potassium  acetate,  and  "terra 
merita  "  =  turmeric.  The  earliest  date  for  "terra 
Japonica  "  (catechu)  is  1554;  the  French  tcrre  du  J  upon 
is,  I  believe,  earlier.  "  Terra  sigillata  "  is  earlier  by  many 
years  than  "  terra  Lemnia,"  appearing  first  in  1398,  whereas 
the  latter  does  not  occur  in  an  English  writer  before  1613. 
The  earlier  name  is  explained  by  Brookes  (1802)  : 

This  earth  [of  Lemnos]  is  called  Terra  Sigillata,  beinc; 
formed  into  small  loaves  sealed  with  the  e:rand  signior's  seal, 
and  thus  dispersed  over  various  parts  of  Europe. 

"  Test-tube  "  does  not  appear  until  1846,  so  modern  is  the 
science  of  chemistry  as  we  know  it.  There  are  over  eighteen 
columns  of  words  and  combinations  of  words  with  the 
prefix  "tetra."  many  of  which  are  chemical  terms,  and 
one  at  least,  "  tetrapharmacal,"  is  historically  interesting 
to  pharmacists;  "tetrapharmacal  unguent  "  was  a  famous 
salve  composed  of  resin,  wax,  pitch,  and  bull's  fat.  The 
word  "telepathy"  has  completely  ousted  "  telresthesia  "  ; 
both  were  first  used  by  Myers  (i882).  The  "terebinth"' 
group,  though  important,  includes  little  or  nothing  that  is 
not  known  to  all  pharmacists;  the  history  of  "  terebene  " 
is  peculiarly  interesting,  and  should  be  compared  with 
that  of  "  terpene,"  the  two  words  having  been  synonymous.  '

A  Critical  Time. 

The  National  Insurance  Bill  is  making  slow  progress  in 
the  House  of  Conunons,  and  Clause  14,  which  is  the  centre 
of  interest  for  chemists,  will  not  be  reached  until  next  week, 
probably  Tuesday.  The  most  notable  thing  which  has 
occurred  as  regards  the  dispensing  of  medicines  is  con- 
tained in  the  letter  addressed  by  Sir  Donald  MacAlister, 
President  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  regarding  amendments.  The  Committee 
of  the  Council  (for  whom  Sir  Donald  wrote)  recom- 
mends, inter  alia,  that  every  Health  Committee  shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners, 
make  arrangements  with  duly  qualified  pharmacists  for  the 
supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines 
and  surgical  requisites  to  insured  persons.  This 
recommendation  is  quite  against  the  latest  policy  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  of 
service  when  the  Chancellor  has  to  decide  whether  or  not 
he  has  to  go  back  upon  his  specific  proposal  that  the 
supply  of  medicines  under  the  Bill  should  be  entrusted 
to  chemists,  and  only  in  exceptional  cases  should  the 
doctors  who  prescribe  them  also  supply.  There  is  no  doubt 
of  the  fact  that  a  considerable  section  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession are  opposed  to  this,  but  their  objections  have  not 
been  fomiulated  in  words,  except  by  Dr.  Addison's  motion, 
and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  the  British 
Medical  Association  include  the  objections  in  the  term* 
that  they  ai'e  to  decide  upon  for  undertaking  the  medical 
benefit  work  of  the  Bill.  They  cannot  overlook  the  General 
Medical  Council's  recommendation,  which  must  necessarily 
have  considerable  influence  with  the  House  of  Commons 
and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  question  generally  is  not  free  from  difficulties  to 
the  Government  and  danger  to  chemists.  It  is  being  very 
carefully  considered  in  all  its  aspects,  including  the  manner 
in  which  payment  may  be  made  without  increasing  the 
financial  responsibilities  unduly.  We  are  not  without 
hope  that  a  place  for  chemists  will  be  found  in  the  Bill, 
hut  this  depends,  first,  upon  the  arrangement  which  the 
Chancellor  makes  with  the  doctors,  and,  second,  the 
influence  which  chemists  have  with  their  members  of 
Parliament.  A  great  deal  is  being  done  by  chemists.  We 
again  impress  upon  them  not  to  stop,  and  would  suggest 
that  the  chemists  in  every  constituency  should  sign  such 
a  letter  as  the  following  to  their  representatives  in  Parlia- 
ment and  send  it  to  them  not  later  than  Monday,  July  24  : 

National  Insurance  Bill. 
Sir, — We,  the  undersigned  dispensing  chemists  in_  your 
constituency,  ask  you  to  support  the  amendments  to  this  Bill 
proposed  by  Mr.  "W.  S.  Glyn- Jones,  M.P.,  on  behalf  of  all 
sections  of  the  retail  drug-trade.  These  amendments  are 
being  support/ed  by  a  large  number  of  members  irrespective 
of  party,  and  the  principle  of  them  has  independently  been 
urged  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  by  the  General 
Medical  Council,  which  is  the  statutory  authority  in  reerard 
to  the  practice  of  medicine.  Sir  Donald  MacAlister,  K.C.B., 
M.D..  President  of  the  Council,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  has  recommended  an   amendment  whereby  every 
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Health  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioners,  make  arrangements  with  duly 
qualified  pharmacists  for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient 
drugs  and  medicines  and  surgical  requisites  to  insured 
persons.  All  that  we  ask  is  your  support  to  this  principle, 
and  we  trust  that  you  will  see  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  about  the 
matter  and  help  him  to  secure  proper  amendments. 

We  are,  etc.

Chemists  might  also  ask  leading  members  of  their  M.P.s' 
committees  to  back  them  up  by  getting  them  to  write  to 
the  M.P.  at  the  same  time.  If  any  chemists  are  on  such 
committees,  they  should  sign  the  letter,  and  also  address 
their  members  individually.  Liberals  who  have  political 
influence  locally  or  at  headquarters  should  not  hesitate  to 
use  it,  for  every  bit  of  power  will  be  needed  in  order  to 
get  a  place  for  the  retail  drug-trade  in  the  Bill. 


The  Opium  Situation. 

The  information  which  we  have  given  in  our  Trade  Report 
this  month  to  the  effect  that  a  considerable  change  was 
taking  place  in  the  opium  situation  in  Turkey  as  the 
result  of  a  reduction  in  the  crop  estimates,  will  have  pre- 
pared our  readers  for  the  higher  level  of  prices  now  ruling. 
On  Tuesday  we  received  a  cable  from  one  of  our  Smyrna 
correspondents  stating  that  the  sales  of  opium  amounted  to 
30  ca«e6  at  22.s.  per  lb.  for  fair  manufacturing  quality.  This 
announcement  indicates  arise  of  about  4s.  to  4s.  6d.  per  lb. 
since  the  beginning  of  July,  and  however  slow  the  London 
opium-buyers  (taught  by  painful  experience  to  place  little 
reliance  on  news  from  Turkey)  may  be  to  follow  the  lead 
of  the  Smyrna  market,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  they 
will  now  be  forced  to  give  some  credence.  At  the  moment 
they  cannot  be  persuaded  to  pay  these  high  prices 
named  by  Smyrna  and  Constantinople  exporters,  prin- 
■cipally  for  the  reason  that  they  do  not  believe  that  the 
position  warrants  it,  and  that  when  speculators  withdraw 
a.  reaction  will  ensue.  Such  was  the  case  last  week,  when 
a,  relapse  of  about  Is.  per  lb.  occurred,  but  it  was  of  short 
■duration,  as  the  latest  cables  indicate  that  a  recovery 
has  taken  place.  As  regards  the  new  crop  which  is 
Eiow  being  harvested  in  Asia  Minor,  it  may  be  said 
that  few  anticipated  that  it  would  be  so  small  as  it 
now  appears  likely  to  turn  out.  It  may  be  remembered 
that  about  the  end  of  May  the  favourable  weather 
conditions  which  prevailed  led  many  people  to  expect 
that  a  crop  of  5,000  cases  might  be  expected,  and, 
if  so,  prices  might  decline  several  shillings,  to, 
say,  between  13s.  and  15s.  per  lb.  It  would  now  appear, 
however,  that  the  severe  frosts  earlier  in  the  year,  par- 
ticularly in  April,  did  prove  to  be  serious  to  the  autumn 
sowings.  Towards  the  end  of  June  these  reports  became 
more  definite,  and  it  is  now  said  that  the  yield  will  not 
tie  more  than  from  4,000  to  4,500  cases,  which  is  about 
iialf  the  world's  annual  consumption  of  opium.  A  few 
weeks  may  elapse  before  the  truth  with  regard  to  the 
■extent  of  the  damage  done  on  the  present  occa.sion  is 
■known,  but  in  the  meantime  we  have  it  on  good 
authority  that  the  opium-growers  in  the  Interior  have 
instructed  their  Smyrna  correspondents  to  raise  the  prices 
— in  some  instances  above  the  parity  obtainable  in  the 
Smyrna  market.  In  the  week  ending  July  7  a  fair  business 
was  reported  in  Smyrna,  the  total  amounting  to  about 
72  cases,  of  which  only  eight  were  new  crop.  The  prices 
realised  ranged  from  the  parity  of  21s.  to  23s.  p^r  lb. 
for  the  old  and  19s.  to  19s.  6d.  for  the  new,  which  sales 
■were  largely  to  speculators.  As  yet  the  United  States  have 
not  appeared  in  the  marked  to  any  extent,  and  when  they 
do  so  prices  will  nececzc'ii^  be  driven  up  further.  One 


of  the  best  means  of  estimating  the  output  of  the  crop 
is  to  watch  the  arrivals  of  new  opium  at  Smyrna  and 
Constantinople.  These  statistics  are  usually  accurate,  and 
they  show  that  on  July  7  of  this  year  only  123  cases  had 
been  received,  compared  with  420  cases  at  the  same  period 
of  last  year.  Another  factor  in  the  situation  is  that  the 
morphine  yield  in  the  new  opium  is  about  I5  per  cent, 
inferior  to  the  old  crop,  hence  the  premium  being  paid 
for  the  latter ;  in  fact,  new  Salonica  opium  shows  a  very 
low  yield  this  year.  The  situation  in  Smyrna  is  sum- 
marised in  the  following  interesting  letter  from  a  corre- 
spondent : 

"  In  contrast  with  the  unfounded  rumours  usually  circulated 
in  former  years  as  to  the  damage  caused  to  new  crop,  it  is 
now  contended  on  trustworthy  authority  that  the  recent 
reports  of  a  similar  unfavourable  character  as  regards  this 
year's  crop  are  unfortunately  more  than  justified.  It  is 
remarked  that  the  yield  in  the  shape  of  morphine  of  the  new 
product  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Hence  a  serious  prejudice, 
and  the  fact  that  buyers  prefer  the  old  quality,  for  which 
they  are  compelled  to  submit  to  prices  heretofore  unknown  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  while  the  bulk  of  the  stocks  is  held 
by  strong  and  large  local  interests.  Moreover,  it  is  con- 
sidered a  certainty  that  a  still  more  pronounced  advance  in 
prices  is  to  be  feared,  as  stocks  are  very  low,  arrivals  are  much 
fewer,  and  the  demand,  on  the  other  hand,  much  greater. 
This  opinion  is  candidly  expressed  without  prejudice,  how- 
ever, and  it  is  doubtless  shared  by  more  prominent  merchants 
and  experts  in  the  article.  Markets  in  Great  Britain  and. 
in  the  IJnited  States  are,  it  is  argued,  nearly  cleared  of  stock, 
while  heavy  deliveries  of  morphine  have  to  be  met  by  the 
large  makers  to  their  respective  Governments  towards  the 
end  of  August.  It  is  thus  regarded  as  tolerably  certain  that 
such  makers,  in  the  necessity  of  meeting  their  obligations, 
will  have  to  pay  up  to  the  hilt  to  cover  their  needs,  as  they 
have  refrained  from  the  wise  policy  of  buying,  though  they 
had  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  when  offers  were  made  of  frorii 
300  to  400  cases  (basis  12  per  cent.)  at  40fr.  Under  present 
prospects  it  is  predicted  by  our  correspondents  that  the  price 
of  opium  will  gradually  rise  within  the  next  two  or  three 
months,  to  give  way  perhaps  towards  the  end  of  December  to 
alxjut  present  values.  Beyond  this  events  alone  can  deter- 
mine future  movements." 

Undoubtedly  these  famine  prices  will  have  the  effect  of 
reducing  business  to  a  minimum  until  information  is  more 
definite  in  regard  to  the  Turkey  crop.  It  need  hardly  be 
said  that  the  market  for  Persian  opium  is  following  the 
lead  given  by  Turkey  to  a  large  extent,  but  the  amount 
to  be  produced  this  year  cannot  be  estimated.  There  is, 
however,  a  moderate  quantity  on  the  spot,  and  for  full 
test  up  to  18s.  6d.  per  lb.  has  been  paid,  but  there  are  now 
no  sellers  below  20s.  Since  writing  the  above,  we  understand 
that  a  private  telegram  has  been  received  to  the  effect  that 
civil  war  has  broken  out  at  Shiraz,  which  is  one  of  the 
leading  centres  for  opium  and  tragacanth.  If  this  should 
prove  serious  it  means  delay  to  the  harvesting  of  the  Persian 
crop,  making  it  precarious,  especially  as  the  mule-roads 
from  Shiraz  to  the  coast  remain  in  an  unsettled  condition. 


The  Denial  Referendum. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  British  Dental  Association  last  July  a  resolution  was 
passed  approving  of  a  draft  Dentists  Act  AmeU'dment 
Bill,  which,  among  other  things,  seeks  to  prohibit  the 
practice  of  dentistry  by  those  carrying  on  business  as 
chemists  who  are  not  registered  dentists.  This  Bill  has 
been  referred]  by  referendum  to  the  members  of  the 
Association.  The  final  result  of  the  referendum  is 
announced  in  the  "  British  Dental  Journal  "  as  follows  : 

In  favour  of  the  resolution    685 

Against  the  resolution  654 

Majority  in  favour  of  the  resolution    ...  31 
The  total  number  of  votes  counted  was  1,339,  these  inc'ud- 
ing  ballot-papers  from  distant  parts  of  the  British  Empire. 
The  result  can  hardly  be  called  decisive,  and  should  act 
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as  a  warning  to  the  promoters  of  the  Bill.  If  the  dentists 
themselves  are  so  lukewarm  about  the  merits  of  the  Bill- 
looking  at  it  from  a  dentists  point  of  view  one  would 
have  expected  a  different  result— it  can  hardly  be  sup- 
posed that  Lhe  Legislature  representing  the  laity  of  the 
country  will  display  any  great  enthusiasm  for  such  an 
unjust  measure.  The  official  organ  of  the  British  Dental 
Association  slates  that  the  result  "  is  perhaps,  after  all, 
not  altogether  unsatisfactory  to  those  who  advocated  a 
referendum,"  a  faint  praise  which  augurs  very  badly  for 
the  success  of  the  Bill.  The  subject  is  down  for  debate 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  London  on  August  3. 

German  Trade  with  Japan. 
The  issue  of  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "  for  July  13 
contained  the  text  of  the  new  commercial  treaty  between  the 
German  Empire  and  Japan  which  was  signed  at  Berlin  on 
June  24  and  approved  by  the  Bundesrat  on  June  28. 
The  treaty  is  to  remain  in  operation  for  twelve  years,  and 
then  for  one  year  after  denunciation.  Most-favoured- 
nation treatment  is  to  be  reciprocally  accorded  in  respect 
of  various  matters,  including  the  carrying  on  of  business 
by  limited  liability,  insurance,  and  similar  companies 
(which,  if  having  a  legal  status  in  the  territory  of  one 
of  the  contracting  parties,  are  to  be  recognised  m  the 
other),  and  in  all  matters  of  trade,  navigation,  and  com- 
merce, except  where  expressly  provided  to  the  contrary. 
A  special  Customs  Agreement  between  Germany  and  Japan 
has  also  been  signed,  conceding  lower  rates  of  Customs- 
duty  on  goods  of  German  origin  imported  into  Japan  and 
on  Japanese  goods  imported  into  Germany.  Thus  salicylic 
acid,  the  duty  on  which  was  fixed  by  the  new  Japanese 
statutory  tariff  at  yen  11.60  per  100  kin,  has  been  reduced 
to  yen  7.00;  quinine,  which  was  fixed  at  yen  135  per 
100  kin,  will  enter  Japan  at  yen  60.00.  Perhaps  the  most 
important  item  which  has  been  altered  is  artificial  indigo 
(dry),  the  duty  on  which  has  now  been  "  conven- 
tionalised," whereas  formerly  under  the  old  tariff 
yen  40.00  per  100  kin  was  payable;  alizarine  dyes,  aniline 
dyes,  and  oiLer  coal-tar  dyes,  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
have  also  been  reduced  from  yen  7.00  to  yen  5.60  per 
100  kin.  The  importance  of  synthetic  indigo  to  Germany 
is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  between  1907  and  1909 
the  average  annual  value  of  the  imports  into  Japan  was 
about  600,000?.,  but  it  fell  last  year  to  about  320,OOOZ. 
It  is  admitted  that  England  succeeded  in  inducing  the 
Japanese  Government  to  make  a  substantial  reduction  in 
the  indigo  duties  in  1894,  and  that  Germany  was  unable 
to  prevent  an  advance  in  the  duty  on  synthetic  indigo 
in  1906,  though  the  duty  on  natural  indigo,  chiefly  im- 
ported from  India.,  remained  uachanged.  Among  the 
Japanese  articks  on  which  Germany  has  reduced  its  tariff 
is  vegetable  wax,  the  duty  on  which  has  been  cut  down 
by  half  to  m.5  per  100  kilos,  when  in  the  natural 
state,  while  "prepared"  vegetable  wax  is  to  enter  at 
m.lO,  as  against  m.l5  per  100  kilos.  The  duty  of 
m.lO  on  vegetable  isinglass  (agar-agar)  has  now  been  re- 
moved. There  are  a  number  of  other  "  concessions"  as 
the  result  of  negotiations,  but  the  above  are  those  of 
interest  to  the  drug-trade.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  this 
agreement  will  in  any  way  be  detrimental  to  British  in- 
terests. All  the  goods  named  are  admitted  into  this 
country  free  of  duty,  while  under  the  most-favoured- 
nation clause,  the  reduced  duties  now  agreed  upon  be- 
tween Japan  and  Germany  will  be  applicable  to  imports 
into  Japan  and  Germany  respectively  from  the  United 
Kingdom.  In  other  words,  the  United  Kingdom  has  the 
advantage  of  the  lower  duties  secured  by  the  agreement 
on  its  exports  both  to  Japan  and  Germany. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Sulphoform  in  Skin=diseases. 

SuLPHOFORM,  the  sulphide  of  triphenylstibine,  (CjHJjSbS,. 
which  has  been  prepared  by  Kauffmann,  is  readily  decom- 
posed with  the  separation  of  sulphur.  In  the  form  of  ac 
ointment  with  vaseline  it  is  employed  of  a  strength  of 
from  5  to  20  per  cent,  in  the  treatment  of  skin-diseases,- 
notably  seborrhoeic  alopecia. 

Savon  d'AfridoI. 

When  mercury  perchloride  is  mixed  with  soap  an  in- 
soluble mercury  compound  results  due  to  the  combination 
with  the  fatty  acids  of  the  soap.  Schraucht  and  SchoUer 
("  Apotheker  Zeitung  ")  overcome  this  difficulty  by  em- 
ploying sodium  mercuroxy-o-toluate.  The  soap  can  be 
used  for  disinfecting  the  hands,  and  as  it  is  not  caustic- 
it  can  be  employed  in  the  treatment  of  skin- diseases. 

Quassia  for  Thread=worms. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Joy,  Tamworth,  gives  a  note  of  warning  in 
the  "British  jNIedical  Journal"  regarding  a  paragraph  in 
the  "  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  "  in  which  infusion  of 
quassia  (1  in  20)  or  liquor  quassise  concentratus  mixed  witb 
an  equal  quantity  of  water  is  recommended  to  be  used  as 
an  injection  for  the  thread-worms  of  children.  Dr.  Joy 
states  that  he  employed  for  a  child  5  oz.  of  concentrated 
infusion  of  quassia  diluted  to  10  oz.  with  warm  water, 
and  in  twenty  minutes  ' '  alarming  symptoms  of  acute 
alcoholic  poisoning  supervened  and  lasted  nearly  four 
hours,  fortunately  followed  by  complete  recovery."  The 
infusion  employed  contained  23.4  per  cent,  of  90-per-cent, 
alcohol,  equal  to  37  per  cent,  proof  spirit.  The  high  pro- 
portion of  alcohol  which  these  preparations  contain  pre- 
cludes their  employment  as  rectal  injections  for  children. 

Nastin  Treatment  in  Leprosy. 

Dr.  Wise,  the  Government  bacteriologist  in  Britisb 
Guiana,  in  a  report  presented  to  Parliament  [Cd.  5583]  on 
the  nastin  treatment  of  leprosy  at  the  Mahaica  Leper 
Asylum,  states  that  he  is  unable  to  confirm  the  very- 
hopeful  conclusions  which  have  been  arrived  at  by 
Professor  Deycke  himself.  He  says  that,  while  some- 
cases  undoubtedly  got  considerably  worse  during  the 
treatment,  the  great  majority  have  remained  in  statu  quo- 
ante,  while  a  few  have  improved  to  such  a  degree  that  in 
three  cases  the  results  approximated  to  a  cure.  He- 
declares  the  favourable  results  to  have  been  so  few  that 
longer  and  wider  experience  can  alone  determine  whether- 
these  cases  were  instances  of  natural  improvement 
irrespective  of  nastin  administration,  or  whether  the- 
injections  of  nastin  played  an  active  part  in  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  leprous  deposits.  The  cases  covered  by  the- 
report  number  135,  over  a  period  of  twenty-two  months. 

The  Digestibility  of  Cheese. 

The  "Therapeutic  Gazette"  (May  1911)  says  that 
it  is  generally  held  by  the  medical  profession  that  cheese- 
is  not  a  particularly  digestible  article  of  diet.  It  calls 
attention  to  a  recent  publication  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  (U.S.A.),  Bulletin  166,  in  which  a  study  has 
been  made  of  this  subject,  the  report  being  given  by 
Doane.  Careful  investigations  were  made  in  regard  to  the; 
different  kinds  of  cheese  and  their  digestibility  by  and' 
nutritive  value  to  the  human  subject.  Doane  concludes 
that  cheese  is  a  very  wholesome  food  and  particularly 
advantageous  to  the  labouring  classes.  No  kind  of  meat 
excepting  dried  beef,  carries  such  a  large  proportion  of 
proteid  as  cheese,  and  even  dried  beef  contains  a  much 
greater  percentage  of  water.  Weight  for  weight,  fresh- 
beef  has  little  more  than  one-half  the  food-value  of  cheese 
in  either  protein  or  fat,  and  this  holds  true  practically  of 
all  fresh  meats  except  bacon  or  fat  pork,  but  their  food- 
value  is  mostly  in  fat.  Finally,  Doane  points  out  that 
there  was  an  absolute  lack  of  any  disturbance  of  the- 
general  health  of  the  persons  who  used  cheese  in  large- 
quantities  in  the  experiments  reported  in  this  bulletin, 
and  furthermore,  that  those  peoples  who  rely  largely  upon 
cheese  as  an  article  of  diet  are  noted  for  athletic  attain- 
ments and  physical  endurance. 
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National  Insurance  Bill. 


THE  discussion  of  Clause  8  was  resumed  in  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  July  17.  Last 
■week  the  Committee  had  disposed  of  the  medical  benefit 
■•sub-clause,  and  had  also  disposed  of  the  sanatorium  benefit 
/provision,  but  the  sickness  benefit,  disablement  benefit, 
maternity  benefit,  and  additional  benefits  remain  to  be 
■considered,  and  the  whole  of  Monday's  and  part  of  Tues- 
■day's  sittings  were  devoted  to  these  matters.  The  most 
important  alteration  was  the  increasing  of  the  maternity 
'benefit  from  30.s.  to  in  the  case  of  married  women 
workers  insured  under  the  Act.  A  good  deal  of  time 
'has  been  spent  upon  discussion  of  the  principle  as  to 
•whether  or  not  sick  benefit  should  be  paid  in  respect  to 
vthe  first  three  or  four  days  of  the  illness.  The  Chancellor 
has  successfully  resisted  the  proposal  that  the  benefit 
■should  begin  with  the  illness.  On  Tuesday  he  warned 
ithe  Committee  that  the  attempts  to  heap  up  obligations 
under  the  Bill  have  a  most  serious  import.  Clause  9, 
which  deals  with  reduced  rates  of  benefits  in  certain  cases, 
"was  also  considered  and  agreed  t«.  On  Wednesday 
'Clause  10  was  taken  up.  It  deals  with  arrears  of  payment 
TDy  insured  per.son8,  and  gave  rise  to  much  criticism  and 
•debate  extending  ^over  five  hours.  At  one  time  it  looked 
:as  if  the  Government  would  be  defeated  on  an  amendment 
by  Mr.  Lees  Smith,  which  had  support  in  all  quarters  of 
the  House,  and  the  Chancellor  made  a  strong  appeal,  the 
'result  being  that  the  amendment  was  defeated  by  a  majority 
of  47  only.  The  clause  as  amended  was  added  to  the  Bill 
'by  a  majority  of  133.  Clause  11,  which  deals  specially 
with  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  cases,  then  occupied 
"che  time  of  the  House  until  Thursday  morning. 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  Clause  14  of  the  Bill  will  be 
reached  before  the  early  jiart  of  next  week  (wrote  our 
Parliamentary  representative  on  Monday).  The  new 
•amendments  which  have  been  placed  on  the  paper  by  the 
'■Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  relating  to  the  medical  aspect 
oi  the  Bill,  are  teing  considered  by  the  mass  meeting  of 
doctors,  convened  by  the  British  ^Medical  Association, 
which  is  to  be  held  at  Birmingham  on  Friday  afternoon. 
"The  acceptance,  or  otherwise,  of  those  amendments  will 
determine  the  future  attitude  of  the  medical  faculty  towards 
the  Bill. 

Mr.  Charles  Bathurst,  M.P.,  who  proposes  in  Clause  14 
to  add  dental  to  the  medical  benefits  under  the  Bill,  in- 
formed our  Parliamentary  representative  that  he  was 
acting  solely  on  behalf  of  the  C41oucester  Education  Com- 
mittee, who  reported  that  40  per  cent,  of  the  children 
in  the  schools  were  suffering  from  dental  defects,  and  that 
the  large  proportion  of  their  physical  ailments  were  due 
to  these  defects.  He  wished  that  the  Dental  Association 
and  other  bodies  had  acted  sooner  in  the  matter.  He 
was  of  opinion  that  prevention  was  better  than  cure,  and 
that  the  chief  cause  of  sicknes.s — the  dental  defects — 
■should  be  dealt  with  in  time  and  thus  prevented. 

Mr.  Leslie  Scott  has  given  notice  of  an  amendment  to 
"Clause  14  which  provides  that  every  insured  person  with 
an  income  exceeding  1047.  a  year  who  is  entitled  to  medical 
"benefit  can  have  an  equivalent  pecuniary  allowance  towards 
the  expense  of  medical  attendance  and  medicines,  to  be 
■arranged  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 

A  revolt  of  some  importance  is  threatened  by  the 
Triendly  Societies.  At  a  private  meeting  which  was  held 
at  'Westminster  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  it  was  decided  that 
the  intention  of  the  Government  not  to  allow  sick  pay  for 
the  first  three  days  of  any  illness  would  have  a  detrimental 
■effect  on  the  Friendly  Societies  which  might  lead  to  a 
■reconsideration  of  their  desire  to  become  approved  societies 
under  the  Bill. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
The  case  of  dispensers  with  the  Apothecaries'  Society's 
-assistant's  certificate  has  been  attracting  some  attention 
in  Parliament,  and  Dr.  Hillier,  M.P.,  proposes  to  recognise 
them  by  incorporating  in  Clause  14  the  provision  : 
'"  and  such  medicines  shall  de  dispensed  by  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  or  chemist  and  drugrsrist,  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
1852  and  1868,  or  by  a  certified  assistant  to  an  apothecary 
•under  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815,  or  by  persons  who  for 


seven  years  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act  have  been 
employed  as  dispensers  to  medical  men." 

It  is  believed  that  there  is  a  large  measure  of  support  in 
the  Hou.se  for  the  principle  of  this  amendment,  the  opinion 
being  held  that  existing  rights  wliich  are  not  at  variance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  should  be  recog- 
nised. 

Petition  to  the  Chancellor. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  that 
fully  a  hundred _  and  twenty  members  of  Parliament  had 
up  to  Tue.sday  signed  the  memorial  which  he  has  prepared 
for  presentation  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in 
reference  to  the  position  of  chemists  and  druggists  under 
the  new  scheme.  These  members  are  drawn  from  both 
sides  of  the  House  irrespective  of  parties  or  politics. 
"  Urgent  and  Personal." 

Several  thousand  chemists  in  the  country  received  at  the 
end  of  last  week  a  large  envelope  with  the  above  inscrip- 
tion, it  was  from  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.,  Liverpool  and  London,  and  contained  a  copy  of 
"  The  Case  for  the  Pharmacist,"  with  the  following  cover- 
ing letter  : 

Dear  Sir, — A  mass  meeting  of  several  hundred  pharma- 
cists was  held  in  London  on  Thursday,  6th  inst.,  to  support 
certain  amendments  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill.  These 
amendments  will  be  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons 
by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  with  a  view  of  getting  them 
accepted  by  the  Government. 

It  was  clearly  shown  at  the  meeting  that,  in  order  that  there 
should  be  a  reasonable  chance  of  the  Government  accepting 
these  amendments,  it  is  necessary  for  every  pharmacist  to 
approach  his  member  of  Earliament  and  ask  for  his  support 
to  the  same.  We  would  point  out  the  supreme  importance 
to  pharmacists  of  doing  this,  and  are  enclosing  a  pamphlet 
containing  the  amendments  in  question,  and  explaining  the 
justice  of  the  pharmacists'  demands.  This  pamphlet  can 
then  be  sent  on  to  your  member  by  you,  together  with  your 
letter  asking  him  to  give  these  amendments  his  support 
when  they  are  brought  up  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  in  the  House 
of  Commons. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  authorises  us  to  state  that  hf  would  give 
your  member  any  additional  information  which  he  might 
require. 

This  Bill  is  in  no  sens©  a  party  Bill,  as  it  has  been 
accepted  by  all  parties  in  the  House. 

W©  remain,  etc. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  supplied  the  pamphlets,  and 
Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  did  the  rest. 
In  a  chat  with  Sir  Edward  Evans  (who  is  taking  a  keen 
personal  interest  in  the  Bill)  he  informed  us  that  the  letter 
and  pamphlet  were  sent  only  to  their  own  customers,  and 
the  company  have  had  many  appreciative  letters  in  reply. 
Hundreds  of  chemists  have  intimated  that  they  have 
written  to  their  M.P.s,  sending  the  pamphlet,  which  is 
quite  a  familiar  object  in  St.  Stephen's  at  present. 

Publicity. 

The  following  paragraph  has  appeared  in  "  The  Times  " 
and  other  newspapers  : 

The  deputation  representing  chemists,  firms,  and  stores 
carrying  on  the  business  of  dispensing  chemists,  whicn  waited 
on  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  are  carrying  on  a 
vigorous  campaign  among  members  of  Parliament,  directed 
to  securing  amendments  of  the  provisions  in  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  affecting  medical  benefits.  They  claim  that 
of  the  six  millions  at  present  insured  for  medical  benefit  in 
Friendly  Societies  very  many  are  not  satisfied  with  their 
treatment,  and  supplement  the  scanty  supply  of  medicines 
they  obtain  from  the  club  doctor  by  purchasing  simple 
remedies  from  the  chemist;  they  do  not  object  to  the  efforts 
of  the  Chancellor  to  provide  that  in  future  the  present  six 
million  club  patients  shall  receive  adequate  medical  treat- 
ment, and  do  not  protest  against  a  similar  provision  being 
made  to  include  in  the  scheme  a  further  nine  millions  who 
are  at  present  customers  of  the  ordinary  chemist  or  stores, 
but  they  desire  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  the 
establishment  of  central  depots  and  dispensaries — subsidised 
by  the  State  scheme — from  which  insured  persons  may  be 
compelled  to  obtain  their  medicines  under  the  scheme. 
The  memorial  to  the  Chancellor,  which  is  being  extensively 
signed  by  members  of  both  sides  of  the  House,  asks  that 
the  insured  may  be  given  a  free  choice  to  take  his  prescrip- 
tion to  any  shop  where  medicines  may  be  legally  dispensed, 
and  that  the  charges  for  such  medicines  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  a  tariff  or  scale  approved  by  the  Health  Commissioners. 
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This  is  the  practice  in  Germany,  and  unless  a  similar  course 
is  taken  in  this  country  the  chemists  have  much  more  to 
fear  from  the  Insurance  Bill  than  the  doctors,  for  it  may 
mean  that  a  great  portion  of  the  business  at  present  in  the 
hands  of  the  ordinary  or  store  chemists  may  be  transferred 
to  State-controlled  and  subsidised  dispensaries. 

Doctors  and  Chemists. 

Sir  Donald  MacAlister,  K.C.B.,  M.D.,  President  of  the 
General  Medical  Council,  has,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
of  that  Council,  addressed  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  a  reply  to  his  letter  of  June  13  (see  C.  <£•  D., 
June  24,  index  folio  910).  Sir  Donald  sets  forth  the  amend- 
ments which  the  Committee  deem  desirable  to  be  made  in 
order  to  give  effect  to  the  Council's  suggestions  regarding, 
especially,  medical  aid,  voluntary  hospitals,  and  the  supply 
of  drugs.    As  to  the  last  subject,  Sir  Donald  says  : 

On  the  assumption  that  the  administration  of  "  medical 
benefit  "  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  local  Health  Committees, 
the  purpose  of  the  Council  under  this  heading  would  be  ful- 
filled if  the  first  sentence  of  Clause  14  (1)  were  altered  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

"  Every  Cormnittee  shall  also,  subject  to  the  aijproval  of 
the  Insurance  Commissioners,  make  arrangements  with  duly 
qualified  pharmacists  for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient 
drugs  and  medicines  and  surgical  requisites  to  insured 
persons." 

Seeing  that  injuries,  accidents,  and  sui'gical  disorders  are 
as  likely  to  disable  the  insured  as  affections  requiring  treat- 
ment by  drugs  alone,  it  seems  obvious  that  provision  should 
bo  made  for  the  supply  of  the  ordinary  materials  that  are 
necessary  in  such  cases.  By  entrusting  the  svipply  and  dis- 
pensing of  medicines,  etc.,  to  qualified  pharmacists,  who  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  the  main- 
tenance of  official  standards  of  quality  and  purity  would  be 
ensured. 

In  regard  to  Ireland,  Sir  Donald  suggests  that  "  the 
medical  service  of  the  insured  should  be  distinguished  from 
the  medical  service  under  the  Poor  Law."  The  Chancellor, 
in  acknowledging  the  letter,  has  stated  that  the  sugges- 
tions "shall  receive  careful  consideration." 

Questions  in  Parliament. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  iNIonday,  Mr.  Pointer 
asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  whether  duly 
qualified  lierbal  practitioners  will  be  allowed  to  practise 
under  the  terms  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  in  cases 
where  the  insured  person  prefers  their  services  to  those 
of  the  ordinary  medical  prattitioner. — The  Chancellor  re- 
plied that  no  practitioner  who  has  one  or  other  of  the 
qualifications  enumerated  in  connection  with  the  Medical 
Acts  would  be  ruled  out  by  the  terms  of  the  Bill. 

The  Chancellor  informed  Mr.  Sandys  on  Monday  that 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  would  be  an  executive,  and 
not  a  representative  body.  He  understood  that  one  of  their 
number  at  least  would  be  a  medical  man.  The  medical 
profession  would  certainly  be  represented  on  the  Advisory 
Committee.  The  local  Health  Committee  must  each  in- 
clude two  fully  qualified  medical  men. 

Mr.  Fred  Hall  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
on  Monday,  July  17,  if  medical  men  can  prove  that  they 
will  suffer  financial  loss  owing  to  the  operation  of  the 
State  insurance  scheme  he  will  be  prepared  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  compensate  them. — The  Chancellor  re- 
plied that  he  would  consider  any  amendment  to  this  effect 
if  put  on  the  paper  in  due  course. 

Mr.  Worthington-Evans  asked  the  Chancellor  on  Mon- 
day whether  he  can  give  an  estimate  of  the  number  of 
persons  who  would  be  entitled,  under  the  National  Insur- 
ance Bill,  to  medical,  sanatorium,  and  maternity  benefits, 
but  not  entitled  to  sickness  and  disablement  pay  in  the 
fifteenth  year  after  the  commencement  of  the  Act;  and 
what  provisions  exist  in  the  Bill  for  dealing  with  these 
persons. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied  that  no 
such  estimate  is  at  present  available.  As  to  the  provision 
made  for  such  persons  they  will  in  general  be  in  receipt  of 
means  in  excess  of  31?.  lO.s.,  or  will  be  already  in  receipt 
of  old-age  pensions,  or  will  become  entitled  to  sickness  and 
disablement  benefit  on  attaining  the  age  of  sixteen. 

Mr.  Cooper  asked  whether  in  the  case  of  an  insured 
person  requiring  and  being  ordered  nourishing  diet,  sucli 
as  milk,  beef-tea,  wine,  etc.,  or  simple  appliances  such  as 
bandages  and  trusses,  arrangements  will  be  made  for  their 
supply  :  and  whether  they  will  be  a  proper  charge  on  the 


National  Insurance  Fund. — The  Chancellor  replied  that 
simple  appliances  can  be  supplied  as  part  of  the  medical 
benefit,  but  articles  of  diet  cannot.  In  this  respect  the  Bill 
will  conform  to  the  ordinary  practice  of  Friendly  Societies. 

Sir  Henry  Kimber  is  to  ask  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  Monday  whether  homceopathic  doctors  will 
be  equally  eligible  under  the  Bill,  and  whether  a  registered 
practitioner,  homoeopathic  or  otherwise,  will  be  able  tC" 
dispense  his  own  medicines  if  he  desire  to  do  so. 

INTERVIEWS. 

Deputations  of  the  Chesterfield  chemists  have  interviewed. 
Mr.  J.  Haslam,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Harvey,  M.P.,  and  at 
a  meeting  it  was  reported  that  the  replies  of  those  gentlemen 
were  favourable  to  the  views  of  the  trade.  All  present 
signed  a  memorial,  to  be  sent  to  Messrs.  Haslam  and 
Harvey,  asking  them  to  support  the  amendments  on  behalf 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  At  the  same  meeting  a 
Chemists'  Association  was  formed  for  Chesterfield  and  dis- 
trict, with  Mr.  J.  H.  Toplis  as  Secretary  and  Mr.  Sidney 
Greaves  as  Treasurer.    Fourteen  members  joined. 

Mr.  \V.  Maskew,  Ph.C,  Clacton-on-Sea,  has  been  in 
correspondence  with  Mr.  H.  K.  Newton,  the  local  M.P.,^ 
and  has  also  had  an  opportunity  of  interviewing  him. 
Mr.  Newton  held  out  little  hope  of  chemists  being  able  tO' 
get  a  scale  system  of  payment,  and  he  thinks  that  phar- 
macists will  have  only  the  small  jkt  capita  amount  allotted 
to  them.  Mr.  Maskew  gatherecl  from  his  interview  that 
generally  Mr.  Newton  is  on  the  side  of  chemists,  but  he- 
is  somewhat  doubtful  as  to  the  ultimate  fate  of  the  Bill 
owing  to  the  political  situation. 

Several  further  deputations  from  local  chemists  and^ 
druggists  have  been  received  by  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons  during  the  week  on  the  subject  of  the  Bill.  On 
Monday  Sir  Clement  Kinloch  Cooke,  M.P.,  Mr.  Shirley 
Benn,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Astor,  M.P.,  had  interviews  with 
chemists  and  druggists  from  Plymouth  and  Stonehouse  on- 
the  subject  of  Clause  14  of  the  Bill.  The  principal  point 
urged  was  the  probable  competition  between  the  suggested) 
State-established  dispensaries  and  the  local  chemists.  1  he 
members  for  Plymouth  and  Devonport  agreed  that  State- 
aided  competition  would  be  exceedingly  unfair,  and  pro- 
mised to  give  close  attention  to  the  representations  upoi> 
the  points  which  had  been  brought  before  them. 

NOTES. 

"  Chemists  and  Dispensers  "  is  the  subject  of  correspond- 
ence in  the  "  Morning  Leader."  It  turns  on  the  position  of 
apothecaries'  assistants,  and  reveals  chiefly  ignorance  as  tO' 
the  legal  status  of  such  assistants. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Prichard,  chemist  and  druggist,  Llangefni,. 
Anglesey,  has  received  a  reply  from  Mr.  Ellis  G.  Griffith, 
M.P.,  in  which  Mr.  Griffith  states  that  he  understands  that 
negotiations  are  on  foot  with  the  view  of  endeavouring  to- 
meet  the  points  raised  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

King  George,  before  leaving  University  College,  Bangor, 
on  July  14,  handed  the  Insignia  of  a  Member  of  the  Royal 
Victorian  Order  to  Mr.  John  Rowland,  Private  Secretary- 
to  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  who  has  been  the  intermediary  be- 
tween the  pharmacists  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  regard  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill  matters. 

Mr.  L.  R.  Davies,  374  Brockley  Road,  Crofton  Park,  Lon- 
don, S.E.,  wrote  to  Sir  Edward  F.  Coates,  Bart.,  the  member 
for  Lewisham,  and  has  received  two  sympathetic  letters  from 
him,  in  the  second  of  which  Sir  Edward  says:  "To  show 
my  sympathy  with  the  pharmacist?,  I  have  signed  the 
memorial  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  urging  upoo 
him  the  desirability  of  amending  the  National  Insurance' 
Bill,  where  necessary,  so  as  to  include  provisions  whereby 
your  profession  will  be  protected." 

The  Liverpool  Committee  of  Retail  Pharmacists  has  made- 
fair  progress  since  the  meeting  with  local  M.P.s  in  the  House- 
of  Commons  on  July  5.  The  Right  Hon.  F.  E.  Smith,  K.C, 
M.P.,  has  promised  to  support  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  amendments, 
and  Mr.  Bonar  Law  is  also  interesting  himself  in  the  matter. 
A  committee  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  afternoon,  when- 
it  was  decided  to  send  Mr.  Last  and  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  to- 
London  to  do  what  they  can  to  help  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  Mr. 
Parry  is  now  present  in  the  lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons 
daily. 

The  Exeter  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  issued  a  final 
memorandum  on  the  Bill,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones's  amendments  to  Clauses  1  to  16  are  approved,  but  the 
Chamber  is  unable  to  suoport  his  amendments  to  Clauses  42 
and  43  providing  for  the  inc'.usion  of  registered  medicar 
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practitioners  and  pharmacists  on  the  Advisory  Committee  and 
the  local  Health  Committees.  The  Chamber  is  strongly  of 
opinion  however,  that  one  or  more  persons  having  an  expert 
knowledge  of  medicine  and  pharmacy  should  be  included  on 
the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

The  Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists  wrote  on  July  14 
to  Mr.  H.  E.  Duke,  K.C.,  M.P.,  calling  his  attention  to 
Dr.  Addison's  amendment  to  Clause  14  (2),  which,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  C.  ct-  D.  last  week,  would  have  the  eftect  ot 
permitting  doctors  to  prescribe  and  dispense  under  the  Bill, 
and  thus  keep  away  much  business  from  chemists.  The 
object  of  the  letter  was  txs  point  out  to  Mr.  Duke  that  Dr. 
Addison's  amendment,  if  carried,  would  "militate  against 
the  efficiency  of  the  treatment  of  insured  persons  "  and  bring 
great  hardship  upon  pharmacists.  The  letter  was  signed  by 
Mr.  F.  W.  Vinden,  Secretary. 

Mr.  Alvan  Wyatt,  Secretary  of  the  Bedford  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, of  the  Tavistock  Pharmacv,  Bedford,  addressed  letters 
to  Mr.  F.  Kellaway,  M.P.  for  Bedford,  and  to  Mr.  L.  S. 
Amery,  and  has  received  letters  from  them  in  reply.  Mr. 
Kellaway  says  that  he  is  in  general  agreement  with  the  points 
raised  by  JVIr.  Wyatt.  which  were  those  submitted  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  "Exchequer  by  the  pharmaceutical  deputa- 
tion. Mr.  Amery  says:  "It  seems  reasonable  that  bene- 
ficiaries should  have  a  free  hand  in  the  choice  of  pharmacists 
and  that  they  should  be  sure  of  having  their  drugs  dispensed 
by  duly  qualified  individuals."  Both  gentlemen  have  been 
put  into  touch  with  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 

Mr.  James  Guiler,  M.P.S.I.,  Secretary  of  the  committeo 
of  the  pharmacists  of  Belfast  and  district,  which  is  ta,king 
steps  to  amend  the  proposals  of  the  State  Insurance  Bill  in 
so  far  as  they  affect  pharmaceutical  chemists,  has  received 
.acknowledgments  of  the  coiiiimittee's  resolutions  from  a 
number  of  the  Ulster  members  of  Parliament.  Sir  John 
Lonsdale,  Bart.,  Secretary  of  the  Irish  Unionist  Party,  has 
promi.sed  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  party,  and  has  been 
provided  with  reports  of  the  interview  which  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  had  with  Sir  Henry  Robinson,  of  the  Irish 
Local  Gkivernment  Board,  on  the  subject.  Mr.  R.  J. 
MoMorfie.  M.P.,  Lord  Mayor  of  Belfast,  has  written  that  he 
is  not  in  favour  of  the  proposals  relating  to  chemists  at  all : 
while  Mr.  Robert  Thompson,  M.P.,  thinks  that  the  proposed 
amendments  should  be  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

A  apropos  of  Dr.  Addison's  amendment  of  Clause  14  (2),  Mr. 
A.  H.  Tuffin,  of  Barnsbury  Street,  N.,  sends  us  a  cutting 
from  "  Everybody's  Weekly  "  of  what  the  editor  calls  an 
"  ably  written  and  interesting  "  letter  replying  to  the  question 
"  Should  doctors  dispense?  "  The  writer  is  apparently  a  lay- 
man, and  answers  in  the  negative.  He  tells  of  a  medical 
friend  of  his  own  who  ran  a  dispensary  in  a  London  suburb, 
and  one  evening  he  found  that  all  the  doctor's  patients  got 
medicine  out  of  the  same  bottle  !  The  doctor's  explanation 
was  that  most  of  the  patients  had  nothing  the  matter  with 
them,  so  he  gave  them  a  slight  aperient.  "  If  I  told  them 
(added  the  doctor)  there  was  nothing  the  matter  with  them, 
and  advised  them  to  get  a  box  of  pills,  they  would  say  I  was 
a  rotten  doctor,  and  go  to  some  other  man."  The  editor  adds  : 
"  I  have  heard  several  similar  stories  from  provincial  medical 
men  of  my  own  acquaintance,  nor  do  I  really  blame  the  doctors 
vyho  treat  some  of  their  patients  in  this  way.  The  physician 
who  is  perfectly  frank,  and  tells  his  patients  the  real  truth 
about  their  imaginary  ailments,  is  never  likely  to  have  a  pro- 
fitable practice;  and,  after  all,  even  a  doctor  isn't  in  the 
business  for  his  health." 


MEETINGS  OF  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATIONS. 

These  meetings  have  been  called  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  the  view  to  backing  up 
the  resolutions  of  the  Mass  Meeting  of  Chemists  in 
London  on  July  6,  and  helping  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary in  his  efforts  to  get  the  Bill  amended. 


Birkenhead.— On  July  13  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Association  of  Pharmacists  met  and  unanimously  endorsed 
the  Society's  action.  As  the  Association  had  already  sent  a 
resolution  to  the  local  M.P.,  accompanied  by  a  petition 
signed  by  every  chemist  in  the  district,  and  a  deputation 
had  waited  on  the  members,  it  was  felt  that  nothing  further 
could  be  done  beyond  making  a  final  appeal,  asking  for  their 
support  to  the  official  amendments. 

I>erby.— The  members  of  the  Derby  and  Derbyshire  Asso- 
ciation  met  at  the  Bell  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  July  14.  It 
was  a  representative  gathering.  Mr.  J.  H.  Thomas,  M.P., 
Labour  member  of  Parliament  for  Derbv.  was  down  to  give 
liis  views  on  the  Bill.  He  explained  that  he  was  not  out 
for  votes,  but  to  lay  his  own  views,  as  a  representative  of 


Derby  in  Parliament,  before  his  constituents.  He  went  on. 
to  say  that  he  had  a  peculiar  interest  in  anything  relating 
to  the  chemist,  because  he  started  out  in  life  very  young  as 
a  messenger  for  a  chemist.  Mr.  Thomas  was  outspoken  to. 
a  degree,  and  generally  was  in  favour  of  the  chemists' 
case.    He  was  heartily  thanked. 

Dewsbury.— A  meeting  of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  July  12,  the  President  (Councillor  Barker,, 
of  Heckmondwike)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  H.  Jones,  S: 
Heaton,  R.  Broadhead,  H.  Mortimer,  R.  Gledhill  g'  N 
Gutteridge,  G.  Butterfield,  J.  Day,  S.  N.  Pickard,  J. 
Rhodes,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Reginald  J.  H.  Day)  wer©' 
also  present.  Mr.  Pickard  presented  a  report  of  the  Mass- 
Meeting,  and  it  was  decided  to  send  the  Society's  pamphlet 
to  the  local  M.P.s,  asking  them  to  support  the  suggested 
amendments. 

Doncaster.— A  meeting  of  the  Doncaster  Association  o£ 
Pharmacists  was  held  at  the  Albany  Hotel  on  Wednesday, 
July  12,  Mr.  M.  H.  Stiles  in  the  chair.  There  were  also, 
present  Messrs.  H.  W.  Shaw,  F.  Brooke,  J.  C.  Marr,  F.  W. 
Playford,  P.  J.  Norwood  (Wath-on-Dearn),  and  the  Hon. 
Secretary  (Mr.  Harry  W.  Stiles).  After  a  full  discussion  the^ 
Mass  Meeting  resolution  was  approved,  and  it  was  decided  to 
place  the  matter  before  the  local  M.P. 

Dundee.—  At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmacists'  Association 
on  July  18,  Mr.  Stephen  (President)  in  the  chair,  the  Presi- 
dent reported  on  the  deputation  to  the  Scottish  M.P.s.  Mr. 
Stephen  further  emphasised  the  points  for  which  pharmacists- 
must  fight,  and  finally  a  resolution  approving  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  amendments  was  passed. 

Olamorg-an.-Mr.  Daniel  Arnott  (Pontypridd)  presided 
over  a  meeting  of  Uie  East  Glamorgan  Chemists'  Association, 
when  the  Society's  resolutions  were  unanimously  approved, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  President  and  Secretary  (Messrs.

Also 
that  Mr.  Davies  should  communicate  with  the  Secretaries 
of  other  Welsh  chemists'  organisations  with  the  view  of  their 
also  approaching  their  Parliamentary  representatives  in  the 
same  way.  Mr.  Davies,  in  this  circular,  suggests  that  one- 
or  two  chemists  from  each  district  should  form  a  combined 
deputation  to  Welsh  M.P.s. 

Great  Yarmouth.-Special  meetings  of  the  local  Associa- 
tion were  held  on  June  30  and  July  14  to  discuss  the  National 
Insurance  Bill.  A  deputation  was  appointed  consisting  of 
the  President  (Mr.  F.  J.  Woolcock),  Mr.  Harvey  Palmer, 
and  Mr.  P.  R.  Hill,  to  attend  the  Mass  Meeting  'on  July  6 
and  to  interview  Mr.  A.  Fell,  M.P.  Mr.  Fell  promised"  to- 
support  the  amendments  desired  by  pharmacists." 

Grimsby.— Mr.  C.  Willson  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the- 
local  Association  held  at  Mr.  C.  H.  Ashton's  house  on  Wednes- 
day, July  12.    Messrs.  H.  W.  Collev,  C.  Dewing,  T.  D  Sneath 

E.  Sigley,  A.  Osborne,  F.  W.  Heely,  and  the  Secretary 
(Mr.  Ashton),  were  also  present.  It  was  agreed  to  support 
the  official  amendments,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Association- 
were  accorded  to  Sir  George  Doughty,  M.P.,  for  his  sym- 
pathetic reception  of  a  deputation  from  the  Association. 
Sir  George  had  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  best  results 
would  come  if  the  dispensing  was  left  to  the  pharmacist.  I(i 
was  agreed  to  send  copies  of  "  The  Case  for  the  Pharmacists  " 
to  the  members  for  Grimsby,  Louth,  and  Brigg,  with  a 
covering  letter'.

at  low  prices  ,nnd  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  f^d 
Drugs  Acts  would  be  very  attractive  he  did  not  know.  Th-^ 
report  was   adopted.

F.  J.  Barge,  'R.  F.  Roper,  S.  A.  Perkins,  A.  J.  Ancliffe, 
H.  Vibert.  J.  W.  Jones.  H.  M.  Marcoolyn.  F.  W.  Broom, 
W.  Barrett.  H.  Hemming,  D.  Hollow,  and  J.  J.  R.  Eslick 
were  also  present.  Besides  supporting  the  official  action,  the 
-meet  ing  appointed  a  denutation  of  two  members  to  interview 
■tlie  seven  members  of  Parliament  for  the  Three  Towns  and 
iDrStrict  in  London.  [This  has  been  done,  as  another  para- 
'graph  shows. — EniTOR.]  It  was  also  moved  by  Mr.  R.  F. 
Roper,  seconded  bv  Mr.  Condv  U'Ren:  "That  some  means 


should  be  found  to  prohibit  all  advertising,  or  offering  special 
inducements  to  obtain  clients,  under  the  National  Insur- 
ance Bill."  This  was  passed  unanimously,  and  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  send  copies  of  the  resolution  to  Mr.  W.  S 
Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  trade 
journals. 

Tynemouth.— On  Tuesday,  July  11.  the  Tynemouth  Phar- 
macists' Association  met  in  the  Bath  Hotel,  Mr.  W.  Buckley 
presiding  over  a  good  attendance.  The  Secretary  reported 
the  steps  that  had  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  Bill,  and 
it  was  agreed  to  support  the  Society. 

TTork.  — A  meeting  of  the  local  Association  was  held  at  th©

mentions  in  the  preface  that  the  book  was  first  brought  out 
in  1890  as  "  a  small  and  simple  guide  book  to  a  tiresome 
legal  subject,"  and  in  the  present  edition  the  arrangement 
has  been  left  as  in  the  original  work.

The  opening  sections  give  details 
regarding  every  sanitary  and  school  medical  inspection 
authority  in  England.  Scotland,  and  Wales.  Other  features 
include  a  guide  to  isolation  hospitals,  and  a  register  of 
voluntary  health  societies,  such  as  has  not  been  obtainable 
hitherto.  In  addition,  the  volume  contains  a  series  of  pro- 
fessional biographies  of  medical  officers  of  health,  school 
medical  officers,  dental  officers,  public  analysts,  veterinary 
officers,  sanitary  inspectors,  health  visitors,  school  nurses,  in- 
spectors of  midwives,  and  matrons  of  isolation  hospitals. 
Some  of  the  articles,  such  as  "  The  Functions  of  a  School 
Dentist,"  are  of  particular  interest  to  our  readers.  Many 
chemists  will  find  the  book  a  useful  one  for  reference  pur- 
poses.] 
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Die  Offizlndhn  Aiherische  Oh  und  Bahame.  By  C. 
RoHDEN.  Berlin  :  Julius  Springer.  Pp  viii  and  176. 
This  work,  published  under  the  auspices  of  Messrs.  E. 
Sachsse  &  Co.,  of  Leipzig,  the  well-known  essential-oil  die- 
tillers,  will  be  welcomed  by  all  those  interested  in  essential 
oils,  either  from  a  commercial  or  a  scientific  point  of  view. 
The  idea  of  it  is  not  new,  for  the  whole  of  the  material 
figures  for  the  principal  essential  oils,  as  contained  in 
eleven  different  Pharmacopoeias,  are  set  out  in  a  tabular 
appendix  to  Parry's  "Chemistry  of  the  Essential  Oils." 
But  in  the  present  work  the  author  has  set  out  in  full  the 
characters  and  tests  of  all  the  essential  oils,  balsams,  and 
isolated  constituents  of  the  same,  as  contained  in  the 
following  fourteen  Pharmacopoeias  :  United  States,  Great 
Britain,  Germany,  France,  Austria,  Spain,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Holland,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Belgium,  Japan,  and 
Russia  All  processes  for  analytical  determinations  are 
described  in  full.  There  are  various  points  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  compilers  of  the  next  edition  of  our  own 
Pharmacopoeia  might  usefully  be  directed,  and  with  a 
guide  to  the  standards  of  all  other  countries,  our  own 
essential-oil  monographs  ought  to  be  the  last  word  as  to 
scientific  accuracy  on  the  subject.  The  formula  to  be 
adopted  for  santalol,  C,,H,,0  or  C,,H,^0,  will  require 
attention  in  fixing  the  minimum  limit  for  this  alcohol  in 
santal-wood  oil,  as  a  difference  of  1  per  cent,  results 
by  the  use  of  the  different  formula,  and  we  find  that 
in  the  German  work  the  formula  C,.,H„.,0  is  adopted, 
whereas  in  the  French  work  C,.H„,,0  is  used,  and  in 
others  no  indication  is  given  as  to  which  should  be  em- 
ployed. No  Pharmacopoeia  so  far  has  included  refractive 
indices,  but  we  venture  to  say  that  if  these  figures  are 
included  in  the  next  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
the  others  will  follow  our  lead  before  long. 

Allen's  Commercial  Organic  Analysis.    Vol.  IV.  Fourtli 
edition.    Edited  by  W.  A.  Davis,  B.Sc,  and  S.  S. 
Sadtler,  S.B.    9^  in.  by  6  in.    Pp.  viii  +  466.  21.s. 
net.    (London,  1911  :  J.  &  A.  Churchill,  7  Great  Marl- 
borough ^Street.) 
We  gave  some  particulars  of  this  volmne  in  our  issue 
of  January  28,  index  folio  125.    In  the  first  part  of  the  book 
Dr.   Blackler   deals  with  resins,  such  as  amber,  colo- 
phony,   copals,    sandarac,   mastic,    shellac,  turpentines, 
balsams,    and    ammoniacum.     Shellac    is    well  treated 
generally,  the  monograph  being  largely  based  on  the  various 
papere  published  bv  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (1902,  1903,  1905).    But  it  is  stated  that  Parry's 
copper-acetate  test  will  detect  as  little  as  15  per  cent,  of 
colophony.    This  was  correctly  stated  in  the  last  edition 
as  5  per  cent.    The  chapter  on  Rubber  and  its  Substitutes 
occupies  about  sixty  pages,  and  is  a  fair  statement  of  the 
chemistry   and    analytical   processes.      The    chapter  on 
the  hydrocarbons    of   essential  oils,  by  Dr.    Lowry,  is 
well  written  and  full  of  useful  information  ;  but  as  this 
volume  has  been  an  inordinately  long  time  in  appearing 
after  the  various  chapters  were  first  wiltten  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  work  on  the  terpenes,  for  example, 
is  not  up  to  date.     The  table  of  contents  for  the  terpenes 
on  page  168  contains  many  errors.    Recent  work  on  pinene, 
fenchene,  phellandrene,  and  thujene  has  not  been  taken 
into  account,  and  this  leads  to  numerous  errors  in  the 
figures.    The  chapter  on  the,  general  properties,  methods 
of  analysis,  and  constituents  of  essential  oils,  by  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parry,  is  well  done  and  up  to  date,  and  covers  the  ground 
of  essential  oils  from  a  general  point  of  view  with  care 
and  accuracy.    The  delay  in  publication,  no  doubt,  accounts 
for  the  fact  that  more  recent  work  on  the  refractive  indices 
of  essential  oils  by  this  author  is  to  be  found  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  for  1910  than  in  the  present  mono- 
graph.   Special  objection,  however,  must  be  taken  to  the 
last  chapter,  entitled  "  Special  Characters  of  Essential 
Oils,"  on  account  of  the  inadequate  way  in  which  the 
subject  has  been  treated.    This  chapter  is  written  by  Dr. 
LefTmann  and  Mr.  C.  H.  LaWall,  and  is  little  else  than 
a  reprint,  modified  here  and  there,  of  the  chapter  appear- 
ing m  the  hud'  edition.    Only  a  number  of  selected  oils 


are  dealt  with,  and  the  volmne  must  not  be  regarded  as 
anj-thing  like  a  full  treatise  on  essential  oils.  For  ex- 
ample, we  find  no  treatment  of  the  following  oils  : 
Linaloe,  rosewood,  cardamom,  buchu,  cananga,  cascarilla, 
cassia,  cinnamon,  almond,  wintergreen  (the  last  four  are  to 
be  found  in  Vol.  III.),  cedrat,  tarragon,  clove-leaf,  ginger, 
guaiac-wood,  orris,  lime,  jasmin,  mustard,  patchouli,  rue, 
savin,  sweet  basil,  thuja,  vetivert,  and  ylang-ylang.  The- 
chemistry  of  the  subject  is  neither  adequate  nor  up  to  date. 
There  are  no  references  to  the  ketone  jasmone,  the  terpene- 
limene,  the  olefinic  terpenes  myrcene  and  ocimene,  the 
alcohol  sabinol,  and  numerous  other  compounds  which  have- 
formed  the  subject  of  researches  during  the  past  few 
years.  So  far  as  it  goes,  however,  the  book  is  a  good' 
and  useful  one,  and  if  the  next  edition  is  revised  on  the- 
lines  we  have  indicated  it  should  certainly  regain  the 
place  in  the  affections  of  chemists  that  the  old  "Allen"' 
had.

— When  acetanilide  and  boric  acid  are 
lieated  over  a  naked  flame  until  the  boric  acid  melts  a  yellow 
residue  and  fragrant  odour  suggestive  of  sweet  clove  or 
arbutus  are  obtained.  Antipyrin  produces  a  pink  colour 
and  naphthalene-like  odour.  Phenacetin  produces  an  odour, 
but  characteristic  of  itself,  fainter  than  that  produced  by 
acetanilide  or  antipyrin. — American  Journal  of  Pharmacy. 


OPTICAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

By  a  Chemist-Optician. 


These  notes  arc  in  mn.-<t  cases  supplcm  cnfary  1o  the  informa- 
tion given  in  "The  Chemixt-Optician  "  (C .  c(-  D.  Office, 
JfS.),  which  is  a  treatise  specially  written  for  chemists. 

Detecting  Disease. 

I  AM  entirely  in  favour  of  the  sight-testing  optician 
being  trained  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  or  any 
other  instrument  or  method  which  will  lead  to  the  detec- 
tion of  a  diseased  condition  of  the  eye.  Not,  however, 
that  he  should  employ  his  knowledge  in  the  treatment  of 
disease,  because  that  is  recognised  as  being  outside  his 
province ;  but  so  that,  having  reason  to  believe  that  a 
diseased  condition  is  present,  he  may  be  able  to  refer  the 
customer  without  delay  to  a  medical  man.  Such  know- 
ledge would  also  prevent  the  optician  from  falling  into  the 
many  pitfalls  which  exist  for  the  unwary. 

Conical  Cornea. 

Mr.  Charles  Wray,  before  the  Ophthalmological  Society 
on  June  8,  read  a  paper  on  conical  cornea.  He  urged  that 
it  is  important  to  diagnose  conical  cornea  early,  as  a  cone 
implies  thinning  as  well  as  softening.  Efforts  should  be 
made  to  stop  the  thinning — to  prevent  the  increase  of 
pathological  astigmatism  and  to  reduce  that  already 
foiTiied.  According  to  Mr.  Wray,  conus  is  preceded  by 
astigmatism  against  the  rule  mostly  correctable  by  a  plus 
cylinder  tending  5°  to  15°  down  and  in.  A  minus  cylinder 
is  less  frequently  needed,  possibly  because  myopia  is  less 
frequent  than  hyperopia.  The  conus  is  detectable  by  the 
mirror  where  the  astigmatism  is  about  +  1.  Over  +  2.5 
the  vessel  test  and  cone  shadow  are  easily  seen,  though 
above  5  the  vessel  phenomenon  is  less  marked.  Most  of 
the  patients  are  females  from  eighteen  to  twenty-five  years 
of  age.  The  important  points  in  diagnosis  are  :  (a)  The  cor- 
recting cylinder  being  generally  -f-  and  5°  to  15°  down  and 
in;  (h)  a  distinct  cone  shadow  in  those  seeking  advice  on 
account  of  asthenopia;  (c)  the  blood-vessel  phenomenon 
being  always  marked,  but  more  easily  seen  in  the  lower 
grades;  (d)  the  astigmatism  being  seldom  stationary;  (e) 
the  patients  seeking  advice  later  than  those  with  ordinary 
astigmatism ;  and  (/)  distant  and  near  vision  with  and 
without  glasses  being  better  than  in  ordinary  astigmatism. 
The  author  contended  that  suitable  treatment  can  retard 
the  progress  of  conical  cornea.  Nothing  short  of  accurate 
correction  will  prevent  the  "lid-squeezing"  that  maslcs 
and  accelerates  the  evolution  of  the  cone,  even  if  soften- 
ing and  thinning  are  not  present.  The  leading  points 
iu  treatment  are  :  (a)  Accurate  glasses;  [h)  no  work  at 
reading  distance;  (c)  good  hours;  (d)  air,  exercise,  etc.; 
(e)  no  night  work;  and  (/)  a  suitable  occupation.  Local 
treatment  should  be  based  on  the  type  in  hand.  Type  1, 
uniocular  conus  astigmatism.  Both  eyes  to  be  corrected, 
as  the  other  will  probably  become  affected  later.  A  slight 
pressure  bandage  should  be  worn  night  and  day  over  the 
affected  eye.  No  work  at  reading  distance.  Type  2, 
both  eyes  affected  ;  astigmatism  +  6  D.  Binocular  bandage 
night  and  day.  During  exercise  one  eye  open.  The  eyes 
never  to  be  fully  opened.  Correcting  glasses  when  the 
eyes  are  in  use.  Type  3,  considerable  difference  between 
the  eyes.  The  worse  eye  should  be  bandaged  night  and 
day.  The  good  eye,  suitably  glassed,  to  be  used  for 
exercise  and  meals.  The  good  eye  not  to  be  opened  wider 
than  necessary.  Type  4.  uniocular  cone,  astigmatism  in 
the  other.  The  same  treatment  as  previously  stated.  The 
cautery  should  be  used  if  the  cone  is  considerable  or  if 
minor  measures  effect  no  improvement  in  three  months. 
Type  5,  binocular  conus.  The  best  operative  procedure  is 
Sir  Anderson  Critchett's,  but  it  should  be  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  operation  neither  strengthens  the  softened, 
cornea  nor  cures  the  thinning.  Mr.  Wray  regards  opera- 
tive procedures  neither  as  the  beginning  nor  the  end  of 
treatment. 

Mr.  Sydney  Stephenson,  F.R.C.S.E..  delivered  a  clinical 
lecture  on  conical  cornea  in  the  University  of  Oxford  on 
June  7.  In  the  course  of  the  lecture  the  difficulty  of 
detecting  the  disease  at  the  onsei  was  dealt  with.  The 
lecture  is  reported  by  the  "  Medical  Press  and  Circular."

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Eleven  deaths  have  been  reported  from  poisoning  since  ous 
last  issue.    Of  these  three  were  by  misadventure : 

Carbolic  Acid  was  the  agent  used  for  self-destruction  by 
Richard  Jenkins  (47),  clothiers'  manager,  Nottingham,  and 
a  married  woman  named  Van  Koert  Hamlet,  of  Westolifi- 
on-Sea. 

Laudanum,  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Henry  Miller 
(53),  general  dealer,  Shoreditch.  Mr.  Gibbs,  chemist,  in 
his  evidence  at  the  inquest,  said  the  bottle  must  have  been 
supplied  by  his  firm  at  least  five  years  ago. 

Oxalic  Acid. — Eliza  Bennett  (48)  died  in  the  General  Hos- 
pital, Birmingham,  from  oxalic-acid  poisoning.  Suicide  was 
the  verdict  of  the  Coroner's  jury. 

Potassium  Cyanide. — At  Cambridge,  Reginald  Philip 
Brans  (34),  jewellers'  assistant,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
this  lethal  agent.  Dr.  Naish,  at  the  inquest,  stated  in  reply 
to  the  Coroner  that  there  was  no  restriction  on  the  sale  o£ 
cyanide  of  potassium,  and  it  was  easy  enough  for  jewellers 
to  get  it.  The  bottle  contained  sufficieiit  to  kill  half  a  dozeti 
men.  It  was  a  saturated  solution,  and  a  powerful  poison. 
— Charles  Maurice  Scott  (18),  son  of  a  Bath  physician,  ended 
his  life  by  taking  potassium  cyanide  at  the  Piccadilly  station 
of  the  Bakerloo  Tube,  London.  Deceased,  who  was  an. 
amateur  photographer,  obtained  100  grains  of  the  poison  from, 
a  chemist  at  Bath. 

Salvarsan. — At  the  German  Hospital  the  death  by  misad- 
venture of  Hugo  A.  Klein  (47),  confectioner,  was  due  to  the 
effects  of  a  subcutaneous  injection  of  salvarsan.  At  the  in- 
quest held  by  the  Hackney  Coroner  (Dr.  W.  Wynn  Westcott)' 
Dr.  Geo.  Dornall,  medical  officer  of  the  German  Hospital, 
said  the  deceased  had  a  specific  disease.  Locomotor  ataxy 
had  set  in,  while  he  had  paralysis  of  the  left  eye  and 
was  deeply  blood-poisoned.  He  was  treated  with  salvarsan, 
which  was  first  used  here  in  1910.  It  was  a  preparation  of" 
arsenic,  and  like  all  drugs  of  that  sort  it  was  dangerous. 
Deceased  was  treated  by  injection,  0.6  gram  (about  7  grains)' 
being  the  dose.  After  treatment  he  became  worse, 
and  died.  Witness  did  not  think  he  would  have  died  from 
the  disease,  and  he  put  the  cause  of  death  as  due  to  salvarsan. 
The  Coroner  said  he  had  written  a  treatise  on  salvarsanj. 
and  the  danger  of  its  use  had  always  been  recognised.  This 
preparation  of  arsenic  was  said  to  give  anyone  an  early  chance 
of  recovery.  It  was  invented  in  1909  by  Ehrlich  and  Hata, 
and  had  been  used  for  a  year  past  in  England.  The  remedy 
was  a  great  and  immediate  success  in  syphilitic  cases,  hub 
there  was  some  risk  of  illness  and  loss  of  sight.  There  had 
also  been  some  deaths,  three  being  mentioned  in  the  book  he 
had  referred  to.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  de- 
ceased died  as  a  result  of  the  injection  of  salvarsan,  properly 
used. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — At  Wigan,  Elizabeth  Winstanley  (43)  died' 
on  July  13  from  the  effects  of  taking  this  poison  last  February. 
— The  same  corrosive  acid  caused  the  death  of  Herbert  Nor- 
ton, grocer,  Melton  Mowbray. 

Strychnine. — Geo.  Davenport  (82),  of  Rock  Ferry,  Cheshire, 
died  on  Monday  night  as  the  result  of  strychnine-poisoning. 
Deceased  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  medicinal  draughts 
made  up  by  himself,  and  by  mistake  drank  half  an  ounce  of 
strychnine  solution. 

Zinc-chloride  Solution,  drunk  from  a  can  labelled  "Custard 
Powder,"  caused  the  accidental  death  at  Cricklewood  of 
Charles  Harold  Powell  (3).

He  made  many  friends  and  reported  good  business. — Mr. 
W.  H.  Goodbrand  was  with  Mv.  S.  K.  Elgie,  of  Durban, 
for  nine  and  a-half  years,  not  eleven  and  a-half  as 
ireported  in  the  C-  (t  D.  of  June  3. 


Natal  Ptaarmaceutical  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  <if  the  above  Society  was  held  at  the 
rooms  of  Mr.  G.  Stuart  Jones  on  June  15.  There  were  pre- 
rsent  Messrs.  S.  K.  Elgie  (President),  in  the  chair.  Champion, 
Dunkerton,  Anderson,  Firth,  Acton,  and  Goodbrand  (Hon. 
■Secretary).  Mr.  Jones  tendered  apologies  for  absence.  On 
the  motion  of  the  President  a  vote  of  condolence  was  passed 
with  the  family  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Read,  and  the  Secretary 
was  also  instructed  to  forward  a  letter  of  sympathy. 

Correspondence. — The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the 
-Secretary  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board  in  answer  to  a 
•communication  in  regard  to  poisoning-cases.  The  report  of 
the  Board  for  last  year  was  received  and  read.  The  Secretary 
read  a  circular  letter  which  had  been  sent  to  the  members  of 
■the  Society  pointing  out  that  unless  they  conformed  to  Rule  10 
their  names  would  be  struck  off  the  roll-book.  Up  to  the 
•date  of  the  meeting  no  answers  had  been  received. 

The  President's  Review. — The  President  said  that  he  had 
only  six  months'  work  to  report  upon,  but  during  this  period 
ithe  Society  has  sustained  the  loss  by  death  of  no  fewer  than 
three  Durban  members— Mr.  C.  E.  Forth,  Mr.  F.  P.  Hamlin, 
and  Mr.  J.  H.  Read,  all  of  whom  took  a  lively  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Society.  Matters  in  connection  with  the  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  remain  as  they  were,  but  the  members  of 
•the  Pharmacy  Board  have  promised  to  obtain,  if  possible,  a 
•copy  of  the  proposed  Bill  before  it  reaches  the  Parliamentary 
stage.  The  Society  must  therefore  await  events,  and  be  on 
the  qui.  vii'c  to  take  whatever  action  it  may  deem  necessary. 
The  Society  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in  supporting  the  en- 
■deavour  to  obtain  the  abolition  of  the  Cape  Medicine  and 
•  Stamp  Act.  Minor  alterations  to  the  rules  have  become  neces- 
sary, more  especially  the  one  relating  to  the  raising  of  the 
annual  subscription  to  one  guinea,  as  this  enables  the  Society 
to  post  a  printed  risumc  of  the  monthly  proceedings  to  each 
imember.  This  no  doubt  will  be  much  appreciated  by  those 
living  at  a  distance  who  are  unable  to  attend  the  Society's 
•meetings.  _  Questions  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  in  regard 
to  the  duties  on  alcohol  and  alcoholic  preparations,  and  from 
information  obtained  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Societies  of  the  Cape.  Orange  Free  State,  and 
Transvaal  it  has  been  found  that  alcohol  in  Natal  is 
penalised  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  the  other  Colonies,  but 
that  no  change  could  be  made  until  the  Union  Parliament 
appointed  a  Commission  to  inquire  into  the  subject  of  uniform 
-taxation  throughout  the  Union  in  the  matter  of  excise.  The 
■.Society  is  in  a  sound  financial  position.  The  President  con- 
•cluded  with  thanks  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Secretary,  adding  that  the  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  credit 
balance  of  11. 

The  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  y.ear  resulted  as 
■follows:  Prrsidcnt,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie  (re-elected);  Vicc-Prcsx- 
■dent,  Mr.  E.  B.  Dunkerton  ;  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Goodbrand  (re-elected);  Committee,  Messrs. 
Champion,  Jones,  Anderson,  and  Whysall ;  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Johnston  and  Roadkiiight  (re-elected). 

Miscellaneous.— Arising  out  of  the  minutes,  Mr.  Champion 
asked  whether  it  would  not  have  been  better  to  delete  Rule  18. 
After  conversation  on  the  matter  it  was  resolved  that  the 
rule  stand  as  it  is.  ^  Mr.  Champion  introduced  the  subject  of 
an  apprentice  having  been  placed  in  charge  of  a  business, 
but  satisfactory  explanations  being  given  the  matter  ter- 
minated. Mr.  _E.  Tyson  was  re-elected  a  member  of  the 
■Society.  Unanimous  votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the 
President  and  Secretary,  and  also  to  Mr.  Jones  for  the  use  of 
'his  room.    The  meeting  closed  at  9.45  p.m.

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TRADE  REPORT^ 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bullc  quantities  or  origrinal  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
1  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THERE  is  a  fair  amount  of  activity  in  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals, with  several  interesting  features  to  note,  includ- 
ing a  long-looked-for  advance  in  cascara  sagrada,  the  con- 
sumptive demand  for  which  has  been  good ;  senega  is  also 
dearer,  it  still  being  difficult  to  obtain  offers  of  new  crop 
at  reasonable  prices.  American  peppermint  oil  remains 
very  firm  and  in  upward  tendency.  Opium  appears  to  be 
again  on  the  move  up,  the  temporary  set-back  of  last  week 
having  been  recovered.  Morphine-makers  are  quite  un- 
willing to  book  contracts  on  such  an  uncertain  and  dangerous 
market.  New  Belgian  chamomiles  have  been  selling  at  full 
rates.  Menthol  is  firm  but  quiet.  Cocaine  is  lower.'  Almond 
oil  is  Id.  dearer,  and  higher  rates  have  been  paid  for 
Soudan  acacia.  Acetic  acid  has  been  advanced  30«.  per 
ton.  Quinine  is  steady,  and  quicksilver  rather  easier  in 
second  hands.

Smyrna,  July  17  : — The  sales  of  opium  amount  to  30  cases 
at  the  parity  of  22s.  per  lb.  for  fair  manufacturing  quality  ; 
the  sales  are  to  consumers  and  speculators.  Market  con- 
tinues firm. 

New  Yokk,  July  20  :— Business  in  drugs  is  fair.  Opium 
has  advanced  30c.  per  lb.  to  $6.50  for  druggists'  by  single 
cases.  Peppermint  oil  in  tins  is  nominal  at  $2.70.  Cas- 
cara sagrada  has  advanced  ^c.  to  9c.  Copaiba  is  lower  at 
40c.  for  Central  and  South  American.  Senega  is  dearer 
at  52c.  per  lb.  B.efined  camphor  has  declined  to  45c.  per 
lb.  for  domestic  in  bulk.  Hydrastis  is  almost  unobtain- 
able, and  spring-dug  is  dearer  at  $3.25  per  lb. 

Amsterdam,  July  13  :— At  the  auction  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day  9,622  packages  were  offered,  of  which  6,597 
packages  were  sold,  at  the  average  unit  of  3.22c.  per  half- 
kilo.,  compared  with  3.16c.  paid  at  the  previous  auction. 
The  following  were  the  approximate  quantities  of  "  quinine 
in  the  bark"  purchased  by  the  factories  :  (1)  The  English 
and  American  factories,  8,077  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick 
factory,  2,844  kilos.  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory.  4,289 
kilos.  ;  (4)  the  Amsterdam  factory,  3,237  kilos. ;  (5)  the 
Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  factories,  4,202  kilos.  ;  (6)  the 
Maarssen  factory,  6,330  kilos.;  (7)  various  buyers,  8.549 
kilos.  The  prices  paid  for  manufacturing  bark  ranged 
from  8ic.  to  34^c.,  and  for  druggists'  bark  from  7^c.  to 
38c.  per  half-kilo,  was  paid. 

English  Herb  Crops. 

Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son,  of  Hitchin,  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  their  crops  : 

Hyoscyamus.— This  has  been  a  good  average  crop. 

Belladonna. — This  has  also  been  up  to  the  average.  The 
dry  weather  has  caused  it  to  develop  rapidly,  and  it  has 
been  difficult  to  get  it  harvested  in  its  best  condition. 


Lavender. — Owing  to  the  low  prices  that  have  recently 
prevailed  the  acreage  has  much  decreased.  The  hot  weather 
IS  bringing  it  forward  very  rapidly  and  it  will  yield  well  if. 
present  conditions  continue. 

Peppermint. — This  looked  well  in  the  earlier  part  of  the 
season,  but  the  di'y  weather  has  interfered  with  the  growth 
and  the  crop  will  probably  not  be  large. 

Elateeium. — The  fruit  is  rapidly  maturing.  Much  depends- 
upon  the  weather  conditions  during  the  next  two  months. 

Rosemary. — This  will  probably  be  below  the  average. 
.Aconite. — But  little  of  this  is  now  grown.    The  yield  of 
herb  and  root  has  been  about  as  usual.

25/.  to  26/.  per  ton.  Carbonate  of  potash  is  in  good  demand; 

Yellow  prussiate 
quiet.  Alum  is  unchanged,  and  a  better  demand  is  reported:

Man- 
chester.   Carbolic  acids  and  benzols  show  little  change. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  little  of  change  or  of  very  special  interest  to  be- 
noted  as  regards  alfairs  in  the  heavy-chemical  market.  The- 
position  is  much  the  same  at  all  the  main  centres,  tliere  being 
a  steady  all-i'ound  demand  both  on  contract  and  miscel- 
laneous account,  though  there  is  no-  great  pressure.  As- 
regards  values,  they  are,  generally  speaking,  firm  and  well 
maintained,  and  apparently  likely  to  remain  so. 

Sulphate  or  Ammonia  as  regards  prompt  business  is  fairly 
active,  more  particularly  owing  to  demand  from  dealers. 
Prices  are  firm,  and  for  forward  delivery  higher  figures  are- 
asked,  but  little  business  of  moment  seems  to  be  passing  in., 
this  direction.

Alkali  Produce. — The  demand  here  both  on  home  and' 
export  account  is  good,  at  practically  unchanged  figures. 
Bleaching-powder,  prompt,  4/.  15s.  to  5/.  for  softwood  casks- 
on  rails.  Caustic  soda  is  active;  76  to  77  per  cent.,  10/.; 
70  per  cent.,  9/.  5s.;  and  60  per  cent.,  8/.  5s.  per  ton;  for 
export  and  home  trade  figures  7s.  bd.  per  ton  more.  Salt- 
cake  and  soda  crystals  in  demand,  and  chlorates  and  prus- 
siates  on  steady  side. 

Lead  Salts  continue  to  move  at  about  normal  rate  andi 
keep  fairly  steady.    White  lead,  16/.  10s.  to  16/.  15s.  ;  red'l' 
lead,  15/.  15s.  to  16/.  per  ton,  Tyne;  white  acetate  of  lead,.

Zinc  Salts  are  well  maintained  at  late  rates,  with  steady 
request.

Magnesium  Salts  are  in  active  request  at  unaltered  figures. 
Sulphate,  62s.  bd.  to  65s.  per  ton  ;  chloride,  67s.  bd.  to  70s.  per- 
ton ;  and  carbonate,  30s.  to  32s.  bd.  per  cwt. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Acetic  Acid. — The  position  of  this  article  has  been  entirely 
changed,  especially  in  consequence  of  a  not  inconsiderable- 
increase  in  the  cost  of  raw  material.  This  latter  was  hereto- 
fore so  depressed  and  considered  so  unremunerative  that 
there  was  no  other  alternative  but  to  raise  it  by  about  m.5. 
to  m.8  per  kilo. 

Glycerin. — There  is  but  little  inclination  to  do  further 
business,  whether  by  buyers  or  sellers,  as  the  situation  is- 
very  uncertain,  and  raw  material  still  shows  a  tendency  tO' 
depreciate  further,  as  shown  at  any  rate  by  the  official  quota- 
tions. This  is,  however,  again  confij.cting  with  the  fact  that 
large  quantities  at  the  prices  named  .ir.o  unobtainable.  Quota- 
tions on  the  Paris  Bourse  have  in  dropped  to  182.50f.,. 
and  this  month  to  180f.      Manufacturers  of  raw  glyceric 
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Assuming  that  raw  material  is  really  scarce,  while  dynamite 
fjualities  are  still  required  in  large  quantities,  a  price-advance 
can  hardly  be  avoided  as  soon  as  the  trade  demand  revives,  if 
not  before  the  autumn.  The  discouraging  slackness  in  the 
international  market  continues  in  Marseilles.  The  limited 
business  from  day  to  day  is  even  so  difficult  that  prices  are 
unreliable.  As  heretofore,  large  buyers  hold  aloof,  but 
sellers  are  equally  indifferent.  Interest  is  mostly  centred 
in  orders  for  next  year's  deliveries,  but  there  is  wide  diver- 
gence of  views  as  to  prices.  Spot  supplies  are  insignificant. 
Acceptance  reserved,  raw  glycerin  unpacked  in  buyers'  casks 
f.o.b.  to  a  suitable  European  port  for  not  less  than  10,000 
kilos,  is  quoted  thus  :  Soap  qualities  (88  per  cent.),  spot  and 
1911  delivery,  182.60f.  to  187.50f.,  according  to  quality;  1911 
delivery,  182. 50f.  to  185f.,  with  3g  per  cent,  discount. 
Glycerin  from  lye  (80  per  cent.),  150f.  to  155f.,  and  145f.  to 
150f.  respectively  net  or  with  5  per  cent,  discount. 

Ipecacuanha. — Carthagena  is  quiet,  but  arrivals  are  small ; 
quotations  are,  liowever,  maintained  at  m.l7  to  m. 17.25 
per  kilo.  The  cheap  stock  of  Rio  qualities  has  been  cleared, 
so  that  at  present  nothing  can  be  secured  in  first-hand  under 
■  m.18  per  kilo. 

Ergot. — As  the  new  Spanish  crop  will  soon  be  available, 
the  demand  has  "  dried  up,"  although  no  definite  news  has 
been  received  as  to  the  state  of  the  crop.  Russian  and  Spanish 
.in  small  lots  on  the  spot  (Hamburg)  are  offering  at  m.9.50 
.per  kilo. 

QuiLLAlA. — -The  long  looked-for  advance  has  set  in.  The 
materially  higher  prices  from  Chili  and  the  strong  demand 
.for  cut  qualities  have  infused  much  more  interest  into  the 
jirticle  lately.  Anything  obtainable  up  to  about  m.62  per 
100  kilos,  has  been  snapped  up.  Chili  is  now  apparently 
•exacting  prices  equal  to  the  parity  of  m.55  c.i.f.  Hamburg 
.for  the  surplus  left  there.  Quotations  for  the  cut  article 
are  at  present  only  nominal,  and  are  at  lea^^t  m.55. 

Wax. — Business  was  quiet  with  a  small  demand  for  Car- 
nauba,  and  the  quotation  for  fatty  grey  I'emains  at  m. 317. 50. 
For  sandy  grey  on  the  way  m. 307. 50  per  100  kilos,  is  de- 
manded. There  have  been  no  fresh  arrivals,  and  but  few  are 
looked  for.  Yellow  is  very  firm  and  little  offered.  Pale 
sorts  of  beeswax  on  the  spot  (Hamburg)  are  in  eager  request. 
JFor  Chilian,  Brazilian,  and  similar  sorts  m.2.95  per  kilo,  has 
.been  paid  for  immediate  delivery;  terms  for  shipment  are 
relatively  cheaper. 

London  Markets. 

_  Acetic  Acid. — As  a  result  of  the  advance  in  acetate  of 
lime  announced  a  fortnight  ago,  the  prices  of  acetic  acid 
itave  been  raised  30.«.  per  ton  all  round;  the  quotation  for 
glacial  (98  to  99  per  cent.)  being  31^.  lOs.  per  ton,  and  other 
iBtrengths  in  proportion. 

Almond  Oil  has  been  advanced  by  IJ.  per  lb.,  the  price 
of  sweet  B.P.  being  2s.  7>d.  per  lb.  in  cwt.  lots  and  pallid 
2s  5d. 

Almonds. — Persian  sweet  are  unobtainable  on  the  spot, 
the  last  business  being  at  105s.  per  cwt.  for  good. 

Aloes. — Arrivals  of  new  crop  Cura9ao  amounting  in  all 
rto  about  100  cases  have  taken  place,  part  of  which  will  be 
offered  at  auction  next  week. 

Aniseed  is  steady  but  slow  of  sale  at  2As.  6d.  to  25-?.  per 
cwt.  for  good  Russian,  and  27s.  6d.  to  30.s\  for  Spanish. 

Anise  Oil  (Star)  is  steady,  with  small  sales  at  4s.  lOd. 
on  the  spot,  and  for  arrival  4.s.  6d.  c.i.f.  is  quoted. 

Antimony. — When  the  International  Antimony  Con- 
vention signalised  its  formation  a  few  months  ago  by  a 
rather  drastic  advance  in  prices,  it  was  asserted  tliat  it 
had  practical  control  of  the  trade,  but  subsequent  events 
have  by  no  means  borne  out  this  claim.  Outside  competi- 
•tion  quickly  forced  it  to  reduce  prices  to  levels  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  those  ruling  before  its  formation, 
-and,  according  to  a  Berlin  report,  serious  internal  troubles 
are  now  being  experienced  which  are  not  unlikely  to 
lead  to  the  break-up  of  the  Convention.  The  difficulties 
•appear  to  be  in  connection  with  differences  between  the 
'Chinese  producers  and  other  members  of  the  Convention.

•on  the  spot  quote  l.s.  bd.,  and  for  August-September 
Is.  b^d.  c.i.f.,  while  1-oz.  tablets  offer  at  l.s.  Tgd.  c.i.f. 


Camphor  (Crude)  is  unchanged,  China  selling  in  retail 
at  155s.  spot. 

Canary-seed  is  unchanged  on  the  spot  at  42s.  6(/.  per 
quarter  for  Turkish,  40s.  to  44s.  for  common  to  good 
Morocco,  and  60s.  to  75s.  for  good  to  fine  Spanish. 

Caraway-seed  is  quiet  at  22s.  6rf.  per  cwt.  for  fair  Dutch 
on  the  spot. 

Carbolic  Acid  is  firm  at  the  recently  advanced  prices, 
which  for  crystals  are  from  b^d.  to  6-^rf.  per  lb.  for  34°  to 
35°  C,  an.d  b^d.  to  b%d.  for  39°  to  40'"  C,  in  1-cwt.  drums 
and  overcasks,  f.o.b.  terms.  C'rcsylic,  95-per-cent.,  is  Is.  4rf. 
per  gal.  for  dark,  Is.  A^d.  for  sherry  colour,  and  up  to 
Is.  7d.  for  pale,  casks  included.  Crude  is  scarce,  with 
buyers  at  2s.,  with  the  possibility  of  buying  at  2s.  l^d., 
although  sellers  ask  2s.  Zd.  It  is  said  that  the  position  may 
be  affected  by  the  troubles  in  Morocco,  but  a  more  potent 
factor  in  the"  outlook  for  higher  prices  is  the  outbreak  of 
cholera  in  Italy,  to  which  centre  there  has  been  a  fair 
demand  lately.  It  is  also  stated  that  there  is  an  inquiry 
on  this  market  for  280  tons  of  crystals  on  behalf  of  the 
French  Government.  The  possibility  is,  therefore,  that 
present  prices  will  be  maintained  at  least  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

Cascara  Sagrada.— Dearer.  Quite  a  good  business  has 
been  done  on  the  spot  from  dealers'  hands,  mostly  to  con- 
sumers, at  prices  ranging  from  38s.  bd.  to  41s.  per  cwt., 
the  higher  price  being  for  old  bark,  but  42s.  6c?. 
is  now  asked,  and  even  more  by  those  who  are 
indifferent  sellers.  The  last  drug  statistics  showed  a  stock 
of  369  tons  on  the  spot,  but  this  figure  is  now  thought  to 
have  been  materially  reduced.  To  arrive  ten  tons  have 
also  been  sold  from  the  Pacific  Coast  at  40s.  c.i.f.  London. 

Chamomiles.— No  new  are  yet  on  offer;  meanwhile 
retail  sales  of  the  old  continue  to  be  made  at  the  prices 
quoted  last  week.

Chillies.— Steady ;  at  auction  24  bags  Nyasaland  sold 
at  45s.  6c/.  for  fair"  bright  and  42s.  6c/.  for  mixed  red  and 
yellowish;  120  bags  East  Coast  African  also  £old  at  from 
44s.  to  45s.  bd.,  and  mixed  red  and  yellowish  at  42s.  6c?. 

Cinchona.— The  shipments  from  Java  to  Europe  during 
the  first  half  of  Julv  amounted  to  858,000  Amst.  lb., 
against  291,000  Amst.""  lb.  in  1910  and  869,000  Amst.  lb. 
in  1909.  At  the  London  auction  on  Tuesday  149  packages 
East  Indian  offered,  and  125  packages  sold  at  the  unaltered 
unit  of  -^d.  per  lb.,  the  following  prices  being  paid  :  Crown, 
natural  stem  chips,  2^c/.  to  2|(/.,  root  IJc/.,  quills  ^d.  to 
3gc/.

Cloves.— At  auction  258  bags  Zanzibar  offered  and  160 
bales  (including  100  without  re!?erve)  at  7c/.  per  lb.  for 
ordinary  dark.  Privately  there  are  sellers  of  fair  Zanzibar 
at  7^c/."spot;  market  has  been  dull,  the  sales  including 
January-March  shipment  at  5^c?.  c.i.f.  d/w  and  sellers; 
June-August  and  July-September  deliveries  are  quoted 
7^d. 

The  Agent  for  the  Zanzibar  Government  communicates  to 
Reuter's  Agency  the  following  telegram  from  the  First  Minis- 
ter of  the  Zanzibar  Government  concerning  the  clove  crop 
for  the  current  season:  "  It  is  estimated  that  the  clove  crop 
for  1911-1912  will  exceed  the  large  one  of  1908-1909,  which 
amounted  to  153,800  bales.  That  crop  was  late,  but  the  pre- 
sent crop  will  begin  early  and  will  be  in  full  activity  by 
October.'' 

Cocaine. — To  the  surprise  of  everybody  concerned,  _  the 
principal  makers,  who  have  an  understanding  as  to  prices, 
have  suddenly  reduced  quotations  by  Is.  5c/.  per  oz.,  and 
now  offer  hy'drochloride  at  7s.  lie/.,  less  5  per  cent,  for 
I75-0Z.  contracts,  and  at  from  8s.  Id.  to  8s.  3c/.  for  smaller 
quantities.  The  probable  cause  of  the  reduction  is  lack 
of  demand,  as  crude  is  not  materially  cheaper.

Ihe  quotes  from  lOTs.  bd.  to  lOS-s.  6rf.  c.i.f.  terms. 

Copaiba  remains  steady  and  in  jobbing  demand  at  from 
Is.  2^d.  to  Is.  lOd.  per  lb.  for  Maracaibo  B.P.,  and  at 
2s.  2d.  for  Para. 

Copper  Stjlphate  shows  little  alteration,  ordinary  Liver- 
pool brands  closing  at  19/.  10s.  per  ton  for  prompt  delivery, 
and  201.  for  January- April. 

Coriander-seed.— New  crop  jNIorocco  has  been  sold  at 
16s.  per  cwt.  for  small  lots  on  the  .spot  and  at  14s.  c.i.f. 
terms  for  10-ton  parcels. 

Cumin-seed. — No  sales  are  reported,  but  the  spot  value 
remains  at  22s.  bd.  to  25s.  per  cwt.  for  ordinary  to  good 
Morocco.  The  new  season's  crop  of  Morocco  is  of 
good  quality,  and  for  sifted  in  at  least  half -ton  lots  23s.  per 
cwt.  is  quoted  for  August-September  shipment  from  Ham- 
burg. 

Fenugreek-seed  is  steady  at  9s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot  for 
good  Morocco. 

Gentian.— The  Bydal  Hall  has  brought  170  bales  from 
Marseilles. 

Ginger.— Quiet ;  at  auction  127  bags  medium-cut  Cochin 
were  bought  in  at  80s.  per  cwt. 

Gum  Acacia. — Soudan  is  dearer,  fair  sorts  being  held 
for  50.5'.  per  cwt.,  and  to  arrive  it  is  doubtful  if  47s.  6d. 
c.i.f.  would  be  accepted.  Market  is  bare  of  Aden  gum, 
which  is  much  wanted ;  in  Senegal  gum  a  fair  business  has 
been  done  in  recent  arrivals  at  Bordeaux.  So-called  in- 
soluble Bushire  sorts  are  unchanged,  the  sales  including 
fair  ordinary  at  23s.  6f/.  to  24s.  ;  '  Mohamerah  and  pale 
selected  amber  are  wanted,  such  being  worth  from  25s' 
.fco  28s. 

Ipecacuanha.— The  s.s.  Aragon  from  Montevideo  has 
brought  13  packages. 

Kola  remains  scarce,  and  in  one  direction  bd.  is  quoted 
for  fair  West  Indian. 

Lemon-juice. — English  raw  is  now  selling  at  Is.  5(7. 
and  refined  at  Is.  M.  per  gal. 

Lemon  Oil.— From  Palermo  under  date  of  July  15  an 
inactive  market  is  reported.  The  recent  advance  was 
caused  more  by  speculative  purchases  than  by  actual  re- 
quirements of  consumers,  as  they  have  been  entirely  absent, 
their  policy  being  to  cover  actual  requirements  only;  on 
the  other  hand,  sellers  have  not  been  discouraged  by  the 
inactivity,  and  do  not  show  any  anxiety  to  clear 
prompt  oil;  prices  are  therefore  still  very  firm, 
and  the  tendency  continues  strong,  holders  being 
ready  to  take  advantage  of  the  first  opportunity  to  bring 
about  an  excited  market;  for  shipment  5s.  10(7.  f.o.b. 
Palermo  is  quoted,  and  from  jMessina  another  quotation  is 
•65.  c.i.f. 

Lime-juice. — The  parcel  offered  in  sale  last  week  was 
subsequently  sold  at  Is.  Zd.  per  gal.  ;  the  quality  was 
■common,  the  samples  showing  a  large  amount  of"  pulp. 
Fine  qualities  of  raw  West  Indian  are  badly  wanted,  and 
.are  worth  Is.  9rf.,  while  refined  is  offered  at  2s. 

Linseed. — There  has  been  a  good  demand,  and  the 
market  has  ruled  steady  at  67s.  per  quarter  for  fair 
Morocco,  and  70s.  to  72s.  6rf.  for  fine  clean  qualities  of  other 
■descriptions. 

Mace. — At  auction  the  large  supply  of  West  Indian 
-sold  at  steady  rates,  but  pickings  were  \d.  cheaper;  ordi- 
nary to  fair  sold  at  2s.  to  2s.  2d.,  good  2s.  7>d.  to  2.s-.  4f/., 
and  broken  Is.  M.  to  Is.  lOd.  per  lb. 

Menthol  is  quiet  but  firm,  spot  holders  still  asking 
16s.  9(7.,  with  the  possibility  of  a  limited  quantity  being 
obtainable  at  16s.  bd.  ;  for  Augu.st- September  shipment 
new  crop  Suzuki  is  quoted  15s.  ^d.  and  oil  at  6s.  c.i.f. 
The  agents  for  this  brand  estimate  the  forthcoming  crop 
at  approximately  100,000  lb.  for  the  Bingo  and  200,000  lb. 
for  the  Hokkaido  district. 

Morphine.— Makers  are  quite  unwilling  to  book  con- 
tracts, and  their  prices  are  nominal  in  view  of  the  position 
•of  opium.  There  is  a  fair  inquiry  in  second-hands,  busi- 
ness having  been  done  in  hydrochloride  at  about  9s.  per  oz. 

Musk  is  in  little  demand,  with  moderate  supplies;  fine 
Pile  I.  Tonquin  blue  skin  pod  is  held  at  67s.  per  oz.,  and 


old-style  thick  skin  Pile  I.  at  54s.  China  Gabardine  is 
worth  25s.,  and  fairly  dry  Russian  18s.  to  19s.  per  oz. 

Nutmegs. — At  auction  the  large  supply  of  665  packages 
West  Indian  offered  and  practically  all  sold,  60  to  80's 
being  steady,  and  others  ^d.  per  lb.  lower. 

Olibanum. — Steady,  with  moderate  supplies ;  eales  of 
garblings  have  been  made  on  the  spot  in  a  small  way  at 
25s.  for  good  and  at  22s.  for  common  siftings. 

Opium. — The  slight  reaction  of  last  week  has  quickly 
disappeared,  and  a  firm  market  is  now  reported  by  cable 
from  Turkey,  from  whence  21s.  to  21s.  bd.  per  lb.  c.i.f. 
is  quoted  for  11^  per  cent.  ;  on  the  spot  small  sales  of 
Turkey  druggists'  are  being  made  at  19s.  bd.  to  20s.,  and 
Malatia  at  20s.  bd.  Persian  on  the  spot  has  been  sold  at 
18s.  6c?.  for  full  test,  but  at  the  close  20s.  is  wanted  for  a 
few  cases,  and  holders  are  very  firm  at  this  price ;  in  fact, 
it  may  be  said  holders  at  present  have  withdrawn,  as  the 
news  from  Persia  in  regard  to  the  outbreak  of  civil  war 
at  Shiraz  places  the  crop  in  a  precarious  condition. 
Indeed,  it  may  be  said  prices  in  the  opium  market  alto- 
gether are  at  a  dangerously  high  level,  and  the  greatest 
caution  is  necessary.  Should  the  price  of  Turkey  opium 
be  driven  up  to  25s.  later  in  the  season,  it  need  hardly  be 
said  that  business  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Writing  on  July  7,  a  Smyrna  correspondent  states  that 
the  opium  position  continues  firm,  but  consumers  tardily 
respond  at  6(Z.  to  Is.  per  lb.  lower  than  what  shippers  can 
actually  buy  on  the  market.  Nevertheless  some  business  has 
been  done,  evidently  owing  to  stocks  held  by  shippers  bought 
a  few  weeks  back  at  cheaper  rates.  The  price  for  extra- 
selected  Karabissar  is  22s.  6(7.,  and  as  they  are  buying  new 
crop  in  the  interior  at  comparatively  higher  figures  they 
will  not  make  the  slightest  concession.  The  sales  amount 
to  eight  cases  new  crop  and  64  old,  at  19s.  to  19s.  bd. 
for  the  new  and  21s.  to  23s.,  as  to  quality,  for  the  old.  The 
difference  in  morphine  between  new  and  old  is  about  15  per 
cent,  in  favoui-  of  the  old.  As  regards  the  crop,  the  following 
is  tho  latest  official  estimate  :  Salonica,  450  cases  ;  Karahissar, 
750;  Konia,  800;  Boghaditz  and  Balukissar,  250;  Smyrna, 
700;  Constantinople,  400;  totalling  3,350.  The  arrivals  to 
date  amount  to  123  cases,  against  420  at  the  same  period  last 
year. 

From  Salonica  an  advice  of  July  10  states  that  the  latest 
news  with  regard  to  the  crop  both  here,  Constantinople,  and 
Smyrna  is  still  unsatisfactory,  and  the  total  output  is  not 
expect/ed  to  be  more  than  from  4.200  to  4,500  cases.  In  the 
Salonica  district,  where  the  crop  was  estimated  at  600  cases, 
it  is  anticipated  that  not  more  than  about  300  cases  will  be 
obtainable.  The  Smyrna  district  has  had  heavy  rains,  which 
damaged  the  crop  very  extensively,  and  quality  will  be  very 
poor.  The  arrivals  up  to  July  8  were  123  cases,  against 
423  cases  a  year  ago.  The  stocks  left  over  from  last  year  are 
about  600  cases  only.  Very  "unsatisfactory  news  is  also 
reported  from  this  point,  and  the  stock  left  over  from  last 
year  is  only  240  cases. 

A  Reuter  message  from  Pekin,  dated  July  18,  states  that  the 
Chinese  Government  has  decided  to  prohibit  the  importation 
of  Persian  and  Turkish  opium  from  January  1912.  "  The 
Times"  correspondent  at  Pekin  also  telegraphed  on  July  19 
that  "  China's  notification  to  the  Powers  that  from  January  1, 
1912,  Persian  and  Turkisli  opium  will  be  treated  as  uncertifi- 
cated— and  that,  therefore,  its  entry  will  be  prohibited — is 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Annexe  to  the  recent 
Opium  Agreement.  Persia  and  Turkey,  who  are  non-Treaty 
Powers,  in  1910  imported  619  chests  to 'the  value  of  115,000^., 
which  were  almost  entirely  handled  by  British  dealers.  The 
other  actions  of  China  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  Agree- 
ment. Since  the  signature  of  the  Agreement  in  Pekin  there 
has  been  constant  friction  in  Canton  between  the  British 
and  Chinese  authorities.  The  Viceroy  of  Canton,  needing 
revenue  badly,  is  imposing  an  additional  tax  on  Indian  raw 
opium  of  50c.  per  oz.,  ecjual  to  $800  a  chest,  in  disregard  of 
Article  7,  which  provides  that  Indian  raw  opium  having  paid 
full  duty  shall  be  exempt  from  any  further  taxation  in  the 
port  of  import.  The  Viceroy  ingeniously  imposes  an  illegal 
tax  under  pretence  of  adding  50c.  worth  of  anti-opium 
medicine  to  each  ounce  of  raw  opium.  Such  evasions  of  the 
compact  inevitably  delay  the  operation  of  the  Agreement, 
the  object  of  which  is  the  extinction  of  the  opium  trade  as 
soon  as  possible."  [The  above  telegram  is  loosely  expressed, 
the  obvious  meaning  being  that  Persia  and  Turkey  exported 
619  chests  to  China  in  1910.— Ed.] 

Orange  Oil. — According  to  a  Palermo  advice  (July  15) 
a  few  parcels  changed  hands  at  the  full  parity  of  previous 
quotations;  stocks  are  so  .small  that  holders  do  not  need' 
any  efforts  to  maintain  figures  ;  sweet  for  shipment  is  quoted 
at' 7s.  9(7.  c.i.f. 
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Otto  of  Rose.— In  the  absence  of  any  definite  price  for 
the  new  crop  agents  refrain  from  offering  until  the  out- 
look is  more  settled.  ^Meanwhile  finest  guaranteed  pure 
of  old  crop  (on  Parry's  analysis)  is  offered  at  40^.  per 
English  oz. 

The  followin.a:  is  an  extract  from  a  report  issued  bv 
Messrs.  Chas.  Zimmennann  &  Co.  :  "  Messrs.  Orozoff's  reports 
concerning  the  shortage  of  this  year's  crop  have  now  been 
confirmed  by  several  other  shippers,  some  even  taking  a 
rnore  pessimistic  view.  A  crop  of  20  to  30  per  cent,  less 
than  last  year's,  which  was  even  below  tho  average,  may 
now  be  reckoned  on  for  certain.  .  .  .  No  price  for  new 
otto  has  yet  been  fixed,  but  w©  must  again  draw  buyers' 
attention  to  the  facts  published  last  week  to  the  effect 'that 
the  price  of  pure  otto  is  in  tho  region  of  about  A2s  per 
English  oz."

Sir, — By  the  time  this  reaches  you  any  remarks  on  the- 
above  topic  will  be  somewhat  out  of  date,  but  I  think  it 
will  not  be  without  interest  to  learn  of  another  method 
practised  by  a  respectable  firm  to  retain  their  position  on. 
the  market.    Potassium  iodide  is  an  article  which  has  a. 
large  and  steady  sale,  and  while  adulteration  with  bromide- 
is  common  there  are  one  or  two  well-known  brands  which- 
are  popular  and  command  a  comparatively  high  price.  To 
meet  competition,  one  of  the  principal  export  firms  put 
up  their  ordinary  1-lb.  bottle  containing  15  oz.,  and  attacb 
a  small  slip  label  at  the  foot  of  the  bottle  saying  so. 
Now,  it  is  a  fine  point  as  to  how  far  this  may  be  regardedi 
as  immoral  practice.     The  actual  quantity  is  correctly 
stated ;  but  I  think  it  would  be  rather  insulting  to  the- 
intelligence  of  the  members  of  the  firm  to  suggest  that 
they  did  not  know  the  intention  of  the  people  who  re- 
quired the  drug  packed  in  this  manner.    The  small  slip  is- 
separate  from  the  house  label  and  can  easily  be  removed. 
In  your  issue  of  May  13  Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  sug- 
gest an  explanation  of  a  slight  shortage  in  weight  of  1-oz. 
bottles  of  quinine  sulphate,  and  possibly  they  may  be- 
right  in  this  instance,  but  that  short  weight  is  given 
abundance  of  evidence  may  be  had.    I  have  just  opened, 
two  1-oz.   bottles   of   quinine   sulphate   put   out   by  a 
London  wholesale  drug-house,  and  the  exact  weights  were 
328  grains  and  380  grains.   I  took  particular  care  to  see  that 
the  bottles  had  not  been  tampered  with  in  any  way.  In. 
view  of  the  high  position  of  the  house,  it  is  somewhat, 
disappointing  Ikd  find  them  practising  such  methods.  I 
had  instructed  my  servant  to  buy  the  cheapest  obtainable,, 
and  the  price  was  one  .« tailing  net  inclusive  of  bottle,, 
freight,  and  duty.

A   Mechanical  Man  (94/49),  writing  in  regard  to  the 
letter    of    "Perplexed"    in    the    G.    d-   D.,    July  1, 
«ays  :  "  From  experience  gained,  both  as  employer  and 
■employe,  I  should  say  that  a  business  with  such  a  small 
'turnover  as  Ibl.  per  week  is  not  a  successful  one,  if  every- 
thing is  sold  at  lowest  store  prices.    In  fact,  it  would  be 
run  at  a    loss.      Apart  from  '  Perplexed,'  who    is,  of 
■course,  infallible,  errors  in  giving  change  are  inevitable. 
The  stores  system  of  counter-books  and  cashiers  has  much 
•to  be  said  for  it,  but  even  then  mistakes  occur.    All  the 
rsecrets  so  laboriously  excavated  from  his  own  experience 
■and  given  forth  to    the    long-suffering  readers  of  the 
(fc  D.  as  new  discoveries,  have  become  wearisome  from 
mere  repetition.    They  are  every-day  business  axioms.  I 
ask  '  Perplexed,'  What  is  the  difference  between  a  success- 
ful manager  of  a  private  branch  shop  and  a  successful 
■manager  of  a  drug-store  branch?    I  am  afraid  the  answer 
is  because  the  latter  is  '  more  so,'  for  the  simple  reason 
that  men  with  brains,  tact,  originality,  and  even  imagina- 
tion, find  better  payment  and  better  treatment  with  the 
■drug-stores,  and  naturally  gravitate  there.    I  will  not 
■touch  on  any  more  of  '  Perplexed's '  nine  secrets,  except 
No.  7,  and  then  only  to  warn  '  Perplexed  '  to  keep  his 
■imagination  within  bounds   when  his  '  boss '  is  about. 
Here    are    a    few    figures    roughly    extracted.      '  Per- 
plexed's '  average    sales    per   hour    amount    to    3s.  4fZ. 
Taking  the  low  average  of  8f/.  per  customer,  he  serves 
five   customers  per  hour,  or  an  average  of  75  per  day. 
Taking  his  '  some  thousands  '  passers-by  to  be  3,000,  this 
means  he  only  secures  2.5  per  cent,  as  customers.  Why. 
•even  a  store  manager  wouldn't  wax  happy  on  that,  not  to 
mention  the  shareholders.    When  he  is  a  little  more  suc- 
■cessful  his  views  may  be  more  convincing.    Until  then  he 
■should  sink  into  the  oblivion  from  whence  I  have  protest- 
ingly  arisen.    The  reasons  for  one  man's   success  and 
another's  failure  are  more  often  than  not  '  wropt  in  mys- 
itery  !  '    Local  conditions,  such  as  change  of  population, 
general  state  of  trade,  the  personal  character  of  one's  pre- 
decessors, are  all  factors  in  the  decrease  or  increase  of  a 
'bu.<=iness,  and  must  be  taken  into  account  when  deciding 
success  or  failure.    Again,  turnover  is  all  very  well,  but 
what   about   the    rate    of    profit?      I    think    the  best 
business    assets     of    all    are    a     becoming  modesty, 
a  desir-6  to  learn,  and  a  broad-minded  tolerance  towards 
■customers  and  competitors.    Is  there  not  an  old  adage 
that  says,  '  A  wise  man  hides  his  wisdom,  'but  a  fool  must 
■show  his  folly  '  ?  "

An  Atomiser  Oil. 

/.  T.  C.  (90/44)  asks  how  the  following  can  be  made  clear:

To  make  a  solution  for  use  as  an  atomiser. 

[This  cannot  be  prepared  as  a  clear  solution  with  parolein. 
R/esorcin  is  not  soluble  in  parolein  ;  even  if  it  be  dissolved  in 
oleic  acid  it  is  immediately  thrown  out  of  solution  on 
addition  of  parolein.  The  cocaine,  too,  is  just  about  as  much 
as  the  parolein  will  carry  in  solution.  The  following  pro- 
vides a  clear  solution  :  Dissolve  the  resorcin  in  2  fluid  drachms 
of  oleic  acid,  using  a  little  heat  if  necessary:  then  the 
cocaine  (equivalent  in  alkaloid),  and  make  up  to  a  fluid  ounce 
with  a  pale  almond  oil.  Menthol  dissolves  readily  in  the 
oil  and  gives  no  trouble.  Oleic  acid  is  of  less  specific  gravity 
than  almond  oil  and  brings  the  gravity  of  the  rnixture  down 
towards  that  of  parolein.  The  prescriber's  permission  should, 
of  course,  be  obtained.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legral  Advice  Section  of  "The  Chemists'  and  Drugrerists 
Diary,"  1911,  p.  43s,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 


Xcla  (104/1)  has  not  sent  his  name. 

Edwards  (98/39).— We  gather  from  your  statements  that 
the  Corn  Cure  Co.  claim  the  model  as  their  property,  and 
that  you  have  not  evidence  to  disprove  the  statement,  as 
you  took  the  model  over  from  your  predecessor.  In 
the.-e  circumstances,  you  should  come  to  an  amicable  arrange- 
ment with  the  company. 

Itadix  (99/32). — It  is  not  the  custom  of  the  retail  drug-trade 
in  Great  Britain  to  regard  the  engagement  of  assistants  as 
being  in  all  cases  for  a  month's  trial.  That  must  in  every 
case  be  mentioned  at  the  time  of  engagement  if  it  is  part  of 
the  bargain,  otherwise  the  engagement  can  be  terminated 
only  by  a  month's  notice  on  either  side. 

Muc.  Acacia;  (98/2). — There  is  no  Revenue  order  authorising 
dri^g-store  proprietors  who  have  served  a  regular  apprentice- 
ship to  sell  medicated  wines,  such  as  orange-quinine  wine  and 
"  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  "  without  an  oft'-wine  licence. 
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The  only  order  that  has  been  issued  recently  is  one  to  the 
effect  that  no  person  or  company  may  sell  approved  medi- 
cated wines  without  a  licence  unless  they  carry  on  business 
in  accordance  with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908, 
Section  3. 

F.  E.  M.  (90/2). — Both  your  labels  come  within  the  official 
ruling  that  words  indicating  the  action  of  a  remedy  upon  a 
part  of  the  body  are  to  be  construed  as  bringing  the  pre- 
parations within  the  charge  of  duty.  Thus  the  "tonic, 
strengthening,  nerve-restoring,  and  brain-stimulating  "  pro- 
perties of  the  tonic  elixir  form  a  collocation  which  brings 
the  elixir  on  the  border-line  between  liability  and  non- 
liability ;  but  we  are  under  the  impression  that  the  label 
and  that  for  Vigor  Tonic  have  been  officially  marked  as 
"  not  liable  to  duty."

TSrythema  (91/38). — Your  description  of  rosy  r©d  patches 
on  back  of  hands  is  very  suggestive  of  Ringwoem.  Try 
rubbing  well  in  ung.  hydr.  amnion.  P.B.  twice  daily  for  a 
week,  and  then  apply  a  plain  dressing.  Remember  it  will 
take  some  time  for  the  inflammation  to  subside  after  the 
disease  is  killed.  Take  precautions  against  infection,  and 
inquire  as  to  probable  sources  of  infection  ;  the  disease  is 
often  acquired  from  domestic  animals. 

J.  L.  B.  (Kimberley)  (87/42).— Chorea  Medicine.— Your 
letter  is  interesting  in  view  of  the  present-day  demand  of 
medical  men  for  the  total  suppression  of  what  they  designate 
as  "  quacks."  "  J.  L.  R."  sends  a  portion  of  a  bottle  of 
medicine  which  effected  a  vast  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  a  child  suffering  from  chorea  after  the  child  had  been  dis- 
charged from  hospital  as  incurable.  An  irregular  practi- 
tioner took  the  case  in  hand,  administering  a  black  liquid 
in  doses  increasing  from  1  to  20  drops  each  morning. 
The  liquid  appears  to  be  some  form  of  crude  mineral  naphtha. 
Whether  the  improvement  in  the  child's  health  was  conse- 
quent on  the  treatment  or  in  spite  of  the  treatment  is  an 
open  question,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  irregular  prac- 
titioner will  receive  from  the  public  the  credit. 

E.  A.  B.  (102/33).— Ant-pest.— The  methods  of  dealing 
with  this  were  summarised  in  the  C.  cC-  Z>.,  May  27,  index  folio 
803.  _  Please  refer  to  that  issue  for  the  information  you 
require. 

Aut  ocuT  (100/30). — Metal-polish. — The  formula  you  re- 
quire was  furnished  to  vou  in  the  issue  of  the  C.  <£■  B.  for 
June  24,  index  folio  927. 

IE.  G.  (94/5). — Scum  on  Bathing-pond. — We  do  not  know 
of  any  feasible  chemical  method  of  removing  scum  of  algse 
from  bathing-ponds.  It  is  prevented  by  adding  copper  sul- 
phate, a  bag  of  the  salt  being  hung  from  a  boat  which  is 
slowly  rowed  through  and  across  the  pond.  It  requires  a 
solution  of  copper  sulphate,  1  in  1.000.000,  to  kill  algse. 
(See  C.  &  D.,  February  27,  1909,  p.  354.) 

Fiima  (101/58). — Caustic  alkali  would  dissolve  horn,  but 
whether  suitable  for  your  requirements  we  cannot  judge,  as 
you  give  us  no  details. 

Larrij)  (100/35). — Milk-feveb  Powdeb  for  Cows.— This  is 
a  complex  mixture,  containing  among  other  ingredients  potas- 
sium nitrate,  sodium  bicarbonate,  powdered  resin,  and 
powdered  fenugreek. 

Ifccac.  (90/72).— Cleaning  Suede-leather  Boot-tops.— Soap 
and  water  or  oxgall  and  pumice-powder  are  employed  for 
this  purpose,  while  benzine  freshens  the  surface  by  dissolving 
off  the  dirt  that  has  collected. 

Powder  (102/36). — Indigestion-fowder. — Your  sample  re- 
sembles the  following  formula,  which  is  based  on  analysis  :

— This 
appears  to  be  made  on  the  lines  of  ung.  resorcini  Co.,  for  which 
we  published  formulae  in  the  C  ,0  D.,  April  29,  index  folio 
639,  and  March  25,  index  folio  456. 


IF.  B.  (90/31).— H.UR-RESTOEEH.— The  purpo.se  of  the  lead- 
sulphur  hair-wash  is  to  restore  the  colour  of  grey  hair  to  its 
former  tint.  The  new  hair,  which  is  produced  of  a  golden 
tint,  may  be  darkened  by  wetting  with  the  lotion,  and  when 
dry  treating  with  a  weak  solution  of  liver  of  sulphur  or 
ammonium  sulphydrate.  You  should  beware  of  the  vagaries 
of  hair-dyes,  and  not  take  upon  yourself  too  much  respon- 
sibility in  this  matter. 

H.  S.  (90/67). — Rubbing-oils. — We  have  ,not  a  formula  on- 
exactly  the  lines  you  indicate,  but  a  few  experiments  would 
decide  for  you  the  formula  to  adopt.  The  following  is  £a 
suggested  recipe :

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago.

Trade  Keport. 

Throughout  the  past  month  the  money  market  has  con- 
tinued very  tight,  and  the  Bank  rate  of  6  per  cent,  has  been- 
firmly  maintained ;  the  great  drain  for  sovereigns  for 
America,  and  the  payment  for  silver  for  the  East,  is  likely  to 
further  enhance  the  rate  of  discount.  Business  in  nearly  ali 
departments  has  been  very  sluggish,  the  trade  buying  only 
from  hand  to  mouth;  but  during  the  last  few  days  there  is- 
a  slight  improvement,  consequent  on  the  more  quiet  tone  on 
the  Continent  and  the  expectation  of  a  speedy  termination 
of  hostilities  in  America.  Consols  declined  to  89g  ex  div.^. 
but  are  now  firmer,  and  yesterday  closed  at  90  90g  for  money 
and  at  90^  90^  for  the  next  account. 

In  chemicals  there  has  been  rather  an  improved  business, 
but  in  many  instances  lower  prices  have  again  been  taken. 
Moderate  sales  have  been  made  in  tartaric  acid,  at  Is.  9d. 
Citric  acid  declined  to  Is.  8^d.  cash  and  Is.  9d.  usual  terms, 
and  now  is  a  shade  firmer  at  the  latter  price.  More  doing  in 
sal  acetos  at  lOgcZ.  up  to  11^(1,  according  to  quantity.  Iodine 
in  retail  lots  has  sold  at  A^d.  for  seconds  and  5d.  for  firsts. 
Oxalic  has  been  sold  at  7|d.  and  8d.  for  seconds  and  S^d. 
and  9d.  for  the  best.  Soda  ash  is  dull  at  our  quotation.^ 
Soda  crystals  quiet  at  Al.  2s.  bd.  ex  ship.  Prussiate  of 
potass  quiet  at  Is.  l^d.  and  Is.  2d.  Bichromate  remains 
quiet  at  9id.  Sal  ammoniac  31s.  and  32s.  bd.,  according  to 
quality.  Flour  of  brimstone  dull  at  15s.  Sulphate  of 
ammonia,  retail  sales,  at  13s.  6d.  and  14s.  Sulphate  of 
copper  31s.  and  31s.  6rf.,  with  few  sales.  Canada  ashes  have- 
declined,  pots  to  34s.  6d.  and  pearls  t/o  36s.  Turpentine  has 
been  in  large  demand  on  speculation,  and  the  price  advanced 
to  52s.  6(Z.  and  53s.  ;  there  is  now  less  doing,  and  the  price 
quiet  at  51s.  Linseed  oil  is  firmer,  and  now  few  sellers  under 
30s.  6d.  here. 

The  drug  market  has  been  quiet,  with  only  small  sales. 
Cape  aloes  have  advanced  about  Is.  per  cwt.,  good  and  fine 
fetching  40s.  and  43s.  Cardamoms  are  rather  cheaper.  Oil 
aniseed  is  quiet  at  6s.  9d.,  and  oil  cassia  has  declined  to 
8s.  bd.  Castor  oil  has  advanced  id.  per  lb.,  fine  pale  firsts- 
selling  at  biel.  and  6Jf7.  and  middling  to  good  seconds  5i,d. 
and  bd.  China  rhubarb  is  2d.  to  3(Z.  cheaper;  a  large  parcel 
of  good  sound  sold  at  2s.  and  2.?.  M.,  and  flat  at  2s.  and 
2s.  Id.  Several  sales  of  Tinnevelly  senna  have  been  sold  at 
full  prices.  Camphor  is  rather  cheaper;  good  Japan,  in» 
tubs,  sold  at  111.  10s. 
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
